DESCRIPTION OF THE GROUP. 


The *‘BuUs” and “ Bears” on a 
Frolic in W all Street. 


The ceremonies Incident to the unTclllní of the 
bronze biosiapliy of Viiuderbllt, which hae ellclteU 
a world of comment from the press, toolc place yes­ 
terday afternoon at the Hudson River Railroad 
depot, lormerly St. John’s I’ark, In presence of a 
lartfc gatheriDK of citizens and guests. The plan of 
arrangem ents was very simple and effective. 
Fpcing 
the western wall of the building, and, consequently 
lacing the bronze pediment, a substantial platform 
had been erected, and suitably draped and deco­ 
rated. Cordoua of the police, under the com­ 
mand 
of 
Captain 
Petty, 
were drawn across 
the street from cither corner of the building, thus 
reserving the open space between the west wall and 
Uic stand for the duiy ticketed guests, and sentries 
were posted at tae several depot entrances to pre­ 
vent smuggled liuress Irom that direction. With­ 
out and beyond surged mas^es of the great public, 
atoms of wUich are always whUked together in 
heaps upon all public occasions. 
Half an hour 
before the ceremoulc.s began a considerable crowd 
had collected e.vterior to the cordon, and was 
already dashing against It, like a surging sea against 
Immovable rocks, while within, safe In harbor, 
conversed groups of the duly ticketed guests. Of 
the guests, tlio larger share of the celebrities 
bad already inailo tlieir way to the platform, accom- 
patiied with a sporadic reprcccntatlon of ladles, 
among whom was iurs. Johnson, n e Harriet Lane, 
A list of these would ncccssanly occupy columns, 
and a few thcreiore can only be nienfioned. On the 
platiorm appeared the venerable Bishop Janes, the 
Rev. Dr. culnnell and a clerical (ieputalion of half 
a dozen or more, who, taking no part in the pro- 
cccdiugs, mu,st bo uaiiiclcis; also Alo.sea H. tirlnnell, 
e.x-Uoilcctor >-caPll aud Mr. Peter I!. Sweeny. Mayor 
/ Hall and c.v-Mayor (iuiiiher were present, as also 
were tioiigrcssuian Cox and a number of Washing­

The 
judiciary was 
amply represented by its deputation, prominent 
In ihe midst of which was Judge Bodfcrd, in addi­ 
tion to the list already printed and, therelore, fami­ 
liar to the public. Among the ilons of the press 
present may be mentioned Horace Oreeley, the 
Messrs, Brooks, of the Kxoress, and David C. .Stone, 
or the JimrnciL o f C unm cne, together with uii 
army of veteran editors and editorial suUs. 
In fact, 
a large perccutago of the list of guests alrcaoy 
printed wore presciit a percentage, as Is always the 
case on similar qccaslons, oiiiutliig to put In an ap­ 
pearance: aud of Bhipoullder.), loundry proprietors, 
steamboat proprietors, naval representatives and 
representatives of steam transit companies there was 
a more than common, in fact, an extraordinary pro­ 
fusion, the whole being sulllcleat as a depuiation of 
the wcalMi, talent, pruicsslonai cclcbriij and condi­ 
tion of the mciiopolia to give unusual (d a t to the 
proceedings. Most of the members of the Honorary 
Committee were, in fact, on the ground, the places 
01 those who were absent balng Illled to congestion 
with persons ol disllnctiou from the varied walks of 
politics, the professions and eminent aocial position. 
The preparations for the unveiling consisted of a 
detail of sailors, lu the dark blue of the iratcrnity 
and duly officered, to whom was as.‘<igued the duty 
of llfung the cauvas and exposing the bronze at the 
given signal. 
At one o’clock—the crowd having continued to 
augment, and neiiig ropreseuted from every cou- 
venicnt window ad>ceut—the 
“hats off” was 
■honied by a policeman from the stand, and the 
venerable Bishop was intro.luced by Captain De­ 
grout aud opened (he proceedings with prayer.

A 
huge sea m onster looks up from the wau-r at his 
feet; an American raccoon, uu-Homeric emblem.

There wa.s rare tun at the sujck Exchange at the 
same hour that the bronze statue of the illustrious 
Commodore Vanuerbilt was being unveiled. I're- 
cucly at half-past twelve o’clock me brokers assem­ 
bled in the Mock Exchange, aud amid great lauuhtcr 
aud applause went mrougu tho larce of unveiling a 
••statioo,” which, In the person of a hideously ugly 
broker, in a wig and ma»k, p.irporicd to rep­ 
resent the hero of the day. Tue coreiuony took place 
111 the gallery of the l.ong Room. T he master of me 
ccreniouici, Mr. E. H, Van Nclialck, was president, 
aud Mr. 8. V. While spouted all tho oratory de­ 
manded by ths laiigliiug brokers. All Wall street 
was in or about tho .Stock Exchange, and the wiide.st 
liin prevailed during the ludicrous ceremony of the 
unveiling ot the “staitoo.” 
With a profound bow the chairman began his 
aildrcHS, but was stojiped almost at m e first word 
by uu enthuslasiic and laceiious broker, who iid- 
vauced with a gcuuiluctlon aud presented him with 
a huge cabbage.

General Wool belonged to Uiat class of men whose 
dlstincMon ebovo their iclloHs was iLo work ol their 
own abiiitle.-i, uuuulc l oy birtli or furtuiid, or by the 
influeuce of biu'i lu higli pla.-es. 
His aucestors Uiok 
part 111 the war for iiidcpcudonce, but were com­ 
paratively obscure per.ious. 
V\o aro unable to state 
tliB exact mub.Ti and year In wluch he was horn. 
ITie year is vaiTousiy fixed at from F.S7 to 1700. while 
the 
despatch 
Iroui 
Troy 
announcing 
Ills 
death places his age as high as eighly-six. Tho 
moat relliible biographies ot him that wo have seen 
stale that lie was burn Hi Ncwburg, Urango county, 
N. Y.. during ihe year 17Sa. 
Ills father died in 1702, 
leaving him a chilli of four years, dependent upon 
his relatives for a siipiiort. 
Ho was accordingly 
taken charge of by his grandfather, James Wool, a 
resident or Reiissc.aer county, Umiseir in Indigent 
circumstances a:ul Illy able to meet the additional 
expense entailcir upon him. To the credit of the old 
mac »»■ It said Hint he did his best for tho boy. 
At 
this time our present system of free schools had not 
been established, aud cheap educational institutions 
were few ami wretchedly managed, thus making 
the prospect lor a poor boy us wretched as It pos­ 
sibly could bo. 
When, at mo age of twelve, the boy was sent into 
the world "to make a living” his m ental acquire­ 
m ents were few. 
Ue could read aud write, but very 
little more. The first employmeut he obtained was 
in the capacity of a clerk in a store at Troy. 
Here 
he passed a lew years, applying himself Ulligenlly to 
the bUBlbcBs, making many friends and saving some 
money. Before he had attained to maniiood ho was 
able to open a book and stationery esta’ollshuieut In 
Troy. In the Intcrvuls ot time between aiiendiug on 
customers he applied himself to ihe linproveuicut of 
his m ind by reading tho books he had for sale. In 
this praiseworthy manner ho acquired a fund of 
inform ation which was suiisequently turned to good 
account, 
in either 1810 or 1811 a fire destroyed hts 
shop, wiih Its stock, and although he received 
num erous offers of aid to re-establLsh nls business 
he declined llicm all, having determ ined to adopt 
the law as a profe.^sion. 
He ucconllngly began his 
legal studies, and had nearly completed them when 
the prospect of war with Great L nialn changed the 
course of tiis career.

Before daybrc.Tk on the morning of October 13, 
181'i. the American lorees hud crossed the Niagara 
river, aud upon tlieir labding being ui.ieovcred the 
Bniii-h opened fire upon them. A severe eugage- 
ment, though of short duration, ensued, and re.suffcd 
lu the eneiiu' being driven back upon (jueciistowu, 
but not before he had Inflieied serious loss upon the 
Americans. .Seven ol tne ten oiUccrs of toe Ihlr- 
teentii regiment were killed or wounded, among the 
latter being Captaiu Wool, through both of whose 
thighs a bullet pnsse l.

Wounded 
and bleeding as Uo waa he relused to leave the 
field. The situntloii had now become critical, in­ 
volving, as It did, either a desperate assault or a ais- 
grai'cful abandonm ent of the nioveuieut. General 
Van Rensselaer chose the former alteniative aud 
ordered au assault. Along a most priccipituus path, 
whlcii the enemy had neglected to cover, believing 
it impa-ssaDle, Captain \\ ool led his m en to tao rear 
of the Brlilsh. So sudUvn was the assault that but 
little resistance was offered, uud m a few m inutes 
me flag of tho republic floated over gueensiowu 
Heights. In a little wliiie, however, toe llritisli, 
heavily reinforced, retarned, and it hinjiuoíI a.s if the 
handful of .\nicrlcauH would tie overwhelmad.

We received this 
m toruiaiieu 'A im reserve, and deierred giving It la 
our provincial edition until wo had assured our- 
scives or the fact. Other journals m entioned the 
report as cenaia. and prepared, wiiu uiolr nsnal 
warmDiaud cuthu-siasm, to excite the patriotism of 
all panics aud all classes, in order U> ag iu ta 
opinion and lo offer reaources to the governm ent 
With Which to cornual the uevv danger that threateua 
us. General oickics has uoi giveu any account to 
our government of the note reierred to by ourcontem - 
p o raij. Thu represcuiaUve of the United SUtes, 
when once accredited to our governineut, immedi­ 
ately made aeciai atiun.s in tbe aenae ot the supposed 
note, but al me same time stated that when pubito 
opinion, which in no country hoa sucu luuuence aa 
there, wou.d oblige the Washington Cabinet, then

To THE E ditor o r th e H erald;— 
Tho jireseul depressed condition of the trade and 
comiuurco of o ur couutry w ith Biirupe and our Wost- 
eru stato* will Jnstily, If it does uot call lor, a care­ 
ful exam ination into the causes liiat ha>e produced 
It; and that may, anu no doubt will, uouUnue, like 
an Incubus, to oppress all tne producing interests 
of our people.

It ts said that some half dozen

The present diasalisfaction grow s out of the prac­ 
tice of dividing the patronage of the New Vorx 
Custom House not merely am ong the senator» and 
R eprcsenutlvoa of th at SU tc, but among the Bcua- 
tor» and R epresentatives of ail tho state» in ihs 
Union. 
In the good old tim es the federaPpacronage 
of each State belonged to Hie Senator» and Repr*- 
»enialive»or each State, no m atter how large or 
how sm all such patronage m latit bo. 
Each Btate 
waa given its aUare—no more ana no leas. 
No 
.Senator or R epresentative ever thought ot golag 
beyond the sovereign lim its of hts own Ftate to 
emand patronage, aud If he did think of such 
thing It would do lirm little good, for It would not 
bo allowed for an instim t by tbo 
Bcnatora 
K cprcscntativcs of any other .State. Tho theory ti 
held was th at tho patronage of each s u te fairly 
represented Its power, liinnence and popuh 
among the fiunilv of Sute», and , therefore, th a t the 
Sciialora and K opreientatlvea ot c.ich State were 
entitled to control Its patronage and nothiog more. 
Now, however, it secma to tiavo become quite a 
common thing for a Senator a way off in Gailiornla, 
Nevada or Oregon to claim for n mio ef his political 
retainer» a slice of tue spoils belonging to New

Extraordinnry Naval .TIovcinFiits—H ave They 
Itcfercnco to Cuba t 
The unusual activity of the Navy Depart­ 
ment and extraordinary movements of war 
vessels are not without cause, or they indicate 
precautionary steps, at least, to meet some 
particular or possible contingency. 
The ques­ 
tion naturally arises whether all this baa not 
reference to Cuba and the policy tho govern­ 
ment is about to pursue with regard to that 
island. 
It is certain there can be no other 
reason for these movements ; for there is not 
the least probability of trouble, either at home 
or with foreign nations, except that which 
might possibly arise with Spain relative to the 
Cuban question. 
Not that we believe or that 
tho government thinks there would be reason 
to apprehend war 
with Spain should the 
United States recognize the belligerent rights 
or independence of Cuba, but if such a step 
be contemplated by the administration precau­ 
tionary measures to meet even a contingency 
80 unlikely are proper. 
Besides, a powerful 
naval force in the neighborhood of Cuba, in 
the event of our government resolving on such 
a policy, would impress the Spanish govern­ 
ment with a sense of the determination of the 
United States and the futility of using force 
to re.«traln the action of this country. 
Indeed, 
instead of leading to war, the display of such 
power and preparation for war is tho way to 
prevent it. We conclude, then, that the activ­ 
ity in naval matters—the order for the Mianto- 
nomob to be ready for sea, the ordering into com­ 
mission and fitting out rapidly of the Swatara 
and two other vessels, the sudden transfer of 
stores and army supplies to the Albany, with 
orders for that vcs.sel to sail immediately for 
Cuba, and other important movements—indi­ 
cate that the government is about to take a 
decisive course on tbe Cuban question and in 
favor of Cuban independence. 
Months ago General Sickles, our Minister at 
Madrid, told the Spanish regency offlcially, in 
that famous note which created such a stir in 
Spain, that public opinion in the United States 
would soon compel his government to recog­ 
nize 
the 
Cubans. 
He 
wrote 
what he 
wan instructed to write, 
and 
what, 
as 
an experienced and astute public man, he 
knew to be true. 
The Spanish government 
has been forewarned and must expect such 
action on the part of the United States. 
It 
knows the irresistible power of public opinion 
in lilis republic, and it has really more reason 
to thank the administration for great modera­ 
tion in delaying to recognize the Cubans so 
long, and that .against the popular will, than 
to be surprised or offended at recognition now. 
There Is no cause of war in such an act, nor 
do we imagine Spain would be foolish enough 
to make it so. 
She cannot even subjugate the 
Cubans. 
Indeed, they have been gaining 
strength all along and arc stronger to-day 
than ever, in spite of tbe armies and fleets of 
Spain. 
What, then, could Spain do in a war 
with this mighty republic? She could not 
land an army, and if she could it would be 
instantly anuiliilaled. 
Her navy would be 
swept from tho ocean, and as to any damage 
she might do us by letters of marque to pri­ 
vateers—which would bo very litllo—wo could 
do far inoro to her in tho same way. 
We 
could cxtinguifih 
Spanish 
commerce 
and 
deprive Spain of her remaining colonies. Such 
a conflict would be child’s play, coinparaliveiy, 
to the United State.i. 
But it is folly to talk of w ar; the Spanish 
government has not the money or other means 
lor such a Qui.xotic undertaking. Should Priin 
and the other leading men of Spain be insane 
enough to sii|)pose they could reunite the peo- 
¡)le and consolidate their power by war, they 
would bo much mistaken. 
Ignorant as the 
Spuoish people may bo, they must Itnow that 


war with tho United States would only bring 
overwhelming disaster to them. 
The factions 
which are now rending that unhappy country 
would become more active and stronger, and 
the horrors of civil war would bo increased and 
continued. 
Nor could Spain hope for any 
assistance from the European Powers, 
None, 
no, not oven France or England, would lift a 
flnger. 
They know too well the power of this 
country, and the interests they bave at stake 
would prevent their interference. None of 
these Powers will ever again meddle with 
American affairs 
unless 
driven^ to 
do 
so on their own account and to protect 
their own honor and interests—a contin­ 
gency which is not likely to occur till 
tho future reveals far greater complications 
than can bo foreseen at present. 
All tbe talk 
of European sympathy and aid foy Spain on 
this Cuban queslioii is balderdash. 
There 
need not bo and will not be any war about 
Cuba, though the United States should not 
hc.sitate to recognize tbe Cubans and to take 
any other action to secure their independence, 
even at tbe risk of war. 
If wo be right in our conjecture that the 
naval movements referred to 
indicate tho 
speedy recognition of Cuba by tho government, 
the views wo have expressed frequently as to 
the President’s sympathy for and purpo.so 
regarding tho Cubans will be confirmed. 
In 
spite of the weakness and timidity of the Sec­ 
retary of State on this question, and tho Span­ 
ish influence operating upon him indirectly 
through those near him and related ‘to him, as 
well as through certain new.spapers and Wash­ 
ington correspondence under the same Span­ 
ish influence, we have never doubted that Gen­ 
eral Grant would in due time take this matter 
in his own hands and show a vigorous and 
determinod policy. 
Any other course would 
bo iu direct opposition to tho broad and 
national views of the 
President, to 
tho 
republican and generous impulses 
of his 
nature, to his love of liberty, lo his ardent 
patriotism and desire for American progress 
and tho aggrandizement of his country, and, 
in fact, to his whole character and history. 
He has been waiting, 
probably, 
for the 
assembling of Congress or till he could confer 
with tho representatives of tho people before 
taking decided action in favor of Cuba, and 
in the meantime has faithfully executed tho 
neutrality laws, though acting against his own 
sympathies, so that there should bo no stain 
upon the national honor. 
No'w, however, as 
the members of Congress begin to reach tho 
capital, be learns what their sentiments are, 
and, if we mistake not, is preparing to recom­ 
mend and take a bold course worthy of this 
great republic. The unanimous expression of 
the House of Representatives at the close of 
the last Congress in favor of Cuban recogni­ 
tion will be reiterated, no doubt, with much 
more force by both houses as soon as Con­ 
gress meets. 
The President will then have 
the full support of that body, and tho adminis­ 
tration will find itself acting in harmony both 
with the representatives of the people and 
public opinion. 
From all the signs of the 
times we think tho belligerent rights of the 
Cubans will soon be recognized and tho inde­ 
pendence of Cuba secured.______ 


The N ew AHsistaut United Niates Treasurer 
at N ew York. 
A despatch from Washington states that tbe 
place of Assistant United States Treasurer 
in New York, to fill the vacancy created by 
General Butterfield’s resignation, has been 
tendered by the President to Mr. Charles J. 
Folger, State Senator from tho Twenty-sixth 
district in the last Legislature and re-elected 
for tho coming session, and that ho will accept 
the place. 
As a partisan leader in the State 
Senate Mr. Folger did very well for the party of 
which be was the acknowledged bead in the 
Senate Chamber. 
Pertinacious in debate, but 
violent in temper to a degree that made his 
orations an amusing features to tho listeners, he' 
has shown none of those solid qualities of char­ 
acter which are not only desirable, biU abso­ 
lutely requisite, in a financial olHcer. 
His 
honesty may be unimpeachable; indeed, in his 
Senatorial career no breath of suspicion rested 
upon him. 
Among the few incorruptibles of 
his republican colleagues in the last Senate 
Mr. Folger was always counted. 


A L ittle .Tob in Books. 
The Brooklyn Board of Education are very 
busy about tho contracts for furnishing books to 
the public schools. 
A number of proposals 
were presented on Tuesday evening by book 
publishera and othcr.4, which wore ref<?rred to 
an appropriate committee. 
The furnishing of 
books to the common schools of Kings county 
has always been a fat job for somebody. 
Under tho old system, which has been only 
recently abolished, tho pupils had to pay for 
their own books, while the scholars in tho 
schools of New Y'ork wore supplied with books 
gratis. 
But lately the pupils in Brooklyn have 
been supplied with books without pay on condi­ 
tion that they return them to the school when 
they are done with them. 
While this arrange­ 
ment insures the pupil tho use of the books 
used in tho different classes. It docs not deprive 
the committee of a chance to make a good thing 
out of tho job. 
There is a fat and juicy nut in 
this shell which Ihc committee and tho pub- 
lishors and tho outside contractors will no doubt 
pick Vjetween them. 
Meantime the citizens of 
Brooklyn are very discontented with the way 
the public schools are managed. 
They com­ 
plain that all the teaching ha.s to bo done at 
home by the parents, while tho princijials and 
teachers simply give out the lessons to Iw 
studied by the children. 
The duty which, 
under the school law, properly belongs to tho 
paid teachers, is thus transferred to the homes 
and firesides of the parents, who are taxed for 
the maintenance of the public schools. 
Brook­ 
lyn is in rebiillion against this stale of things; 
but what does that matter as long us tho Board 
of Education can make its little jobs?

N ew Y4»rk and tbe Fifteenth Amendment— 
A-Tory M ee QneMion For U eneral G rant. 
From a H e r a l d editorial of the 15th of 
October last it appears that the number of 
States which have ratified the fifteenth amend­ 
ment proposed to tho constitution of the United 
States, providing for universal negro (male) 
suffrage,.is twenty—viz., Arkansas, Connec­ 
ticut, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Lou­ 
isiana, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, Mis­ 
souri, Nevada, New Hampshire, New York, 
North Carolina, Pennsylvania, South Carolina, 
Virginia, West Virginia and Wisconsin. 
It 
further appears that the States which have 
rejected the amendment are three—Delaware, 
fieorgia and Ohio—and that the States which 
have not yet acted upon it aro Alabama, Cali­ 
fornia, Iowa, Kentucky, Maryland, Minnesota, 
Mississippi, Nebraska, Now Jersey, Oregon, 
Rhode Island, Tennessee, Texas and Ver­ 
mont-fourteen. 
Tho whole number of States 
is thirty-seven, and tho nearest that wo can 
got to three-fourths of them is twenty-eight 
as the number required to make this amond- 
ment part of the constitution. 
We have twenty; and Vermont, Iowa, Min­ 
nesota, Nebraska and Rhode Island are good 
for it, which will make twenty-five. 
Missis­ 
sippi and Texas, as a condition of restoration, 
arc required to ratify, and they will increase 
the ratifications to twenty-seven. 
One more 
State will yet be wanted, however, and it 
must come from this list—Alabama, Georgia, 
Ohio and Tennessee; for Californio, Oregon, 
Delaware, Kentucky, New Jersey and Mary­ 
land are dead set against this amendment. 
The late Ohio election having secured a repub­ 
lican Legislature, however, that State may be 
counted in, and it will give us the required 
number of twonty-eight, provided always that 
all 
the 
ratifications still 
necessary 
and 
regarded as certain are secured before the 
meeting of tho new Legislature (democratic) of 
New York. 
But here comes the pinch. 
Assuming that 
a State in tho interval to a complete ratifica­ 
tion of a 
constitutional amendment may 
recall its endorsement, we may find the 
endorsement of this Stato withdrawn, if by the 
1st of January this fifteenth amendment bo not 
proclaimed duly ratified by three-fourths of 
tho States. 
In the interval, then, to the 1st of 
January, in addition to Vermont, General 
Grant must see to It that Iowa, Minnesota, 
Nebraska and Rhode Island come up to the 
mark, or the new democratic Legislature of 
New York may make some mischief in this 
business. 
Tennessee Is shaky, and Georgia 
and Alabama aro watching the course of 
events. 
Tho democratic party South bave 
adopted negro suffrage; but if they can see 
an opening through which they may get rid of 
it after a while they will bo apt to move 
towards it. 
If, then, this fifteenth amendment 
be not hurriód up and proclaimed before the 
1st of January, we may look for tbe rescind­ 
ing of the New York ratification, and then for 
a flat refusal from Tennessee, Georgia and 
Alabama, whereby another battle, in the fall 
elections of 1870, will have to be fought on the 
question all over the United States. 
Now, as General Grant has made this fif­ 
teenth amendment one of the landmarks of 
his inaugfiral and his administration, we re­ 
spectfully submit to him the danger of trusting 
to luck upon this matter, unless he may think 
it best to carry this Issue of universal negro 
suffrage over to the next fall elections. 
He 
can settle the question before tho 1st of Jan­ 
uary if ho wishes, or by masterly inactivity he 
can revive the agitation again in all the States. 
Our opinion is that the sooner wo have this 
thing settled the better it will be for all con­ 
cerned.

The inaugural banquet of the Lord Mayor 
of London took place on Tuesday night. As is 
customary on such ocoasions the Premier’s 
speech was the event of the evening. 
Mr. 
Gladstone made a speech, the most Important 
portion of which appeared in tho H erald of 
yesterday; and no one who has read the 
.speech will refuse to admit that it was worthy 
of Yhe occasion and worthy of tbe right honor­ 
able gentleman himself. 
Mr. Gladstone is one 
of the finest scholars of tbe day; he is, by 
general consent, one of the greatest of living, 
statesmen; he is unquestionably one of tbe 
men of the period; and it must on all hands 
be admitted that his words on Tuesday night 
wore words of wisdom. 
Mr. Gladstone touched upon the main ques­ 
tions of the old themes—home and foreign 
policy. 
With the homo policy of England 
foreigners have but little sympathy. 
It is not 
their affair. 
Mr. Gladstone is not ignorant of 
tho fact. 
With great discretion, therefore, be 
rested bis case on Ireland. 
Ho knew bis 
speech would be telegraphed to all lands, but 
particularly to Now York, and he knew that 
the N ew Y ork H erald had its eyes upon 
him; and it must be admitted that he made a 
good speech from our American standpoint. 
It is Mr, Gladstone’s mission to take away 
from Ireland every cause of complaint against 
England. 
He 
has 
gone 
Into bis work 
heartily. 
He 
has largely, 
by individual 
force of character, abolished the grievance 
which such men as the late Count Cavour and 
the late Chevalier Bunsen pronounced the only 
grievance of Ireland. 
This great work done, 
he finds that disaffection remains and brings 
forth deadly fruit. 
With true bravery he 
seeks out another reason for this disaffection, 
and he finds it in the land tenure system of 
Ireland. 
As he devoted the last session of 
Parliament to Ireland, so does he intend to 
devoto this one. 
We have no doubt that as 
he was successful last year in abolishing the 
ecclesiastical grievance, so will he be suc­ 
cessful this year in abolishing the land tenure 
grievance. 
When Mr. Gladstone is done with 
Ireland it will bo bad for Tammany. 
Tam­ 
many ought to know that he moans to play 
her out. 
It is our belief that Gladstone is 
Peter Bismarck Sweeny’s greatest rival. 
It 
is for Tammany and Peter B. to make up their 
minds as to what they will do in tho promises. 
Ireland, however, was not tho only theme on 
which Gladstone dwelt. 
The foreign depart­ 
ment had to be touched upon, and tho foreign 
department had but one cloud on its horizon, 
and that cloud wal not wholly separated from 
the Stars and ^tripes. 
Mr. Gladstone has 
some faith in races and some faith in facts. 
He docs not mention tho Alabama claims, but 
he mentions George Peabody ; and somehow 
ho sees fit to set George Peabody and West­ 
minster Abbey against the Alabama claims. 
War between England and the United States 
he deprecates above all things, and such war 
be thinks Js next to impossible. 
Mr. Glad­ 
stone would be nearer the point if ho proposed 
to pay down at once. 
Altogether, however, wo are disposed to 
regard Mr. Gladstone’s speech at Guildhall as 
one of the sensations of the day. 
We are not 
likely to have anything h'ke it until the 2!)th of 
November, when wo expect the Emperor Napo­ 
leon’s speech. 
Gladstone moans well, and 
unless tho lories, who have shown a disposi­ 
tion, if we are to judge from tho London 
Quarterly, to adopt new tactics, dethrone 
Disraeli, it is reasonable to conclude that ho 
will onco more come off victorious. 


T h e Hchoolship M oren ry .

We published yesterday an interesting ac­ 
count of the festivities aboard the schoolship 
Mercury, which is lying off tho Battery. 
The 
exhibition of naval manoeuvres performed by 
the boys, including the drill, the manning of 
the yards, tho piping to quarters, and tho rest, 
was highly satisfaotory. These boys, it should 
be remarked, represent the truant, but not 
tho vicious element of young Now York. 
Some of them bear old Knickerbocker names, 
although the majority are of Celtic extraction. 
Nearly all promise to prove that a superfluity 
of animal 
life 
and spirit 
may be ren­ 
dered available 
by proper 
training for 
the moat substantially useful purposes. 
Of 
such stuff arc the best sailors made. 
Tho 
Commissioners of Charities and Correction 
merit great praise for having successfully 
overcome all obstacles to tho execution of a 
scheme that has already been practically real­ 
ized in England and at Boston in New Eng­ 
land. 
It is gratifying to record the inaugura­ 
tion at New York of a system which cannot 
fall to supply both our navy and our mercan­ 
tile marine with what there is a crying need of 
at present, namely, recruits thoroughly well 
educated for the duties of ono of the most 
difficult, most fascinating and most noble pro­ 
fessions to which the citizen of a free republic 
and groat maritime nation like our own can 
devote his life. 


A Coolie Cas4i—A O oy on th e llis li Hens. 
The annals of maritime horror have not 
many incidents to match the story that comes 
to us from San Francisco of what happened 
on the bark Margaret Candor. 
Often enough 
wo have hoard of the mutiny of coolies and 
tho subsequent murder of captain and crew; 
but never before have wo had presented a 
close to tho story so complete and dramatic as 
that involved by tho action of this very Guy 
Fawkes of a mate. 
Wo aro informed that, 
escaping to tho hold after the murder of the 
captain, tho mate prepared a small mino under 
the main hatch with a keg of gunpowder and 
lighted it by a slow match, and then called 
the coolies to the place just in time to give 
them the full benefit of tho blow-up. 
Upon 
examination there does not seem in this any­ 
thing inconsistent with what is called “general 
truth” by those who treat on tho poetic art. 
Every part of it might happen. 
We may 
picture in pur mind's eye tho enraged fellows 
in search of the mate, rushing to the hatch 
and tumbling down it as llfey hear his voice, 
and again piclnro tho flight of their limbs 
through tlio air and tho (light of the mate to a 
safe distance. 
While we thus employ tho 
fancy on the telegraphic hints wo may also 
wait for a fuller account before wo determino 
whether this story of the high seas is not 
rather highly seasoned.

penalty goes to tho Inloi mer, and In case ot non­ 
payment the guilty party is eonl to jail for a tuna 
o<iual to one day for every dollar of the amount ol 
the Judgment. The Sportsiiien’s Ululi will assume 
the labor and expense of all prosccunons In this city 
on receiving informailon of a bi oacli of the law, and 
will hand over the proceeds to tlm iiitornirr, who 
need have no trouble or respoiislhiliiy lurtUer ibau 
proving ilio case.

In the Hudson County Court, before Judge Ran­ 
dolph, yesterday, Joseph Bausert w as put ou trial 
for attem pting to kill tw o of hts sons, th» accoui 
w hich w as published some time ago m the H er 
The prisoner w;ls first tried for atfociuus assau 
John Bausert, w ith intent to kill. 
The first witness was John D. Bausert, who being 
Bworn, testified—1 Uve on Bergeuwood ave 
Union Hill; my father stabbed me about a month 
ago; my m other a.sked him for som ething for her 
living, and he sslu he had no m ind to give her 
anything; the family consisted of father, mother, 
thiee brothers and one sister; 1 had 
lived with 
them up to the tim e of the siabbiug from March 
last; my father lived at home; in Augu.n he did not 
come home at all; on the lütri Septemiier he caiuc 
borne at six o'ciock and was about to go up stair.s 
w nen my m other said, VRive mo some money, I 
have nothing to live on; ’ he said, “ It’s none of my 
r 


nesa; I don’t Intend to give you auy m oney;” 
said. “ W hai shall I live on, 1 have n o thing ;'’ he 
eaid, "if I come into the house vuu, on.y make 
trouble till 1 go out again;’’ 1 told lilin he should 
nu t 
act 
like 
that: he w ent 
out; I 
was a: 
the lim e studying a Ic.ssou w ith my younger 
brother; I heard my brother talk lo him; 
I 
dropped my book and w ent out; when I raiiio 
out my father said, "Pll fix you yet;’’ 1 wa.s a.'rahl 
of him; he threw stones first, but did not hit me; I 
w ent out aud told him that if he did not stop 1 
would get some one who wo'ald make him: when I 
cam e down the steps my orother warned me that ho 
bad a kmfe in ULs hand; 1 loukea back and a.s j 
did 80 he stabbed me in the breast: 1 attem pted to 
get the knife beiore I was stabbed, hut could 
not; I said to my brother " la m severely slabbed," 
and my brother said “ I am stabbed, too;” he had 
the knife In his left hand, aud when 1 tried lo g et 
It he struck his hand back and stabbed my brother, 
and said, "now Pve got you, w hat T wanted a long 
w hile ago;-’ my lather then went away, and 1 wa-s 
removed to bed; my father gave hts wages to moiuer 
w hen ho was w ork.ng during summer. 
This tesum ony was corroborated by the brother 
Frederick and a person named Cox. 
Dr. Muiturn. 
w ho attended the wounded brothers, w as. then 
called, lie deposed that there was a stab in the 
right Bide, eight Inches below the clavicle, be­ 
tw een the sixth and seventh nbs; the wound was 
one inch in length, and open so that the lung could 
be seen, and was injured; as often as he urea'hod 
air would rush out of the woRDd: the tnjary was a 
dangerous one and was a stab wound: it did not 
promise to lieim m ediatelyfaial; I probed the wound. 
Ih e evidence was here closed. 
The counsel for 
the defendant took the ground of undue txcite- 
nicnt. and that the stabs were the resalís of care­ 
lessness in the use of the kniie. 
The Judge then charged the Jury, who soon re­ 
turned with a verdict oi guilty on all the counts of 
the iiKlirtment. Tne prisoner’s trial for the assault 
uu his other son will be closed to-day.

Extraordinary Naval Movements—Have They 


Eefcrcnce to Cubic t 


The unusual activity of the Wavy Depart- 


in ent and extraordinary movements of war 
vessels are not without cause, or they indicate 
precautionary steps, at least, to meet some 
particular or possible contingency. The ques- 
tion naturally arises whether all this has not 
reference to Cuba and the policy the govern- 
ment is about to pursue -with regard to that 
island. It'is- certain UIQ». i^n hp „„ „«,,„ 
reason for these movements ; for there is not 
the least probability of trouble, either at home 
or with foreign nations, except that which 
might possibly arise with Spain relative to the 
Cuban question. Not that we believe or that 
the government thinks feere would be reason 
to apprehend war with Spain should tie 
United States recognize the'belligerent rights 
or independence of Cuba, but if such a step 
be contemplated by the administration precau- 
tionary measures to meet even a contingency 
so unlikely are proper. Besides, a powerful 
naval force in the neighborhood of Cuba, in 
the event of our government resolving on such 
a policy, would impress the Spanish govern- 
ment with a sense of the determination of the 
United States and the futility of using force 
to restrain the action of this country. Indeed, 
instead of leading to war, the display of such 
power and preparation for war ia the way to 
prevent it. We conclude, then, that the activ- 
ity in naval matters—the order for the Mianto- 
nomoh to be ready for sea, the ordering into com- 
mission and fitting out rapidly of the Swatara 
and two other vessels, the sudden transfer of 
stores and army supplies to the Albany, with 
orders for that vessel to sail immediately for 
Cuba, and other important movements—indi- 
cate that the government is about to take a 
decisive course on the Cuban question aad in 
favor of Cuban independence. 


Months ago General Sickles, our Minister at 


Madrid, told the Spanish regency officially, in 
that famous note which created such a stir in 
Spain, that public opinion in the United States 
would soon compel his government to recog- 
nize the 
Cubans. He 
wrote 
what he 


was instructed to write, and what, as 
an experienced and astute public man, he 
knew to rje true. The Spanish government 
has been forewarned and must expect such 
action on the part of the United States. 
It 


knows the irresistible power of public opinion 
in this republic, and it has really more reason 
to thank the administration for great modera- 
tion in delaying to recognize the Cubans so 
long, and that against the popular will, than 
to be surprised or offended at recognition now. 
There is no cause of war in such an act, nor 
do we imagine Spain would be foolish enough 
to make it so. She cannot even subjugate the 
Cubans. 
Indeed, they have been gaining 


strength all along and are stronger to-day 
than ever, in spite of the armies and fleets of 
Spain. What, then, could Spain do in a war 
•with this mighty republic? She could not 
land an army, and if she could it would be 
instantly annihilated. Her navy would be 
swept from the ocean, and as to any damage 
she might do us by letters of marque to pri- 
vateers—which would be very little—we could 
do far more to her in the same way. We 
could extinguish 
Spanish 
commerce 
and 


deprive Spain of her remaining colonies. Such 
a conflict would be child's play, comparatively, 
to the United States. 


But it is folly to talk of war; the Spanish 


government has not the money or other means 
lor such a Quixotic undertaking. Should Prim 
and the other leading men of Spain be insane 
enough to suppose they could reunite the peo- 
ple and consolidate their powor by war, they 
would be much mistaken. Ignorant aa tha 
Spanish people maybe, they must know that 


overwhelming disaster to them. Tho factions 
which aro now rending that unhappy country 
would become more active and stronger, and 
the horrors of civil war would be increased and 
continued. Nor could Spaia hope for any 
assistance from the European Powers. None, 
no, not even France or England would lift a 
finger. They know too well the pwer of this 
country, and the interests they lave at stake 
would prevent their interference. 
Neno of 


these Powers will ever again meddle with 
American affairs 
unless 
drivJB. 
to 
do 


so on their own account and to protect 
their own honor and interests—a contin- 
gency which is not likely to occur till 
the future reveals far greater complications 
than can be foreseen at present. All the talk 
of European sympathy and aid fcr Spain on 
this Cuban question is balderdssh. 
There 


need not be and will not be any war about 
Cuba, though the United States should not 
hesitate to recognize the Cubans aad to take 
any other action to secure their independence, 
even at the risk of war. 


If we be right in our conjectme that the 


naval movements referred to indicate the 
speedy recognition of Cuba by the government, 
the views we have expressed frequoatly as to 
the President's sympathy for aad purpose 
regarding the Cubans will be conirmed. In 
spite of the weakness and timidity of the Sec- 
retary of State on this question, and the Span- 
ish influence operating upon him indirectly 
through those near him and related to him, as 
well as through certain newspapers and Wash- 
ington correspondence under the sume Span- 
ish influence, we have never doubted that Gen- 
eral Grant would in due time take this matter 
in his own hands and show a vigorous and 
determined policy. Any other course would 
be in direct opposition to the broad and 
national views of the 
President, to 
the 


republican and generous impulses of his 
nature, to his love of liberty, to his ardent 
patriotism and desire for American progress 
and the aggrandizement of his country, and, 
in fact, to his whole character and history. 
He has been waiting, probably, 
for the 


assembling of Congress or till he could confer 
with the representatives of the people before 
taking decided action in favor of Cuba, and 
in the meantime has faithfully executed the 
neutrality laws, though acting against his own 
sympathies, so that there should be no stain 
upon the national honor. Now, however, as 
the members of Congress begin to reach the 
capital, he learns what their sentimants are, 
and, if we mistake not, is preparing to recom- 
mend and take a bold course worthy of this 
great republic. The unanimous expression of 
the House of Representatives at the close of 
the last Congress in favor of Cuban recogni- 
tion will be reiterated, no doubt, with much 
more force by both houses as soon as Con- 
gress meets. Tho President will then have 
the full support of that body, and the adminis- 
tration TviH find itself acting in harmony both 
with the representatives of the people and 
public opinion. 
From all the signs of the 


times we think the belligerent rights of the 
Cubans will soon be recognized and the inde- 
pendence of Cuba secured.

The New Assistant United Status Treasurer

"A"despatch from Washington states tnat tue 
place of Assistant United States Treasurer 
in New York, to fill the vacancy created by 
General Butterfield's resignation, has been 
tendered by the President to Mr. Charles J. 
Folger, State Senator from the Twenty-sixth 
district in the last Legislature and re-elected 
for the coming session, and that he will accept 
the place. As a partisan -leader in the State 
Senate Mr. Folger did very well for the party of 
which he was the acknowledged head in the 
Senate Chamber. Pertinacious in debate, but 
violent in temper to a degree that made his 
orations an amusing features to the listeners, he 
has shown none of those solid qualities of char- 
acter which are not only desirable, but abso- 
lutely requisite, in a financial officer. 
His 


honesty may be unimpeachable; indeed, in his 
Senatorial career no breath of suspicion rested 
upon him. Among the few incorruptibles of 
his republican colleagues in the last Senate 
Mr. Folger was always counted. 


A Uitle Job in Books. 


The Brooklyn Board of Education are very 


busy about the contracts for furnishing books to 
the public schools. A number of proposals 
were presented on Tuesday evening by book 
publishers and others, which were referred to 
an appropriate committee. The furnishing of 
books to the common schools of Kings county 
has always been a fat job for somebody. 
Under the old system, which has been only 
recently abolished, the pupils had to pay for 
their own books, while the scholars in the 
schools of New York were supplied with books 
gratis. But lately the pupils in Brooklyn have 
been supplied with books without pay on condi- 
tion that they return them to tbe school when 
they are done with them. 
While" this arrange- 


ment insures the pupil the use of the books 
used in the different classes, it does not deprive 
the committee of a chauce to make a good thing 
out of the job. There is a fat and juicy nut in 
this shell which the committee and the pub- 
lishers and the outside contractors will no doubt 
pick between tliem. Meantime the citizens of 
Brooklyn are very discontented with the way 
the public schools are managed. They com- 
plain that all the teaching has 'to be done at 
home by the parents, while the principals and 
teachers simply give out the lessons to be 
studied by the children. The duty which, 
under the school law, properly belongs to the 
paid teachers, is thus transferred to the homes 
and firesides of the parents, who are taxed for 
the maintenance of the public schools. Brook- 
lyn is in rebellion against this state of things; 
but what does that matter as long as the Board 
of Education can make its little jobs ? 


REPORTED 
EEOOVEBT OP KINO VICTOR 


EMANTFEI,.—By cable we are informed that 
the reports respecting the health of King 
Victor Emannel were rather premature. The 
Emperor Napoleotf,- foreseeing the events that 
would in all probability follow hia death, took 
counsel with his Cabinet Jin order to provide' 
for such a contingency. EVen here the report 
produced an effect upon our 'Clianga which, 
although bat small, proved the general Interest 
that such an event involved. In the existing 
unsatisfactory state of government affairs la 
Italy it is to bo hoped that the agitation caused 


States which have ratified the fifteenth amend- 
ment proposed to the constitution of the United 
States, providing for universal nogro (male) 
suffrage, is twenty—viz., Arkansas, Connec- 
ticut, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Lou- 
isiana, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, Mis- 
souri, Nevada, New Hampshire, New York, 
North Carolina, Pennsylvania, South Carolina, 
Virginia, West Virginia and Wisconsin. It 
further appears that the States which have 
rejected the amendment are three—Delaware, 
Georgia and Ohio—and that the States which 
have not yet acted upon it are Alabama, Cali- 
fornia, Iowa, Kentucky, Maryland, Minnesota, 
Mississippi, Nebraska, New Jersey, Oregon, 
Rhode Island, Tennessee, Texas and Ver- 
mont—fourteen. 
The whole number of States 


is thirty-seven, and the nearest that we can 
get to three-fourths of them is twenty-eight 
as the number required to make this amend- 
ment part of the constitution. 


We have twenty; and Vermont, Iowa, Min- 


nesota, Nebraska and Rhode Island are good 
for it, which will make twenty-five. Missis- 
sippi and Texas, as a condition of restoration, 
are required to ratify, and they will increase 
the ratifications to twenty-seyea. One more 
State will yet be wanted, however, and it 
must come from this list—Alabama, Georgia, 
Ohio and Tennessee; for California, Oregon, 
Delaware, Kentucky, New Jersey and Mary- 
land are dead set against this amendment. 
The late Ohio election having secured a repub- 
lican Legislature, however, that State may be 
counted in, and it will give us the required 
number of twenty-eight, provided always that 
all tha 
ratifications still necessary 
and 


regarded as certain are secured before the 
meeting of the new Legislature (democratic) of 
New York. 


But here comes the pinch. Assuming that 


a State in the interval to a complete ratifica- 
tion of a constitutional amendment may 
recall its endorsement, we may find the 
endorsement of this State withdrawn, if by the 
1st of January this fifteenth amendment bs not 
proclaimed duly ratified by three-fourths of 
the States. In the interval, then, to the 1st of 
January, in addition to Vermont, General 
Grant must see to it that Iowa, Minnesota, 
Nebraska and Rhode Island come up to the 
mark, or the new democratic Legislature of 
New York may make some mischief in this 
business. Tennessee is shaky, and Georgia 
and Alabama are watching the course of 
events. 
The democratic party South have 


adopted negro suffrage; but if they can see 
an opening through which they may got rid of 
it after a while they will be apt to move 
towards it. If, then, this fifteenth amendment 
be not hurried up and proclaimed before the 
1st of January, we may look for the rescind- 
ing of the New York ratification, and then for 
a flat refusal from Tennessee, Georgia and 
Alabama, whereby another battle, in the fall 
elections of 1870, will have to be fought on the 
question all over the United States. 


Now, 
as General Grant has made this fif- 


teenth amendment one of the landmarks of 
his inaugural and his administration, we re- 
spectfully submit to him the danger of trusting 
to Inct upon Una matter, unless he may think 
it best to carry this issue of universal negro 
suffrage over to the next fall elections. 
He 


can settle the question before the 1st of Jan- 
uary if be wishes, or by masterly inactivity he 
can revive the agitation again in all the States. 
Our opinion is that the sooner we have this 
thing settled Uio better it will be for all con- 
cerned. 


The tonflon Banquet-Premier Gladstone* 


BBLKNAP is SECRETARY OF WAK.—In the 


choice of Mr. Belknap for the office 
he 


holds we have another instance of tho sa- 
gacity of General Grant in choosing men of 
positive qualities to perform positive duties, 
and we are not sure but the country will 
finally have to acknowledge, in regard to 
many improper appointments and some noto- 
riously bad ones, that they were all made 
by the President in a spirit of complaisance 
to advice and always to the detriment of 
some better man upon whom the President 
had fixed his thoughts.

The inaugural banquet of the Lord Mayor 


of London took place on Tuesday night. As is 
customary on such occasions the Premier's 
speech was the event of the evening. Mr. 
Gladstone made a apeoch, the most important 
portion of which appeared in tho HEKALD of 
yesterday; and no one who has read the 
speech will refuse to admit that it was worthy 
of the occasion and worthy of tbe right honor- 
able gentleman himself. Mr. Gladstone is one 
of the finest scholars of the day; he is, by 
general consent, one of the greatest of living 
statesmen; he is unquestionably one of the 
men of the period; and it must on all hands 
be admitted that his words on Tuesday night 
were words of wisdom. 


Mr. Gladstone touched upon the main ques- 


tions of the old themes—home and foreign 
policy. With the home policy of England 
foreigners have but little sympathy. It is not 
their affair. 
Mr. Gladstone is not ignorant of 


the fact. 
With great discretion, therefore, he 


rested his case on Ireland. He knew his 
speech would be telegraphed to all lands, but 
particularly to New York, and he knew that 
the NEW YOEK HEEALD had its eyes upon 
him; and it must be admitted that he made a 
good speech from our American standpoint. 
It is Mr. Gladstone's mission to take away 
from Ireland every causs of complaint against 
England. 
He 
has 
gone into Ms work 


heartily. He has largely, 
by individual 


force of character, abolished the grievance 
which such men as the late Count Cavour and' 
the late Chevalier Bunsen pronounced the only 
grievance of Ireland. This great work done, 
he finds that disaffection remains and brings 
forth deadly fruit. With true bravery he 
seeks out another reason for this disaffection, 
and he finds it in the land tenure system of 
Ireland. As he devoted the last session of 
Parliament to Ireland, so does he intend to 
devote this one. We have no doubt that as 
he was successful last year in abolishing the 
ecclesiastical grievance, so will he be suc- 
cessful this year in abolishing the land tenure 
grievance. When Mr. Gladstone is done with 
Ireland It will be bad for Tammany. Tam- 
many ought to know that he means to. play 
her out. It is our belief that Gladstone is 
Peter Bismarck Sweeny's greatest rival. It 
is for Tammany and Peter B. to make up their 
minds as to what they will do in the premises. 
Ireland, however, was not the only theme on 
which Gladstone dwelt. 
The foreign, depart- 


ment had to be touched upon, and the foreign 
department had but one cloud on its horizon, 
and that cloud was not wholly separated from 
tbe Stars and Stripes. Sir. Gladstone has 
some failh in races and some faith in facts. 
He does not mention the Alabama claims, but 
he mentions George Peabody; and somehow 
ho sees fit to set George Peabody and West- 
minster Abbey against tho Alabama claims. 
War between England and tho United States 
he deprecates above all things, and such war 
he thinks is next to impossible. Mr. Glad- 
stone would bo nearer the point if he proposed 
to pay down at once. 


Altogether, however, WB are disposed to 


regard Mr. Gladstone's speech at Guildhall as 
one of the sensations of the day. We are not 
likely to have anvthine- lit* H "iHI th<» ptuli nf 
November, when we expect the Emperor Napo- 
leon's speech. 
Gladstone means well, and

The Schoolship Mercury. 


We published yesterday an interesting ac- 


count of the festivities aboard the schoolship 
Mercury, which is lying off the Battery. The 
exhibition of naval manoeuvres performed by 
the boys, including the drill, the manning of 
the yards, the piping to quarters, and the rest, 
was highly satisfactory. These boys, it should 
be remarked, represent tho truant, but not 
the vicious element of young New York. 
Some of them bear old Knickerbocker names, 
although the majority are of Celtic extraction. 
Nearly all promise to prove that a superfluity 
of animal life and spirit may be ren- 
dered available 
by proper 
training for 


the most substantially useful purposes. Of 
such stuff are the best sailors made. The 
Commissioners of Charities and Correction 
merit great praise for having successfully 
overcome all obstacles to the execution of a 
scheme that has already been practically real- 
ized in England and at Boston in New Eng- 
land. It is gratifying to record tho inaugura- 
tion at New York of a system which cannot 
fail to supply both our navy and our mercan- 
tile marine with what there is a crying need of 
at present, namely, recruits thoroughly well 
educated for the duties of one of the most 
difficult, most fascinating and most noble pro- 
fessions to which the citizen of a free republic 
and great maritime nation like our own can 
devote his life. 


A Coolie Caae—A Guy oil the 0iffli Seas* 


The annals of' maritime horror have not 


many incidents to match the story that comes 
to us from San Francisco of what happened 
on the bark Margaret Gander. Often enough 
we have heard of the mutiny of coolies and 
the subsequent murder of captain and crew ; 
but never before have we had presented a 
close to the story so complete and dramatic as 
that involved by the action of this very Guy 
Fawkes of a mats. We are informed, that, 
escaping to the hold after the murder of the 
captain, the mate prepared a small mine under 
the main hatch with a keg of gunpowder and 
lighted it by a slow match, and then called 
the coolies to the place just in time to give 
them the full benefit of the blow-up. Upon 
examination there does not seem in this any- 
thing inconsistent with what is called "general 
truth" by those who treat on the poetic art. 
Every part of it might happen. 
We may 


picture in our mind's eye the enraged fellows 
in search of the mate, rushing to the hatch 
and tumbling down it as they hear his voice, 
and again picture the flight of their limbs 
through the air and the flight of the mate to a 
safe distance.

wait for a fuller account before we determine 
whether this story of the high seas is not 
rather highly seasoned.

HEW YORK SPOBTSHEH'5 CLUB. 


The following resolution was passed at the laai

The following is the substance of the most Impor- 


tant clauses of the gaaio law:—

thu State in some place where the Game law allows 
it tnej may be sola throuehom; January and 
February hare. But If any person offers for sale or 
has in nls possession after the 1st of March any 
grouse or prairie chlctens, any partridges, qnail of 
fresh venison, he is liable to a penalty of ten dollar* 
fur each bird and fifty dollars lor the venlsou. no 
matter where or when the sams were tilled No 
person shall Kill or sell any trout after the 1st day of 
September, nor any lake trout or salmon tiout 
after 
tha 1st day of November, nor 
any 


biacK bass or muscallonge between the 1st 
day of January and

1st day of May, 
under 
a penalty of nve dollars for every 
nsh. The nse of floating batteries, sailing for wild 
fowl and shooting ducks and geese at night, is pro-" 
hlblted on the South Bays of Long Island, and no 
ducks can be Killed on Long Island before October 
•M. The penalty for the Infraction of either or these 
provisions 13 fifty dollars. Shooting on Sunday is 
forbidden under a penalty of nne and imprisonment. 


The provisions of the law enforcing these penalties 


are very stilngent, authorizing search warrants to 
breaK open doors or packages and the arrest of per- 
sons whose names are not Known. One-half 01 tha 
penalty goes to the Inlormer, and In case of non- 
payment the guilty party la sent to jail for a time 
equal to ona day for every dollar of tho amount of 
tha judgment. Tha Sportsmen's Club will assume 
the labor and expense of all prosecutions In tins city 
on receiving Information of a breach of tlie law, anel 
will hand over the proceeds to the informer, who 
need have no trouble or responsibility further thau 
proving tha case.

TrhlGh was published some time ago in tho HEKALD. 
Ihe prisoner was arst tried for atrocious assault on 
John BauserE, with intent to kill. 


The a?st witness was John D. Bausert, who being 


sworn, testified—I live on Bergenwood avenue, 
Union Hill; my rather stabbed me about a month 
epro; my mother asked aim lor something for her 
living, and he saia he had no mind to give her 
•anything; -the family consisted of father, mother, 
three brothers and one sister; I ftaa lived with 
them up to the time or the stabbing from March 
last; .my father lived at home; in August he did not 
-eome home at all; on the leth September he came 
£ome at six-o'clock and was about togouo stairs 
Trsen my mother said, "Give me some money, [ 
Save nothing: to live on;' he said, "It's none of my 
Business; I don't intend to give you any money;" 
she said, "What shall I live on. I have nothing;'' he 
said, "If I come into the house you only make 
troubie till I go out asialn;" I toil him he should 
not act like that; he went out; I was at 
tbe time EtQdving a lesson with my vounger 
brother; I heard my brother talk to "him- I 
dropped my book and went out; when 1 citme 
•out my father said, "I'll fix von yet;" I was afraid 
of hun: hs threw stones first" bat did not hit me; 1 
•went out and told Him that if he did not btop I 
•would get some one who would make him: when I 
came down tue steps my brother warned me that he 
nad a knife in ins hand; I looked back and 36 i 
did so he stabbed me in the breast: I attempted to 
get the knife belora I was stabbed, but could 
not; I said to my brother "lam severely stabbed,"' 
and my brother said "I am stabbed, too;" he had 
tue knife in his left hand, and when I tried to get 
it he struck his hand back and stabbed my brother, 
and saia, "jsow I've got you, what I wanted a Ions 
•while ago;" my lather than went awav, and 1 was 
removed to bed; my father gave his wages to mother 
-when he was working during summer. 


This testimony was corroborated by the brother 
Frederick and a person named Cox. Dr. Mmturn. 
vfho attended tlie wounded brothers was then 
called. He deposed that ttere was a stab in the 
light aide, eight inches below the clavicle, be- 
tween the sixttt aud seventh ribs; the wound was 
one inch in length, and open so mat the lunu coma 
tie seen, and was injured; us often as he brea'lied 
air would rush out of tae wound; the injury was a 
dangerous one and was a stab wound; it aid not 
promise to be immediately fatal; I probed the wound. 
Ihe evidence was hero closed. The counsel for 
the defendant toot the ground of undue excite- 
ment, and that the stabs were the resaits or, care- 
lessness in the use of the knue. 


The Judge then charged the Jury, who soon re- 
turned-with a verdict of guilty on all the counts uf 
the indictment. Tne prisoner's tnul for the assault 
on nis other son TVIII be closed to-day. 


i SEW CHURCH OS STATES" ISL&X3. 


•St. John's Ep&copal Ctiurch—Laying of tlie 


Comer Stone at Cli/lan. 


The corner stone of St. John's new Episcopal church 


was laid yesterday afternoon at Olif ton, Staten Island, 
by Bight Kev. Bishop rotter, assisted by several 
clergymen from New York. There waa quite a large 
attendance of ladles and gentlemen during the 
ceremonies, which were very impressive. Previous 
to the closing of the atone copies of the SEW YOKE 
HEBALD and several other papers were placed in the 
niche. 


••the style of the new church is the later decorated 


Gothic of tae fourteenth century, tue form or the ec- 
clesiastical architecture which nourished during the 
period or Edward IIL, and in which so many of the 
oecautiful parish churches of England were origin- 
ally erected. It will be substantially built—the walls 
of a light rose-colored granite from Lyme, near the 
.month of the Connecticut river, aud the offsets, 
Jjood moulds, drips, string courses aud other exter- 
nal dressings of KeileviUe stone, from the quarries 
near JtewarK, N. J.' 


The structure will be cruciform, and consist ol a 
.nave, with north and south aisies, measuring 
toaetner so by Si% feel, north and south transepts, 
•with alslea each 25 by SO feet, having the sacristy on 
the north side of the chancel and an organ cnam- 
foer on tne south side of the same general dimen- 
sions. At the-Intersection of the arms of the cross 
there will be a fine rood tower iv feet square exter- 
nally, and rising above the niijres or tne lower rools 
78 feet to rhe battlement, and crowned with aspire 
liO feet in helghth from the ground. The church, 
will accommodate about 750 persons, and tue cost 
will be defrayed entirely by voluntary contributions 
•of the parish. 
Ihe -numerous winnows will be filled with nowery 
tracery of correct and elegant patterns. The sub- 
ject of the chancel window will probably be tlie 
"Coristns Consolator" of Ary Scheffer or the 
"Ascension," by Eaphael; those of the transept the 
"Nativity" anrt the "Resurrection.'' The latge win- 
dow at Hie north end of the transept will be the gut 
of the architect, Arthnr Oilman, and the subject 
"Ihe Infirat Samuel," after Sir Joshua Reynolds' 
.favorite .picture, intended as a memorial window tu 
ius only son, who died last year. 


The roofs ol the nave, chancel and transepts are 
alLto be of open timber wore of the moat solid con- 
struction, done in bold grained cnestnut wood and 
supported by struts resting on stone corbeis 
in every .pier. The interior height of the nave 
•reill be forty-two reel from the floor to top of 
feeaimer beam, where tbe central aection will lie 
roofed over by horizontal panelling. The clere story 
•windows are to be filled with painted glass m cor- 
respondence with the rest of the church. The whole 
Interior Is to bs heated by steam and ventilated, In 
connection with the heating apparatus, In the most 
carelal and scientific manner. The churcn, when 
completed, will harmonize with its picturesque sur- 
rooaitings, and the lofty spire, rising from luxuriant 
lonspe, will guide the storm-tossed manner to a safe 
fiaraor and point many generations to a haven of 
tterasi blessunness.

The Result of Keeping a Viciott* l»osr. 


Before Judge Barnard. 


Thomas Baldrlck brought a suit against the firm 


or Thomas Rowe and Brothers, proprietors of an oil 
Tactory to John street, and claims $5,coo damages 
for belEg bitten by their dog. The circumstances 
were that the plaintiff, who was a millwright on the 
premises, went into the yard at an unseasonable 
hour, and was wounded In the arm by the dog in a 
manner causing great pain, expense lor surgical 
skill and loss of time.

vicious dog, and had never before biiten anybody. 
The jury gave a verdict for the plaintiff, and as- 
sessed the damages at $250.

Tbc Statcn Islttuci Counterfeiters. 


L'efoie Commissioner Jones. 


Yesteraay afternoon ^'. Keinpton and John lUpon 


the two men who were recently arrested near 
Prince's Bay, Stateii Island, on a charge of counter- 
feiting internal revenue stamps, were taken before 
United States Commissioner Jones for examination. 
John Kipon decided to waive an examination, and 
was held to await the action of the Grand Jury. 


Mr. 0. P. Bueli, of the flrm of Erhardt & Buell, ap- 


peared as counsel for Kempton. and the govern- 
ment was represented by Mr. Edward L. Parris, 
United States Assistant District Attorney. Mr. J. 
C. .Nettlesiup, of the Secret Service Bureau, who 
made the arrest, testified that ne went uown to 
Prince's Bay, S. 1., and m a house oa a pri- 
vate road, about half a mile Irom the shor*, 
he found Kemoton, Kipon, Kempton's wife ana 
a number of children. He then proceeded to search 
the house, when he found a printing press and dif- 
ferent kinds of printing Ink. After beiag there some 
time Kipon told him that he would saow him where 
tue piates were baried. He then took a spade and 
went out into tne garden and dug np a tin box 
aoout twenty niches wide and a loot in depth. It 
contained a plate for eugraviug 210 one cent reve- 
nue scamps, a bed plate aud also dies. 
There was also a large piece ol woollen cloth, and 
the box was filed up with printed sheets of one cent 
revenue stamps, evidently printed irom the plates. 
Hr. Jsetileship said he had a conversation with 
Kempton, who, he said, acknowledged that tho press 
belonged to Mm and he haft used it lor tracing on 
paper instead ol using a pencil. IVMle bringing 
him over to Kew Tort Kempton inquired what bad 
become of Ripon, who is his brother-in-law, lie 
was told that Kipon had "mowed," whereupon 
Kempton said he was dad of that and he did not 
care if Ripon did testify against him. He said all 
ae had ctonfe was to perforate the stamps after they 
were printed, and on one or two occasions he nad 
worked the press when Kipon's back was sore. 
At this point counsel for the accused asked what 
had become of the plates and dies, and why they 
were not offered in evidence? 
Mr. Parris stated that they had been sent on to 


%v ashington by Colonel Whiteley, the Chief of the 
Secret Service Department. 


Counsel then moved to have his client discharged 


on the ground that no evidence had been produced 
to show that the plates or stamps were counterfeit. 
Alter the question Jiad been areued the Commis- 
sioner adjourned the examination until Friday, for 
the purpose of having the plates and dies prod'uced. 


These two men are, it is stated, members of the 
same gaug of alleged conuterleiters of which Colonel 
Clark 13 said 10 be the head.

Report on the Yellow Fever on Board the 


Yiinue—I>e:ua of Commander Abbatc and 
Others. 


WASHINGTON, Sov. 10,1809. 


Lieutenant Commander II. C. Tallman, of the 


United states steamer Yantic, now in Quarantine at 
New York, mates the following report to tho de- 
partment concerning the death of Commander 
Abbott, late commanding that vesssi:— 


From the 17th of, fceptember to the latter part of 
October the Fantlc had been at anc/ior in ttiii har- 
bor of Port au Prmce. Ilnyti, and for dotns time it 
had been tae intention of i\vi commanding officer to 
proceed to Cape St. Nicholas Mole. Huyti, lor tho 
, 
health ol the ship's company and lor exercise, sev- 
eral of the oiiicera and many of the men having had 
returns of what is known as Chagres fever, which 
had 
been contracted during the 
long stay

In 
couaetmeuce,

the commander 
and hia clerk, J. J. Lyons, and the general ill health 
of the crew, the departure w.'B so lar hastened that 
25ih. leaving public Dills unpaid by direction or the 
"commauder, ic being" his intention to return within 
a week. At the time of our departure from 1'ort 
no. I'rmce the commander was afflicted, but was 
thought with nervous prostration, and his cleite 
with intermittent fever. Tlie lautic arrived at Cape 
St. Mcholus' Mole on the morning of October 25tu, 
and thu exercises were commenced; but about no'ja 
of the mh the Burgeon reported to Commander 
Aboott that his clerK, J. J. Lyons, had yellow 
fever black vomif, and could live but a few 
hours, commander Abbott immediately ordered me 
to take the i'auiic north ai once, whicn I did, leav- 
ing Cape St. Nicholas Mole at two P. M. October 27. 
The captain's ciert was reported dead by the Bur- 
geon at twenty mwates past roue p. M., and at flrty- 
flve minutes past four P. 4L ho was buried, with the 
usual ceremonies, la latituue 19 57 45 north, "and 
longitude 7s 25 13 west. All the precautions withm 
my power for tne prevention ol contagion and panic 
among.the crew were immediately taken, but the 
Eurgeon reported thut Commander Abbott waa 
aflacted by the epidemic aud would probably die. 
At five minutes past seven 1'. il. Commander Abbott 
was reported dead by the surgeon, upon which I 
assumed command, and at lorty minutes past 
seven P. M. the body of Commodore Abbott 
was burled, with the usual 
ceremonies.

The new tariff on freight between Paterson and 


New York went Into effect yesterday on the Erie Rail- 
way. The increase IB five cents per hundred weight, or 
one dollar per ton, making the freight between the 
two cities mentioned $2 00 per ton, where it was 
before SI 06. Ihe order for the increase says it Is 
for "terminal expenses," and is to be made as a 
separate item. Those who insist upon this charge 
as betnp; illegal assert that the charter of the Pater- 
son and Hudson River Kailroad Company (over 
whose track the Erie,cars run) only authorizes a 
charge of live cents per hundred wctarht; that the Brie 
was subsequently allowed an extra charge or three 
cents for tunnel esn-jases, aud afterwards three cents 
moie on account ol the government tax, and that 
this additional cnarce of live cents is wholly 
illegal. 


Yesterday the Patcraon expressmen adopted a 


proposition to hold a mass meeting at the Patersou 
Opera House to-morrow evening to decide upon tne 
best action to take. A call to that eilect, gotten up 
by the express companies, was circulated through 
town durms the day, and was numerously BiRned 
by the representatives of the pimcipai manufac- 
turing establishments.

Ihe prisoner was arst tried for atrocious assault on 
John BauserE, with intent to kill. 


The a?st witness was John D. Bausert, who being 


sworn, testified—I live on Bergenwood avenue, 
Union Hill; my rather stabbed me about a month 
epro; my mother asked aim lor something for her 
living, and he saia he had no mind to give her 
•anything; -the family consisted of father, mother, 
three brothers and one sister; I ftaa lived with 
them up to the time or the stabbing from March 
last; .my father lived at home; in August he did not 
-eome home at all; on the leth September he came 
£ome at six-o'clock and was about togouo stairs 
Trsen my mother said, "Give me some money, [ 
Save nothing: to live on;' he said, "It's none of my 
Business; I don't intend to give you any money;" 
she said, "What shall I live on. I have nothing;'' he 
said, "If I come into the house you only make 
troubie till I go out asialn;" I toil him he should 
not act like that; he went out; I was at 
tbe time EtQdving a lesson with my vounger 
brother; I heard my brother talk to "him- I 
dropped my book and went out; when 1 citme 
•out my father said, "I'll fix von yet;" I was afraid 
of hun: hs threw stones first" bat did not hit me; 1 
•went out and told Him that if he did not btop I 
•would get some one who would make him: when I 
came down tue steps my brother warned me that he 
nad a knife in ins hand; I looked back and 36 i 
did so he stabbed me in the breast: I attempted to 
get the knife belora I was stabbed, but could 
not; I said to my brother "lam severely stabbed,"' 
and my brother said "I am stabbed, too;" he had 
tue knife in his left hand, and when I tried to get 
it he struck his hand back and stabbed my brother, 
and saia, "jsow I've got you, what I wanted a Ions 
•while ago;" my lather than went awav, and 1 was 
removed to bed; my father gave his wages to mother 
-when he was working during summer. 


This testimony was corroborated by the brother 
Frederick and a person named Cox. Dr. Mmturn. 
vfho attended tlie wounded brothers was then 
called. He deposed that ttere was a stab in the 
light aide, eight inches below the clavicle, be- 
tween the sixttt aud seventh ribs; the wound was 
one inch in length, and open so mat the lunu coma 
tie seen, and was injured; us often as he brea'lied 
air would rush out of tae wound; the injury was a 
dangerous one and was a stab wound; it aid not 
promise to be immediately fatal; I probed the wound. 
Ihe evidence was hero closed. The counsel for 
the defendant toot the ground of undue excite- 
ment, and that the stabs were the resaits or, care- 
lessness in the use of the knue. 


The Judge then charged the Jury, who soon re- 
turned-with a verdict of guilty on all the counts uf 
the indictment.

i SEW CHURCH OS STATES" ISL&X3. 


•St. John's Ep&copal Ctiurch—Laying of tlie 


Comer Stone at Cli/lan. 


The corner stone of St. John's new Episcopal church 


was laid yesterday afternoon at Olif ton, Staten Island, 
by Bight Kev. Bishop rotter, assisted by several 
clergymen from New York. There waa quite a large 
attendance of ladles and gentlemen during the 
ceremonies, which were very impressive. Previous 
to the closing of the atone copies of the SEW YOKE 
HEBALD and several other papers were placed in the 
niche. 


••the style of the new church is the later decorated 


Gothic of tae fourteenth century, tue form or the ec- 
clesiastical architecture which nourished during the 
period or Edward IIL, and in which so many of the 
oecautiful parish churches of England were origin- 
ally erected. It will be substantially built—the walls 
of a light rose-colored granite from Lyme, near the 
.month of the Connecticut river, aud the offsets, 
Jjood moulds, drips, string courses aud other exter- 
nal dressings of KeileviUe stone, from the quarries 
near JtewarK, N. J.' 


The structure will be cruciform, and consist ol a 
.nave, with north and south aisies, measuring 
toaetner so by Si% feel, north and south transepts, 
•with alslea each 25 by SO feet, having the sacristy on 
the north side of the chancel and an organ cnam- 
foer on tne south side of the same general dimen- 
sions. At the-Intersection of the arms of the cross 
there will be a fine rood tower iv feet square exter- 
nally, and rising above the niijres or tne lower rools 
78 feet to rhe battlement, and crowned with aspire 
liO feet in helghth from the ground. The church, 
will accommodate about 750 persons, and tue cost 
will be defrayed entirely by voluntary contributions 
•of the parish. 
Ihe -numerous winnows will be filled with nowery 
tracery of correct and elegant patterns. The sub- 
ject of the chancel window will probably be tlie 
"Coristns Consolator" of Ary Scheffer or the 
"Ascension," by Eaphael; those of the transept the 
"Nativity" anrt the "Resurrection.'' The latge win- 
dow at Hie north end of the transept will be the gut 
of the architect, Arthnr Oilman, and the subject 
"Ihe Infirat Samuel," after Sir Joshua Reynolds' 
.favorite .picture, intended as a memorial window tu 
ius only son, who died last year. 


The roofs ol the nave, chancel and transepts are 
alLto be of open timber wore of the moat solid con- 
struction, done in bold grained cnestnut wood and 
supported by struts resting on stone corbeis 
in every .pier. The interior height of the nave 
•reill be forty-two reel from the floor to top of 
feeaimer beam, where tbe central aection will lie 
roofed over by horizontal panelling. The clere story 
•windows are to be filled with painted glass m cor- 
respondence with the rest of the church. The whole 
Interior Is to bs heated by steam and ventilated, In 
connection with the heating apparatus, In the most 
carelal and scientific manner. The churcn, when 
completed, will harmonize with its picturesque sur- 
rooaitings, and the lofty spire, rising from luxuriant 
lonspe, will guide the storm-tossed manner to a safe 
fiaraor and point many generations to a haven of 
tterasi blessunness.

KISGS COU.STY SIBClilT COU3T. 


The Result of Keeping a Viciott* l»osr. 


Before Judge Barnard. 


Thomas Baldrlck brought a suit against the firm 


or Thomas Rowe and Brothers, proprietors of an oil 
Tactory to John street, and claims $5,coo damages 
for belEg bitten by their dog. The circumstances 
were that the plaintiff, who was a millwright on the 
premises, went into the yard at an unseasonable 
hour, and was wounded In the arm by the dog in a 
manner causing great pain, expense lor surgical 
skill and loss of time.

The defendant averred tnat the dosr was lawfully 
Sept in the yaW as a watch, dog, to guard against 
the encroachment upon the premises of improper 
persons: that the dog was chained during business 
and unchained alter business hours, and the plain- 
liff well kiitjw it; that the dog was not naturally a 
vicious dog, and had never before biiten anybody. 
The jury gave a verdict for the plaintiff, and as- 
sessed the damages at $250.

Tbc Statcn Islttuci Counterfeiters. 


L'efoie Commissioner Jones. 


Yesteraay afternoon ^'. Keinpton and John lUpon 


the two men who were recently arrested near 
Prince's Bay, Stateii Island, on a charge of counter- 
feiting internal revenue stamps, were taken before 
United States Commissioner Jones for examination. 
John Kipon decided to waive an examination, and 
was held to await the action of the Grand Jury. 


Mr. 0. P. Bueli, of the flrm of Erhardt & Buell, ap- 


peared as counsel for Kempton. and the govern- 
ment was represented by Mr. Edward L. Parris, 
United States Assistant District Attorney. Mr. J. 
C. .Nettlesiup, of the Secret Service Bureau, who 
made the arrest, testified that ne went uown to 
Prince's Bay, S. 1., and m a house oa a pri- 
vate road, about half a mile Irom the shor*, 
he found Kemoton, Kipon, Kempton's wife ana 
a number of children. He then proceeded to search 
the house, when he found a printing press and dif- 
ferent kinds of printing Ink. After beiag there some 
time Kipon told him that he would saow him where 
tue piates were baried. He then took a spade and 
went out into tne garden and dug np a tin box 
aoout twenty niches wide and a loot in depth. It 
contained a plate for eugraviug 210 one cent reve- 
nue scamps, a bed plate aud also dies. 
There was also a large piece ol woollen cloth, and 
the box was filed up with printed sheets of one cent 
revenue stamps, evidently printed irom the plates. 
Hr. Jsetileship said he had a conversation with 
Kempton, who, he said, acknowledged that tho press 
belonged to Mm and he haft used it lor tracing on 
paper instead ol using a pencil. IVMle bringing 
him over to Kew Tort Kempton inquired what bad 
become of Ripon, who is his brother-in-law, lie 
was told that Kipon had "mowed," whereupon 
Kempton said he was dad of that and he did not 
care if Ripon did testify against him. He said all 
ae had ctonfe was to perforate the stamps after they 
were printed, and on one or two occasions he nad 
worked the press when Kipon's back was sore. 
At this point counsel for the accused asked what 
had become of the plates and dies, and why they 
were not offered in evidence? 
Mr. Parris stated that they had been sent on to 


%v ashington by Colonel Whiteley, the Chief of the 
Secret Service Department. 


Counsel then moved to have his client discharged 


on the ground that no evidence had been produced 
to show that the plates or stamps were counterfeit. 
Alter the question Jiad been areued the Commis- 
sioner adjourned the examination until Friday, for 
the purpose of having the plates and dies prod'uced. 


These two men are, it is stated, members of the 
same gaug of alleged conuterleiters of which Colonel 
Clark 13 said 10 be the head.

Report on the Yellow Fever on Board the 


Yiinue—I>e:ua of Commander Abbatc and 
Others. 


WASHINGTON, Sov. 10,1809. 


Lieutenant Commander II. C. Tallman, of the 


United states steamer Yantic, now in Quarantine at 
New York, mates the following report to tho de- 
partment concerning the death of Commander 
Abbott, late commanding that vesssi:— 


From the 17th of, fceptember to the latter part of 
October the Fantlc had been at anc/ior in ttiii har- 
bor of Port au Prmce. Ilnyti, and for dotns time it 
had been tae intention of i\vi commanding officer to 
proceed to Cape St. Nicholas Mole. Huyti, lor tho 
, 
health ol the ship's company and lor exercise, sev- 
eral of the oiiicera and many of the men having had 
returns of what is known as Chagres fever, which 
had 
been contracted during the

and hia clerk, J. J. Lyons, and the general ill health 
of the crew, the departure w.'B so lar hastened that 
25ih. leaving public Dills unpaid by direction or the 
"commauder, ic being" his intention to return within 
a week. At the time of our departure from 1'ort 
no. I'rmce the commander was afflicted, but was 
thought with nervous prostration, and his cleite 
with intermittent fever. Tlie lautic arrived at Cape 
St. Mcholus' Mole on the morning of October 25tu, 
and thu exercises were commenced; but about no'ja 
of the mh the Burgeon reported to Commander 
Aboott that his clerK, J. J. Lyons, had yellow 
fever black vomif, and could live but a few 
hours, commander Abbott immediately ordered me 
to take the i'auiic north ai once, whicn I did, leav- 
ing Cape St. Nicholas Mole at two P. M. October 27. 
The captain's ciert was reported dead by the Bur- 
geon at twenty mwates past roue p. M., and at flrty- 
flve minutes past four P. 4L ho was buried, with the 
usual ceremonies, la latituue 19 57 45 north, "and 
longitude 7s 25 13 west. All the precautions withm 
my power for tne prevention ol contagion and panic 
among.the crew were immediately taken, but the 
Eurgeon reported thut Commander Abbott waa 
aflacted by the epidemic aud would probably die. 
At five minutes past seven 1'. il. Commander Abbott 
was reported dead by the surgeon, upon which I 
assumed command, and at lorty minutes past 
seven P. M. the body of Commodore Abbott 
was burled, with the usual 
ceremonies.

The new tariff on freight between Paterson and 


New York went Into effect yesterday on the Erie Rail- 
way. The increase IB five cents per hundred weight, or 
one dollar per ton, making the freight between the 
two cities mentioned $2 00 per ton, where it was 
before SI 06. Ihe order for the increase says it Is 
for "terminal expenses," and is to be made as a 
separate item. Those who insist upon this charge 
as betnp; illegal assert that the charter of the Pater- 
son and Hudson River Kailroad Company (over 
whose track the Erie,cars run) only authorizes a 
charge of live cents per hundred wctarht; that the Brie 
was subsequently allowed an extra charge or three 
cents for tunnel esn-jases, aud afterwards three cents 
moie on account ol the government tax, and that 
this additional cnarce of live cents is wholly 
illegal. 


Yesterday the Patcraon expressmen adopted a 


proposition to hold a mass meeting at the Patersou 
Opera House to-morrow evening to decide upon tne 
best action to take. A call to that eilect, gotten up 
by the express companies, was circulated through 
town durms the day, and was numerously BiRned 
by the representatives of the pimcipai manufac- 
turing establishments.

Trip ceremonies Incident to tno unveiling of the 


bronze biography or Vanderbllt, which has elicited 
a world of comment from the press, took place yes- 
terday afternoon at tile Hudson Hirer Railroad 
depot, formerly St. John's Park, in presence of a 
large gathering of citizens ana guests. The plan of 
arrangements wag very simple and effective. Facing 
the western wall or the btuldmir, and, consequently 
facing the bronze pediment, a substantial platform 
nad been erected, and suitably draped and deco- 
rated. Cordons or the police, under tue com- 
mand 
or Captain 
Petty, were drawn across 


tho street from either corner or the building, thus 
reserving the open space between tlie west wall and 
the stand for ttoe duiy ticketed guests, and sen cries 
were posted at the several depot entrances to pre- 
vent smuggled ingress ironi tliat direction. VTitii- 
oat aad beyond surged masses of the great public, 
atoms of which are a'ways whiske'l together in 
neaps upon ail public occasions'. Half an. hour 
betore the ceremonies be^nn a considerable crowd 
had collected exterior to tne cordon, and was 
already dashing against it, line a surging sea against 
Immovable rocks, while within, safe in harbor, 
conversed groups of t:>e duly tidceted guests. Of 
tlie guests, the larger sliare ot tne celebrities 
Lad already made their way to the platform, accom- 
panied with a sporadic- rejire.-ieuta'.ion of ladies, 
among whom was iirs. jottu;>jn,/ft Ilainet Lane. 
A list of these would necessarily occupy columns, 
and a few tl;ere!ore can only be mentioned, ou tiie 
piatiorm appeared tho venerable Bishop .lanes, tlie 
Kev. Dr. qulnnell and a clerical deputation of half 
a dozen or more, who, taking no part In tlie pro- 
ceediugs, umst be nameless; also Moses II. Griunell, 
ex-Collector Bcheil and Mr. Peter B. Sweeay. Mayor 
Hall aad ex-Aleyor Gmituer were present, as also 
•were Congressman Cox aad a number of Washing- 
ton political 
celebrities, and 
Homer 
A. Nel- 


Bon, Secretary 
of State. 
The 
judiciary was 


amply represented by its deputation, prominent 
to the midst of which was Judge Bedford, in aadi- 
tion to the list already printed and, therefore, lami- 
nar to the public. Among the lioas of the press 
present may be mentioned Horace Greeley, tlie 
Messrs. Brooks, of tlie llxitres*, and David C. Stone, 
of the Journal of CvmiiiLrce, together vntli an 
army of veteran editors and editorial Hubs. In fact, 
a large percentage of the list of guests already 
printed were piesent a percealaae, as Is always the 
case on similar occasions, omitting to put in an ap- 
pearance: and of shipbuilders, loumiry proprietors, 
steamboat proprieties, naval representatives and 
representatives of steam transit companies there was 
a more tliau common, m fact, un extraonlinary pro- 
fusion, the whole being sufficient as a deputation of 
the wealth, talent, processional celebrity and condi- 
tion of the metropolis to give unusual wlat to tue 
proccedmgs. Mont or the members of the Honorary 
Committee were, in fact, on the ground, tne places 
DI those who were absent heing tilled to congestion 
with persona or distinction from the varied walks of 
politics, tue professions aud eiuiucut. ao^mi punuiou. 


The preparations for the unveiling consisted of a 


fletail of sailors, in the darlc blue ol the Iratermty 
and duly officered, to whom was assigned tho duty 
of lifting the canvas and exposing the bronze at ttte 
given signal. 


At one o'clock—the crowd Saving continued to 


augment, and being represented from every con- 
venient window adjacent—the "hats off' was 
shouted by a policeman from the stand, and tho 
venerable Bisbop was introduced by Captain De- 
groot aad opened tne proceedings with prayer.

The revcreud Bishop, after 
expressing 
the 


humility with wnicu we approach tue footstool ol 
«iod, prayed that He would accept our homage and 
thauks for His goodness to us, for our being- and the 
attributes with, which He had invested us, for the 
Sabbath, for the means of crace. We felt our un- 
worthiness, that we deserved His Indignation and 
wrath; but he prayed for mercy and for forgiveness 
of our sins through tne merits ofJesus Christ. That 
we may seek tlio true objects of life and secure 
Happiness beyond the grave. He prayed especially 
for blessings upon the fellow citizen we were hero 
assembled to honor. 
He had been blessed with 


many days, with a high position and great renown, 
lie prayed that lie might be led to seek the honor 
mat comes from God, to glorify humanity and be- 
come rich in God's treasure in heaveu. 
He prayed 


for his domestic interests, that his home might be a 
happy one, that Ms children and children's children 
might be blesaed, aad that they might be united here- 
after in neaven with their great progenitor.

tain Degroot stepped forward and introduced his 
Honor the Mayor, which was the signal for tho lift- 
ing of tne canvas and the exposure of the bronze, a 
woric which occupied some minutes, during which 
every eye was upturned to the cormce of the build- 
ing. The unveiling completed, after hearty huzzas 
from the crowd, Mayor Hall lifted ills hand to the 
great worlj, now for the flrat time uncovered to pub- 
lic gaze, and pronounced the following oration:—

country, and, perhaps,

world. The purpose has, of course, been to make the 
Bt&tuo appear colossal, notwithstanding the eleva- 
tion, and in this the artist has succeeded admirably. 
Tiie subject is represented with head uncovered, in 
that erect, proud attitude Tvhlcn has become a pro- 
verb among ins acquaintances, ana had, perhaps, 
some part in winning tor him the sobriquet, ol 
"Commodore." 
The heavy fur-trimmed overcoat—a 
part of Mr- Vanderbilt's habitual winter dress—has 
a further tendency to tnve tue presentation a natu- 
ral appearance. The aptitude is one of bold, strong 
and diguined repose, giving to tae statue that air of 
Roman boldness and hardihood wtuch is one of 
the peculiarities of POM observaole In the sub- 
ject. In a word, the moulder has studied ins 
man, aud * presented him with unusual faith- 
fulness; for in repose the man is a statue In himselr 
oc magnificent physical proportions, aud might 
have been made the subject of a second Apollo Bel- 
videre. Tne left foot is slightly advanced, just 
slightly, the right hand being Inserted beneath the 
vest and the left trlHingly extended. The counte- 
nance expressen wltii exceeding felicity tne repose- 
ful and illgmtiea benignity -winch is tlie most salient 
feature of Its subject, and lias more oftln; EiSBw 
tnan of tlie Grecian about it. Tne st^ugjb nm-fc^fi 
though, clear cut aad c3r70M futures are pre- 
sented withextraoraUarJ truthfulness and minute- 
ness, of. uefau, BOt fa Siy llteralness, though, to ba 
Sure, llieralneas in this respect is a merit, 
aud not a 
defect. 
In 
fact, a more felici- 
tously truthful 
bit 
of modelling lias seldom 
been executed than Mr. Plassmau must be credited 
witu in this case. The form, attitude, bearing aud 
manner of the model will strongly remind the critic 
in these matters of the celebrated cast of Ethan 
Allen, engravings of which, it ts to be regretted, 
have never been put in circulation. Tae resemblance 
is more in the i/uin of the figure and poise of the 
head, however, than in the cast of countenance. 
Both are perfectly Apollonian presentations of phy- 
sical maulioou—tnat of Allen betraying more latent 
restlveuuss of disposition; that ol Vauderbilt more 
determination and grandeur of manhood. Both are 
essentially, tcougli differently, patrician; that of 
the former being the patricianism 
of the fall 


wild woods of 
Hie Sew 
Hampshire grants; 
that of the latter the patrician otium cum atyiuiate 
evolved by tlie attrition or man with man, by wrest- 
ling with the world for the realization of grand pro- 
jects, by the habitual urbanity of manners engen- 
dered in tne course of a long metropolitan career. 
Tho one is an Apollo or the woods, the other tha 
Apollo of metropolitan culture; and yet the two are 
thorougnly alise in the essential strength and 
vitality of manhood expressed m the modelling. 


Tins central piece rests upon a pedestal of appro- 
priate solidity and heigbt, and stands within an 
arc of bronze,, the formation of whica will be nere- 
tiiier explained. 
The remainder of ttie wort consists of an immense 


&os 
relief, 
allegorically reoresentative of 
the 
biography of tho central figure and incidentally 
representative of the material progress of tae cen- 
tury, In the developing of which that figure has 
borne a conspicuous part. In 'a word, the bus 
reitwtn question la a bit of American history in 
bronze, bent to tlie illustration of the caiear of the 
central piece. The base upon which it is erected is 
formed of a narrovr tier or blue stoae, iu the centra 
of which, solidly inserted in the wall of the build- 
ing, appeari a huge carved bloctt of native granite, 
weighing eleven tons or more, and »ervmg aa a 
support for tho pedestal mentioned, which 18 fire 
feet square and a foot and a half hign. Tha latter li 
formed of a single solid bijck of bronze and txuiblU 
tne inscription "Erected 1868." 


The 0«i- relief begins at either end with a height 


of ten feet from the blue sandstone baso and meets 
In the c«ntre over the head oi the statue with a 
height of thirty-one feet. An elegant granlto cornice 
Burmounbi the w&olo ana slopes easily upward for 
about one-third of the distance from either ex- 
tremity, turns abruptly up and then runa aiona 
horizontally, finally forming an arc of a circle 
directly over ttie head or the statue. Ornamental 
wort lu bronze decorates the middle of the irraulto 
cornice, the las reliej terminating at either end in 
a colossal scroll wovK of leaves and plants. On 
«ltu«r liana gf in? muuc. Between 14 Md ux.w ter- 


mtnant scrolls, appears tne allegorical biography of 
the gabjeot. 
The right hand Das relief ttdevotcato tae repre- 
sentation of Vanderbilt's career aa tlie autocrat of 
tho steamboat interest; the led band one to the de- 
lineation of his career lu the same relation to the rail- 
road Interest. In the foreground, on the right lounges 
Neptune, typifrlig the sea, with flowing beard, 
a wreath of leaves on liis head aud a modern f adder 
instead of the old Homeric triueut in ills hand. A 
hnire sea monster looks up from the water at hla 
feet; an American raccoon, un-llomerie emblem, 
indeed, but well selected for the purpose, peers 
round the coruer of the rocs on which lie lounges, 
witn that stealthy cat-like manner peculiar to felm- 
ity In all its tvpea. American enough, bold (•nough, 
a sutllcieut departure from the classical this ts, of 
course, but it is felicitous, nevertheless, aud proves 
tuat the classical is not always the best that can be 
done under tbe circumstances. The background on 
tlie ricrut is formed by the forest-tul'ted palisades of 
tne Hudson; then shoots off, dimly observable in the 
distance, the figure of a lighthouse, and next, tolling 
aud rocMnz through waves of bronze, emerges the 
little two-tnasted pariagua, the Diver, m.whicn, half 
a ceutury since, Mr. Vauderbilt carried passengers 
to Statcn Island at twenty-live cents apiece. Tne 
.North Star, or 1853 celebrity, and undei; full sail, 
appears next, ploughing along under strong heou- 
war, and the huge Vauderbitt (ateamerj, aUo com- 
pletely ngged'and under full head of steam, com- 
pletes the climax and tells the biography of steam 
navigation from the transition steamer with calls to 
the splendid floating palace of the sea or of the Hud- 
eon river. The details, as respects tho delineation 
of theso craft, are expressed with singular minute- 
ness and accuracy—in lact, with a llteralness almost 
pre-Raphaelic. 
In tbe middle of this foreground lies a black pier 
jutting into the sea. upon which are disposed coils of 
ropes, pine apple3, bananas and oilier tropical pro- 
ducts, togetliesiwith a vigilant aud savage looking 
mastiff, whicu looks as if it might growl even In 
bronze, lying upon "a cotton bale; and in the fore- 
ground neatest to the statue lies a massive capstan, 
witli oilier insignia of navigation. Complicated as 
is this Oaj-ivlief it is still comprehensible enough, so 
easy and clear lu all details has been the disposition 
of its elements which are made up of the prominent 
points in the biography of Mr. Vanderbllt as the 
exponent of steam navigation. 


The extreme left of the left Tias-reUef, representa- 
tive of Mr. Vanderblit's career as a railroad man 
begins witu tbe figure of Liberty, to balance that oi 
Neptune oa tne extreme left. As guardian of the 
scene and emblematic of tne republic she appears 
with flowing flair and drapery, bat in a strange 
attitude. The left uand holds a sword, emblematic 
or eternal vijjitauee, while tee right rests easily upoa 
tae American shield, from behind which, an easle is 
emerging. 
A Woody slope appears in the back- 


ground, in front of which is disposed a fence of ths 
ordinary pattern enciosiug.a couple of cows, one of 
wtuct idly whisis her tall, ine otuer lying down with 
a ruminant atr ana almost a rnmtnant motion of 
tue jaw. Tnan the sleepy expression of this latter 
head nothing could be more natural, as every one Is 
aware who has had any opportunities of studying 
tne expression of these animals in ruminant atti- 
tudes. It a one of the master points or skill ou tue 
part of the modeller, and betrays unusual felicity of 
haud In the plastic art. Beyond thess lumbers an 
engine drawing sue cars, Justin the act of entering 
a tunnel bored out under a forest-tufted Hill, and 
still further In the background, on a gentle eminence, 
stands a villa of modern pattern, putting the 
observer somehow or other m mind of tne old quo- 
tation:— 


In ihe greenest of our valleys, 
By good aogels teuamed. 


Once a fair and stately palace,

This forms the extreme left. In tiie middle fore- 
ground oi this left bas-relief, a. railroad otilcial, flag 
in hand, is jnst emerging from the uttle caboose or 
Liliput nonse near we tracs, along which, tugging 
from the depot a long train of cars, appears toe 
locomotive C. Vanderbilt In tho background next to 
tbe statue, serving the double purpose to carry out 
the allegory and to ideatffy the adjoining statue 
itself, if identification were ever to be needed. The 
foreground at this point is made up of a rustic group 
emblematic of fertility. 
Two harvesters, 
witu 
sleeves rolled up, are binding and shocking sheaves 
of wheat, oue 01 wfuch has accidentally latlen upoa 
a baSKet loaded with melons, grapes and other agri- 
cultural iruits. 
Nearer yet to the statue, in 
the 
loreground, 
appears 
a- heap 
of 
imple- 


ments indicative of material progrehs, among which 
may be noted a liuge boiler, a colossal cogwheel, a 
tall derrick, all rigged with pulleys and ropes, and a 
collection of tools and cmblainatic pieces. Tua upper 
part of tne oas-rrtic/". on both sides, the atmosoherlc 
effect is simulated. Birds wing their way through a 
bronze ether, through wmcti swim lazily clouds as 
fleecy aud natural as clouds manulactured from 
bronze can bo supposed to be; and this serves for 
aerial perspective. 


Tne history or the work is already too familiar to 
admit of repetition. To Captain Aloert Degroot, an 
old steamboat man and a gentleman well acquainted 
with the biography ol his subject—sympatheti- 
cally acquainted, In 
fact—Is 
due 
the honor 


of the splendid conception and tbe drawing of the 
plana, By him tne subscription was started, and by 
Iitm tho progress of the work has been superin- 
tended in alt its successive steps. To Mr. Flassman, 
on the other hand, is aue tlie praise or uaving made 
the most of tue drawings, in bringing out tbe ex- 
pression of the conception, m iurasiug into it a sort 
of art-vitality; and to ihe brothers Ftsciier cannot 
be awarded moru praise than is due to tiie masterly 
accuracy wltb which ttie casting of all details Uaa 
ouon ov,.r.,,iu,i. tjaotalu Degroot aad confreres in 
the worz Have, in lact, mcioSmnin erected a monu- 
ment to themselves which will last as IUUK T»»-OIO 
name of Vanderbilt, tue steamboat and railroad 
king of the century. 
In shipping and naval, as wall as railroad circles, 
tne day was observed with the demonstrations inci- 
dent to a holiday.

Pre- 
cisely at Half-past twelve o'clock tho brokers assem- 
bled In the Stock Exchange, and amid great lannhter 
and applause went through tho farce of unveiling a 
"stattoo," wlilch, in the person of a hideously ugly 
broker, in a wig and mask, purported to rep- 
resent the hero of tlie day. The oaremony took place 
in the gallery of tae Long Room. The master of the 
ceremonies, Mr. E. H. Van Scbalck, was president, 
and Mr. S. V. Whits spouted ail tha oratory de- 
manded by tiie laughing brokers. All Wall street 
was in or about the Stock Exchange, and the wildest 
fun prevailed during tho ludicrous ceremoay of the 
unveiling of tns "stattoo." 


Witli a profound bow the chairman began his 
address, but waa stopped almost at tae Brst word 
by gn entuuslaatic aud facetious broker, who ad- 
vanced with a genufmenou ana presented him with 
a huge cabbage.

He alarted 
in uirected amazement as the veil wliich covered the 
"stattoo" was withdrawn, and the assembled 
brokers found themselves in the presence of a brazen 
burlesque on the Vauderbilt bronze. 


The face was partially concealed by a mask, from 


beneath which a long lolling tongue challenged at- 
tention. Tae eyes were piercing in tfieir expression, 
the left arm was folded over the breast, and in tha 
right, which was encased m a boxing glove; was an 
immense watering pot, bearing upon its front the 
consolidation Sgurea of Central stock, 207.

He was m tlie 
eighty-second year of his age.

General wiol belonged to that class of men vcriosa 


distinction opove their fellows was the work of tlielr 
own abilities uoaltied by birth or fortune, or By the 
influence or men iu higa places. Ills ancestors took 
part in the war for independence, but were com- 
paratively oiscuro persons. We are unable to state 
the exact nitinta and year In whicn lie was born. 
The year is liiriously Used at from 1787 to 1790, wnile 
tte 
despatch 
from 
Troy 
announcing 
his 


death plaoej nis age as liigh as eighty-six. Tlie 
most reilabK biographies of him tliat we have seen 
state that He was born in Newburg, Orange county, 
N. Y.. durlns the year 1788. His father died m 1792, 
leaving hiiaa child of four years, dependent npon 
his relatlvei for a support. He was accordingly 
takencliargsof-by his grandfather, James Wool, a 
resident of ileasselaer county, himself in indigent 
circumstances and illy able to meet' the additional 
expense entiled upon him. To the credit of ttte old 
inan 06 it sid tliat no did his best for tne boy. At 
this time our present system of free schools traa not 
been established, and cheap educational institutions 
were few and wretchedly managed, thus making 
tne prospect ror a poor boy. as wretched as it pos- 
sibly couldjbe. 


When, at! the age of twelve, the boy was sent into 


the world I'to make a living" his mental acquire- 
ments were few. He could read and write, bat very 
little more: The first employment he obtained was 
in the capacity of a clerk in a store at Troy. Here 
he passed a few years, applying himself diligently to 
the business, making many friends and saving some 
money. Before he had attained to mannood bo was 
able to open a book and stationery establishment la 
Troy. In tne intervals of time between attending on 
customers he applied himself to tae improvement of 
His mind by reading the books lie had for sale. In 
this praiseworthy manner ho acquired a fund of 
information wMcn was subsequently turned to good 
account. In either 1810 or 1811 a Ore destroyed his 
shop, wltb. its stock, and although he received 
numerous offers of aid to re-establlsti nis business 
lie declined them all, having determined to adopt 
tne law as a profession. He accordingly began nis 
legal studies, and had nearly completed them when 
the prospect of war wita Great Britain changed tlie 
course of nis career.

Wkile a very young man General Wool had ui.ifls 


the acquaintance of GovernorDe Witt Clinton, and be- 
tween taem nad sprung up a warm friendship which 
lasted tnrongh many years. When it became evi- 
dent That war was inevitable the Governor suggested 
hla entering tne army, walctt he agreed to do; where- 
upon Mr. Clinton obtained him a commission aa 
captain in tbe regular army of the United States. 
He was assigned to duty with the Thirteenth regi- 
ment of Infantry, which had been organized witu a 
view to the opening or hostilities. 
Although his 


commission bore date of March 14,1812, lie was the 
senior captain of the regiment, which was com- 
manded in its first action by Colonel Solomon Van 
Kensselaer, wttose serious wounding during the 
early hours of the engagement at Queeastown 
Heights, coupled with the unavoidable absence of 
Lieutenant Colonel Cbrystie, gave to Captain vv ool 
his first chance of wianine reputation on tho bat tie 
field. 


THE STORMING OF QUEEXSTOWN HEIGHTS. 
Before daybreak on the morning of October 13, 


1812, the American forces had crossed the Niagara 
river, and npou their landing being discovered tho 
British opened fire upon them. A severs engage- 
ment, though of short duration, ensued, aud resulted 
In tbe enemy being driven back upon Queeustowu, 
but not before he had inflicted serious luss upon tha 
Americana. Seven of the ten ollicers of ttie Thir- 
teenth regiment were Killed or wounded, among tne 
latter being Captain Wool, through both of wnose 
thighs a bullet passed. About the same time Colo- 
nel Van Keusseiaer was so seriously injured tnat he 
was compelled to leave the Held, and, Lieutenant 
Colonel chrystie not having arrived, the command 
devolved upon Wool by riant or seniority. Wounded 
aud bleeding as he was he refused to leave the 
Held. The situation had now become critical, in- 
volving, as it aid, either a desperate assault or a. dis- 
graceful abandonment or die movement. General 
Van Renasciaer chose the former alternative and 
ordered an assault. Along a most precipitous path, 
which the enemy had neglected to cover, believing 
it impassable. Captain Wool lert his men .to the rear

llttle reslstauca was offered, and in a faw minutes 
the flag or the republic floated over ijueenatown 
Heights. In a little while, however, tne British, 
heavily reinforced, returned, and it teamed as if the 
handful of Americans would be overwhelmed. At 
the first cnarge they were thrown into confu- 
sion 
and 
driven 
to 
tho 
margin 
of 
the 
river. 
Then 
it waa 
that 
Captain 
Ogilvie 
hoisted a nag of, truce in token of surrender. 
Caotain Wool rushed forward, tore down the flag and 
appealetl to the men to continue the contest. Ani- 
mated by tiie heroic example he set the troops 
recovered confidence, rapidly reformed their line 
and, impetuously charging the enemy, succeeded m 
repulsing him with heavy loss. For several hours 
the engagement continued, but nothing could drive 
tbe Americans from the heights tliey had won. 
Until late in the afternoon the gallant young com- 
mander remained on the field, and ic was with reluc- 
tance that he tlieu returned to the American side of 
the river to have liia wounds dressed. 


PLATTSBURG AND AFTER CAREER. 
For ms gallantry on the occasion referred to 
above Captain Wool was promoted to tne rank of 
major, ana was transferred to the Twenty-ninth. 
regiment during tha jear following. During the 
five days' engagement at j?lattsburg he again greatly 
distinguished mmsfir, as also at ueekmantown; for 
which services 
he was brevetted a lieutenant 


colonel. A lew months later the war ended, and 
npon the reduction of the army he was one of tbe 
few officers retained by tne government. 
Until 


September, 1818, he was on duty with the Sixtn regi- 
ment of infantry, and during tliat month was 
appointed inspector 
General of the Northern 


Division, with tha brevet ranS of colonel. 
Eighteen 


months later ne waa returned to the infantry with a 
full commission as lieutenant colonel, and m 1S-.U 
was made Inspector General of the Army. On tne 
26th or April, 1828, He was commissioned a briga- 
dier general by brevet for ten years laithlul services 
in the United States Army. During these years or 
peace hts reputation as an able, energetic onlcer 
continued unimpaired. The manner lu which he 
performed all the duties to which he waa asaijael 
gave general satiBfaction to bis superiors. 


'VISIT 10 ECKOPE. 


In 1832 General Wool was sent to Europe by the 


government -lor ttte purpojs ol inquiring into ttte 
military system of the various nations. Uis recep- 
tion in France aud Balgium was most nattering. On 
one occasion in Paris he attended a review of 70,000 
men, fornilnc one of the suite or Louis Philippe, by 
special invitation. By orders of the King he was 
the recipient of marked attention at the hand of JUar- 
aual Soult. wno was then Minister of War- In Bel- 
gium General Wool was the guest of ttte King, wliu 
whom he reviewed an army of 100,000 men. At a 
later date tte accompanied the Kitttt to Antwerp aud 
made a thorough inspection of the fortifications of 
tnat and adjacent places. The knowledge gained by 
nim was transmitted to the government in a series 
of very Interesting and reliable notes. 


On ufs return to the United States ttte General waa 


ordered to inspect tlta coast defences of the repub- 
lic from Maine to Louisiana. At this time there was 
a strong prospect of a war with France, which waa 
happily averted. 
In 1S38 he was assigned to tne 
task of removing tha Cherokee Indians from ttie 
Territory of Arkansas to tneir present Territory, 
wliicttduty us performed in a thorougnly satisrac- 
torv manner. 
Upon tue outbreak of the Canadian 
rebellion, in 1SS8, tte was ordered to the frontiers of 
Maine. 
While here he made a tour through ttte 
northern wilds of the State with a view of establish- 
ing defensive works along the border. Hla position 
was a very delicate one, a false step being sufficient 
to plunge the country iuto another war with Great 
Britain. Tlie sympathies of the people were with tbe 
Canadian rebels, and they endeavored to aid them aa 
much as • possible. By pursuing a strictly impartial 
course, General Wool 
succeeded in preventing 
breaches m the neutrality laws, without giving 
offence to American popular sentiment, and for bis 
tact and judgment during these trying times was 
much praised, and added greatly to ins reputation. 
Early in 1S11 General Scott was promoted to ttte 
rank or Major General, and placed In command of 
all the Uni.ed States. He lert a brigadier general- 
ettip vacant, wmclx was tilled by ttte appointment of 
General Wool, who nad hitherto held hla commis- 
sion as »uch only by brevet. It was an evidence of 
tbe high opinion entertained of his military skill by 
the government tliat tte waa tbua singled out from 
amid numerous officers of distinction for promo- 
tion to oue of ttte highest positions in ttte army. 


THE WAR WITH MEXICO. 


Immediately upon tue outbreak of tn» war witu 
Mexico, ttte General waa ordered to tho West for the 
purpose of organizing the volunteers assembling 
tuere. Ttte vigor and energy wtticu tte brought to 
bear npon all under him m nla work undoubtedly 
saved the United States from a series of terrible 
disasters, within six weeks from ttia a rrival tte ha d 
thoroughly equipped, armed and sent forward some 
12,000 men to tno field of operations. This duly 
accompiutiad he organized a division of 3,000 men 
at Baa Antonio, ttte immediate command of which ho 
assumed, and on October 8 crossed tbe Rio Grands 
lor tbe purpose or Joining ttte United States Army 
under General Tavlor. Tuts involved a marcu ol 
900 miles, during wblett he succeeded in preserving 
tue discipline ot his army and In preventing Ills men 
from depredating upoa itteneoplc. The difficulties 
ibat attended tins march and tbe Importance of its 
luccossful termination cannot be overestimated. In 
Frost's history of ttte Mexican war we find tne fol- 
lowing just trlbuto to General Wool, accompanying 
an account of ttte advance from Sail Antonio;—

per to the common mind as almost miracles. 


Wool entered upon his duties without prospect of much 


reward, with everything to accomplish and noiblng to win. 
J-.ven tho men he iras destined to make soldiers looked 
upon him as tyrannical and incapable. The press teemed 
with censures of his conduct, written by ignorant volunteers, 
whoso only Ideas of discipline was to tight when they 
met iho enemy, to do as • they pleased 
to neutrals 
and to behave In camp as though on a Western prairie. A 
portion of the press, always too careless on such occasions, 
echoed these censures. Vet aeainst all this torrent of injug- 
tice wool bore up, conscious of superior ability, and indiffer- 
ent to any other reward than tbe approbation of conrclence. 


Tho correspondence which he carried on while organizing 
too volunteers was itaelf a gigantic task, yet at the same time 
discipline wan smelly enforced, supplies were collected, and 
preparations for marcnliig were carried on. Durlng.the 
march the persona and rights of tbe Mexicans were scrupu- 
lously respected, and it is worthy of remark that Wool seems 
to be almost the only American general who has succeeded 
in gaining the permanent good will of tho inhabitants of 
Meiico. 
A remarkable pioor or thla is afforded fcy

much h« was obliged to leare there; and when the division 
had marched for Saltitlo these wives aud daughters of the 
enemy nursed their feeble invaders with Hie most affecting 
tenderness. But the greatest euloglum which can be given to 
Wool is tbe report of the conduct of bis column at Buena 
vista. Amid any command his troopa wo-ild have there bceu 
conspicuous; bat when Worth's, Twlgg's and Qttitman's 
divisions were withdrawn to the Rio urande it was upon 
Wool's troops that General Taylor relied in his terrible 
struggle with Santa Anna. Fortunate was ft that his able 
auxiliary was not withdrawn with the others. Fortune, 
hitherto averse to Wool's reward, seemed at length to relent; 
and when only disarjnolntmeixt seemed to await his long 
laborious exertions she unexpectedly opened to him a more 
glorious Geld of triumph than Chihuahua—the wrestlings for 
victory with the greatest chief Of Mexico amid the clilfa 
and gorges of Buena Vista. 
There his men learned the valuo of those duties which they 
bad once despised; there they were enabled to meet regular 
troops and grapple with them as regulars; and there, also, 
tbvman who had formerly appeared harsh and unreasonable, 
was regarded, while moying from rank to rank, as a con- 
trolling spirit—be who, with the commander-in-chief, would 
maintain bis position until cut to pieces. It is stated, on 
goodauthority, that Ions before the battle Wool chose Euena 
' t a as a position admirably situated for defensive opera- 
tions, and that It was upon his suggestion General Taylor fell 
back to it on tbe afternoon of February 21. 


From the above extract it appears tnat at this 
time General Wool was rattter "under the cload." 
He was too much the disciplinarian to become popu- 
lar wlttt volunteers. Ttte baptle of Buena Vista, 
however, restored him to public confidence. In Ins 
offlcial report of this engagement General Taylor 
speara of General wool's "vigilance and arduous 
services beiore the action, and his caiiantry and 
activity on the field," as contributing greatly to the 
achievement of success. For fcis conduct oa this 
occasion he was brevetted major general, His commis- 
sion bearing date of February 23,1847. In November 
of the same year ne returned to Saitillo, and alter ttte 
departure of General Taylor for the Dmted states 
succeeded to the command of the army of occupa- 
tion, with headquarters at Monterey. His adminis- 
tration of affairs was admirable. 
The States of 


Leon, (Joahualla and Tamaultpa?, wtticli were under 
ttid Immediate supervision, were cleared of robbers 
and guerillas, and an era of law and order intro- 
duced, which had never before and nas never since 
been known tttere. 


FROU 1848 TO 1SCO. 
In July, 1848, tiie Ueneral returned home, and was 
placed in command of ttte Eastern Military Division 
or the United States, with headquarters at Troy, 
which city had been his place of private residence 
for many years. Upon the reorganization or the 
army in 1853 tte was assigned to the command of 
the Department of ttte East, with headquarters at 
Baltimore. It was not until ttte monttt of January, 
1864. that Congress saw fit to officially recognize the 
services the Genera! hail rendered to the country. 
The taauks of Congress were then tendered to ttlm, 
together with a handsome sword, in appreciation of 
the gallantry and ability displayed by him in Mexico. 
Sot long after this event ueneral Wool came 1:1 


conflict with the then Secretary of War, wfio was 
none otner than Jefferson Bavis. He was ordered 
to tue Department of the Pacific, with instructions 
to "use all proper means to detect the fitting out of 
armed expeditions against countries wlttt whicn the 
United States are at peace," and to co-operate 
with the civil authorities in the enforcement of 
the neutrality laws. It is an open question 
whether General ft ool understood that these fnstruc- 
tlous were of a purely diplomatic character, but it 
is certain that he obeyed them to the letter. Mr. 
Davts was mnch-anndyed at this, as the policy of 
the government was in lavor of a further enlarge- 
ment of territory, 
lie accordingly ordered tne 
removal of Department headquarters from San Fran- 
cisco to the inland town of Benicia, where ulibitster- 
lug expeditions could aot be so readily detected. 
in 1850 General Wool made a three months' cam- 
paign against the hostile Indians in Oregon and 
Washington Territories and succeeded lu putting 
tuem down and restormc peace aud safety to tne 
settlement. 
Upon the retirement 
of President 


Pierce tie was recalled from tlie I'acific aad restoreu 
to the command of the Eaa:rfru Department, with 
headquarters at Troy. . 


CAKEElt Df'Kl>'(J TBE REBELLION. 


The public are so familiar with the career of Gen- 


eral Wool during tne rebellion that we shall conilne 
ourselves to a brier sketch of it. At au early day 
he perceived a conflict imminent and lie took his 
stand on the side of tha Onion. As early as Decem- 
ber 5,18GO, lie wrote a letter to lion. Lewis (,'ass, 
then Secretary of State, urging ihe necessity ot 
throwing a strong force into tue foru-at Charleston. 
Why this advice was not taKen Mr. Unchauan 
subseauently 
endeavored to explain, bu£ with, 


little success. 
Upon 
the outbreak of actual 
hostilities 
he

out waiting for orders he threw reinforcements 
into Fortress Monroe, and tims saved a position 
to the Union, the loss of wttfch would have trans- 
ferred tns war from Virginia to Maryland. In 
August, 1861, ne was ordered to the command of 
the Department of Virginia, and during ttie cam- 
paign before Torktown co-operatea with McClellan. 
Hla most noticeable exploit was the capture of Xor- 
lolk. which elicited ttte followiajf order of tlianKs 
from the Secretary of War:— 


The skilful and gallant movements of Major General John 


E. Vfool and the forces under his command, which resulted 
m tbe surrender of Norfolk and the evacuation of utrong 
batteries erected by tbe rebels on Sewall'd r^olnt and Craney 
Island, and the destruo tion of tbe rebel iron-clad steamer 
Mcrrimac, are regarded by the i'resident as jimong the most 
important successes of tbe present war- He thcraforo orders 
that his thanks, as Commander in-Ohief of the Arm? and 
Navy, be communicated by the War Department to Major 
General John B. Wool and the oQIcers and soldiers of his 
command for their gallantry and good conduct In the bril- 
liant operations mentioned. 


In recognition of this service ttie General was com- 


mlssioneu a full major general in the regular army. 
In June, 1882, he was transferred to the Middle De- 
partment, witli headquarters at Baltimore. Before 
long a combination of politicians was formed against 
him. He sternly refused to gratify partisan ani- 
mosity by imprisoning citizens without cause. In 
au order dated September 1, 1862, tte directed taat 
"as many persons nave been arrested and con- 
fined upon frivolous charges aua otliers UDOII 
rumor or suspicion, no citizen or other person not a 
soldier within the limits of this department will 
hereafter ba arrested or confined upon charges of 
disloyalty or treasonable practices unless the charges 
and specifications shall nave Urst been submitted in 
writing to ttte Provost Marsttal, * * * and the 
truttt or which, attested under the solemnity of an 
oath, by the person preferring them." 


This impartiality was distasteful to the super-loyal 
politicians who had personal revenges to eke 
out against 
individuals. After 
a brief strug- 
gle they 
effected 
Ills 
transfer 
to 
ttte De- 
partment of tae East, wittt 
headquarters 
at 


New York. He waa ia command here during 
the riots, aud after order bad been restored was re- 
lieved. Again was ttis removal from command 
caused by politicians, and the veteran appeared 
to feel deeply the action of ttte government. He 
wrote several letters defending himself against the 
charges of incapacity which flad been brought 
against ttlm, aud averred that they were Drought 
because tte had refused to become a party to tno 
persecution of political opponents. Wttatever truth 
there is in this It is certain that he did the best he 
could daring ttte nota to restore peace and tranquil- 
lity to the city. 
Tttrouahout ttte war General Wool gava the gov- 


ernment au unwavering support. He opposed the 
candidature of General MuUiellan, as well as of the 
other democrats, on ttte ground that the Chicago 
platform was a surrender to tha South. But as 
soon 
as 
the 
rebellion 
was 
suppressed he 


advocated a liberal and 
magnanimous policy, 
and was a strong advocate and supporter of 
President Johnson's administration. 
In a letter 


written bv him late in 1SCT ne spoke of the course 
pursued by the radicals in strongest terms of con- 
demnation, and avowed ttimself once more in ayni- 
pattty with the democratic portr. He had at this 
time been several years retired from active service, 
and was quietly passing ttte remainder of his dava 
at nis pleasant home in Troy, surrounded by ma 
family. 


THE GAUSS OP SIS DE.YTIT. 


Until tns soth tilt. General Wool aad enjoyed ad- 


mirable health, notwithstanding ills advanced age. 
On that day, while walking on toe piazza ot his 
house, he tripped and reli, iiurtmg uimseif severely. 
He was promptly conveyed to Uis chamber aud 
medical aid summoned. 
Upon examination it 


was ascertained tuat, altaonga the injuries were not 
of themselves of a character calculated to endanger 
life, tne shock to his system at his ags was 
sufficient to threaten serious consequences. He had, 
as soon as tto recovered consciousness, expressed 
tne conviction that his days were drawing to a cioso, 
and upon an> attendant expressing a belief in his re- 
covery the General replied, "No. Tina is the last 
flickering of a lamp that lias lone been burning." 
He slowly sank, retalnlne ins consciousness and ttis 
faculties unimpaired to the last, and died without a 
struggle at half-past two o'clock yesterday niomuiE. 


COStCLCSIOX. 


If after events In the history of tne republic 
seemed to dwarf tne services of General Wool in 
earlier days, tuey do not and cannot lessen their 
importance. H« was, like tne late Admiral Stewart, 
one of -the heroes of tna United States; a pure, 
ardent patriot, and an able, gallant soldier, ttte 
memory of whose deeds win uover bo forgotten.

During ttte straggle betweaa the North and 
tbe South he took rattter a quiet part, and only occa- 
sionally mixed in politics. Governor Pratt was a 
good, sound lawyer, a practical uoiitlclan and nt» 
deattt will be regretted by. a numerous circle ot 
friends, on ilia news of his demise being received 
and pronounced in the courts ol Baltimore, they 
Immediately adjourned. 


SPAIN AND CUBA. 


Opinion of tbe Madrid Press Upon the Note of 


General .Sickles iu Reference to Cuba—Imme- 
diate Action on the Fart of the Government 
called for. 
The Impartial of Madrid recently published the 


following article in reierence to the action of ttiB 
United states government respecting Cuba:— 


During the whole day of yesterday serious and 
painful reports were circulated in this camtal res- 
pecting the Cuban question. It was Baid.tuat tha 
representative of the United States, General Sickles, 
ttatt handed our government a note from ttte Wash- 
ington Cabinet, ui which it was stated that the state 
of opinion in the Sorth American republic would 
probably force it to make a recognition as belliger- 
ents in tavor of the rebels of Cuba. We received thia 
miormation with reserve, and deterred giving it in 
our provincial edition until we had assured our- 
selves of the fact. Other journals mentioned tne 
report as certain, and prepared, wltn their usual 
warrntaand enthusiasm, to excite the patriotism of 
all parties aud all classes, in order to agitate 
opinion and to offer resources to the government 
witu waich to combat ttte new danger that threatens 
us. General Sickles Has not given any account to 
our government of tbe note referred to by our contem- 
porary. Tue' representative, of the United States, 
v.'aen once accredited to our government, immedi- 
ately made declinations in. the feeuse of the supposed 
note, but at me same tune stated that when nubile 
opinion, whicn in no country nas suca mltuence as 
tners, would obiige the Washington CaBiaet, then 
only would it adopt such serious measure* 
la reference to the Cabaa insurgents. On how 
many occasions we have not discussed the affairs of 
tnac coioaj, now often have we not called attention 
to the danger that threatens ua, in case the 
revolution is not quelled within a short space ot 
tuae? because tlie cause of the revolution daily gains 
ground ia the opinion ot tne people of iior.ii Ame- 
rica, aad especially in the democratic party, ever 
ready to avail themselves of ail pretences against 
the government of ueuerai Grant. But we have 
aiways thought tttat, whatever might ba tae prog- 
ress made by Slibustertsrn in tne opinion or that 
country ttte government of General Grant, on ac- 
count of its own prestige, and paying just tribute to 
tne treaties and the prescriptions of international 
ngat, would not decide to recognize the insurgents 
as belligerents until public opinion became manl- 
iest tarough tne medium of tne legitimate orcans of 
a free country—that is, through the medium or 
the 
Chambers—a 
belief

waica 
we 
still 
persist. Ko iresii reasons exist—at least 
aot 
lor ths present—to believe tttat ttte Cabinet of Wash- 
ington wiU decide upon taking such a serious deter- 
mination, and modiiying tbe sentiments expressed 
to our government by ueneral riickles. However, 
evei; if tne note in question does not exist, it seetus 
beyond doubt that the ilinisteis of State ana tlae 
colonies have received serious communications 
from, our representatives in Xorttt America, m nrtttctt 
meutiou is made o' the great progress made by flli- 
ousterism in that country, aad ttte agitation raised 
by parties to oblige General Grant, sooner or later, 
to recognize the Cuban insurgents as belligerents- 
It is useless to Etate bow terriaie such a blow would 
prove to our cause. 
If now, notwithstanding 


ttte sincerity with wttich that government hau acted 
and which we duly appreciate; if, notwithstanding 
tlie means it has adopted m. order to preserve tna 
movement in our province any other character than 
strictest neutrality, and notgiviug the insurrectional 
that of a rebellion against a legitimate government; 
if, notwithstanding this, we repeat, the Cuban insur- 
rection has received fraudulent assistance irom the 
United States, both of men and resources, to the ex- 
tent even of tlieir becoming its chief support, an esti- 
mate can easily be formed of ttte importance that the 
Insurrection would acquire If orovidea wittt equal 
means of fighting as ourselves. The same means to 
foment the war in the interior or the island aa to 
commie hostile acts against our shioa of war, by 
arming corsaira that would enjoy eiual rights aud 
protection as our marine in ali tne ports orjSortn 
aud South America. 
There can be no doubt respecting thia danger, it 
is not. illusory, counteuanced by me political organ- 
ization of that great uaubn, anu avrure of tbe irre- 
sistable impulse obtained there by parties when by 
fores of aalvity and perseverance tuey succeed in 
gaining the interest of public opinion, it is possible 
tnat tne Cuban insurrection will not '.ermmata 
during tne present year, ueneral Graut's govern- 
ment will flnd itself driven to adopt a measure, by 
Congress, that 13 in open contradiction of the prin- 
ciples of neutrality accepted by all civilized nations, 
but which will not prevent that nation, as ou pre- 
vious occasions, from cuiuaiittnig similar acts, 
jleanwhile, aud previous to ttte meeting of Con- 
gress, can it be feared that General Grant will 
recognize the insurgents aa belligerents? We 
tttmK not. The 
North American government 


cannot have forgotten, tne line ot conduct observed 
by spaiu during tue vrar vf itu ttie Sout'u- 1 lie organ- 
ization of the Confederate States was relatively inde- 
pendent, aud the war iroui tue outbreak was con- 
ducted by regular disciplined troops, who based 
their operations ou ttte principles ol humanity and 
tue rignta of man. Tho rebels or Cuba in the coursa 
ol a year have not been able to orjranlze more than 
numerous parties, whose principal arms are incen- 
diarism, robbery and murder. The confederate 
states Held entire provinces, large cities and impor- 
tant strong places, wnereas the Cuban insurgents 
have not been able to retain one plot of ground in 
security—not a town, not even a small village. 
The coufetierate States from the first moment had a 
regular government organized, tliat acted orderly 
with all tne prealige and power of 'the confederate 
States, having their own resources tu cover ttteir 
expenses. So far tlio Cuban Insurgents have not 
been able to organize the least shadow of a govern- 
ment, and the most complete auarcny rcigus among 
their chiefs. We repeat again, is it possible that 
General Grant, under tnese conditions, will recog- 
nize them as belligerents? Even ttte mere suspicion, - 
would inter an insult to tha goverumeut nut at pro- 
sent rules the destiny of that republic. However, 
before the moment of real danger comes, before ths 
Congress meets, government must not lose sight of 
public opinion in tnat country, aud strain every 
uerve in order tnat when the American Congress 
meets the revolution shall nave received its deatu 
blow, wttictt at the same time will crush tne Hopes 
or ttte Sorttt American fliibusters.

12ngineer»—flow to Avoid Disaster.. 


Tlie ordinary monthly meeting of this society was 


held last night In tne rooms of ttte Geographical 
and Statistical Society, Cooper Union Buildings. 
The chair was taken by ttte President, James A. 
Whitney. The second part of a paper on "Railway 
Disasters—Tneir Causes and Means of Prevention" 
was read by Mr. Williams. In referring to the best 
description of railroad ttte paper stated that 
it 
had been lound by experience that tns 


best description or railroad, both for safety 
and 
economy, was 
a 
properly 
constructed 


compound roll—viz., 
ttte rail 
known as the 


Trail—ttte reason of whlctt was that tne top or head 
being of steel and tne nut aud flange of iron, it was ' 
next to an impossibility that a fracture should occur 
in oath metals precisely at ttte same point. As to 
safety braKes, Mr. Williams liked ttte Longbrldgo 
brake, wttictt will ston a train going at the rate of 
thirty miles an hour ia sixteen or eighteen seconds, 
and ttte Ingliss Walker patent, by wttlcb the mo- 
mentum of a train Is applied by means of a rack 
acting to turn a pinion, to the shaft of which la 
attached the chain wiiicn operates ttte brakes. 
Both these devices lessened tlie liability to accidents 
as roads are now operated. As to safety wheels 
and axles tnere was considerable liabliiiy to acci- 
dent by tne breaking up of wheels wnen running at 
a nigh rate of speed. The apathy of railroad compa- 
nies was tne great cause that prevented the adop- 
tion of efficient inventions, one of which was tne 
compounding of wheels and axles of Iron and steel, 
and another m encasing the whole or certain por- 
tions of tho axle—wttera fracture generally takes 
place—In an outer enclosing cylinder, wttictt 
amounted practically to a continuous bearing. Tills

device 
originated 
wlttt 
Mr. 
WHUams. 
Accidents at draw-bridges could tte prevented by 
signalling. A great many railway accidents wera 
attributable to ttte want of properly constructed 
cars, and to the entire disregard of safety in ttteir 
equipment. He suggested that the cars could be 
made of mdla rubber or gutta perctta in some of their 
various rorms of manufacture, or, what would ba 
better still, straw paper. He also recommended in 
this connection the use 01" the "Miller platform," 
and instanced the recent accident at Mount Mope 
on ttte Erie road m illustration. There ttte train wan 
made up of nine cars, eight of which had fuller's 
platform and the nmtn had not. It was to tills ex- 
ceptional car ttiat tne accident was attributed. 
The paper then referred at length to telegraph- 
ing, and recommended more perfect arra'meineuts. 
The cttief recommendation lor preventing accidents 
tnat ilr. Williams submitted was a mode of stoppfng 
the train by its own momentum without iiijury 
either to cars or passengers, and ne supposed tliat 
tno space of the action or resistance was so multi- 
plied tttat It would amount m tne aggregate to fifty 
feet or more, which could be done saiely by- having 
the buffers at each end of ttie car ace through a. 
spaco of even 
four 
or more feet. 
At 
a 
ttiffu rate of 
speed ttte momentum 
of 
ttto 
train could bo so checked as not even to frac- 
ture the fastenings about the car. This could bo 
done by the cars carrying long pneumatic, hydraulic 
or other buffers. Mr. Wtlllams explained wltn con- 
siderable minuteness tho detail by whlctt this could 
be accomplished. He had designed and proposed a 
nractical plan by wttioU ttte momentum whicn ii 
BOW expended In crushing the cars and dracelns 
.them along the track u mechanically taken up ana 
ueutrallzeu and substituted for the orushincprocesa, 
winch was not only oTangerbQa, but expensive, Tha 
drawings were th«u explained and the use of safety 
brakes on tmrd rails, »nd tho paper concluded by 
urging the economy of preventives to accldenta 
boiiic adopted by railroad companies. A short dia- 
cussion followed, after which tUO Chairman declared 
tbs meeting udjoui noct.

Trip ceremonies Incident to tno unveiling of the 


bronze biography or Vanderbllt, which has elicited 
a world of comment from the press, took place yes- 
terday afternoon at tile Hudson Hirer Railroad 
depot, formerly St. John's Park, in presence of a 
large gathering of citizens ana guests. The plan of 
arrangements wag very simple and effective. Facing 
the western wall or the btuldmir, and, consequently 
facing the bronze pediment, a substantial platform 
nad been erected, and suitably draped and deco- 
rated. Cordons or the police, under tue com- 
mand 
or Captain 
Petty, were drawn across 


tho street from either corner or the building, thus 
reserving the open space between tlie west wall and 
the stand for ttoe duiy ticketed guests, and sen cries 
were posted at the several depot entrances to pre- 
vent smuggled ingress ironi tliat direction. VTitii- 
oat aad beyond surged masses of the great public, 
atoms of which are a'ways whiske'l together in 
neaps upon ail public occasions'. Half an. hour 
betore the ceremonies be^nn a considerable crowd 
had collected exterior to tne cordon, and was 
already dashing against it, line a surging sea against 
Immovable rocks, while within, safe in harbor, 
conversed groups of t:>e duly tidceted guests. Of 
tlie guests, the larger sliare ot tne celebrities 
Lad already made their way to the platform, accom- 
panied with a sporadic- rejire.-ieuta'.ion of ladies, 
among whom was iirs. jottu;>jn,/ft Ilainet Lane.

Among the lioas of the press 
present may be mentioned Horace Greeley, tlie 
Messrs. Brooks, of tlie llxitres*, and David C. Stone, 
of the Journal of CvmiiiLrce, together vntli an 
army of veteran editors and editorial Hubs. In fact, 
a large percentage of the list of guests already 
printed were piesent a percealaae, as Is always the 
case on similar occasions, omitting to put in an ap-

Tiie subject is represented with head uncovered, in 
that erect, proud attitude Tvhlcn has become a pro- 
verb among ins acquaintances, ana had, perhaps, 
some part in winning tor him the sobriquet, ol 
"Commodore." 
The heavy fur-trimmed overcoat—a 
part of Mr- Vanderbilt's habitual winter dress—has 
a further tendency to tnve tue presentation a natu- 
ral appearance. The aptitude is one of bold, strong 
and diguined repose, giving to tae statue that air of 
Roman boldness and hardihood wtuch is one of 
the peculiarities of POM observaole In the sub- 
ject. In a word, the moulder has studied ins 
man, aud * presented him with unusual faith- 
fulness; for in repose the man is a statue In himselr 
oc magnificent physical proportions, aud might 
have been made the subject of a second Apollo Bel- 
videre. Tne left foot is slightly advanced, just 
slightly, the right hand being Inserted beneath the 
vest and the left trlHingly extended. The counte- 
nance expressen wltii exceeding felicity tne repose- 
ful and illgmtiea benignity -winch is tlie most salient 
feature of Its subject, and lias more oftln; EiSBw 
tnan of tlie Grecian about it.

Tins central piece rests upon a pedestal of appro- 
priate solidity and heigbt, and stands within an 
arc of bronze,, the formation of whica will be nere- 
tiiier explained. 
The remainder of ttie wort consists of an immense 


&os 
relief, 
allegorically reoresentative of 
the 
biography of tho central figure and incidentally 
representative of the material progress of tae cen- 
tury, In the developing of which that figure has 
borne a conspicuous part. In 'a word, the bus 
reitwtn question la a bit of American history in 
bronze, bent to tlie illustration of the caiear of the 
central piece. The base upon which it is erected is 
formed of a narrovr tier or blue stoae, iu the centra 
of which, solidly inserted in the wall of the build- 
ing, appeari a huge carved bloctt of native granite, 
weighing eleven tons or more, and »ervmg aa a 
support for tho pedestal mentioned, which 18 fire 
feet square and a foot and a half hign. Tha latter li 
formed of a single solid bijck of bronze and txuiblU 
tne inscription "Erected 1868." 


The 0«i- relief begins at either end with a height 


of ten feet from the blue sandstone baso and meets 
In the c«ntre over the head oi the statue with a 
height of thirty-one feet. An elegant granlto cornice 
Burmounbi the w&olo ana slopes easily upward for 
about one-third of the distance from either ex- 
tremity, turns abruptly up and then runa aiona 
horizontally, finally forming an arc of a circle 
directly over ttie head or the statue. Ornamental 
wort lu bronze decorates the middle of the irraulto 
cornice, the las reliej terminating at either end in 
a colossal scroll wovK of leaves and plants. On 
«ltu«r liana gf in? muuc. Between 14 Md ux.w ter- 


mtnant scrolls, appears tne allegorical biography of 
the gabjeot. 
The right hand Das relief ttdevotcato tae repre- 
sentation of Vanderbilt's career aa tlie autocrat of 
tho steamboat interest; the led band one to the de- 
lineation of his career lu the same relation to the rail- 
road Interest. In the foreground, on the right lounges 
Neptune, typifrlig the sea, with flowing beard, 
a wreath of leaves on liis head aud a modern f adder 
instead of the old Homeric triueut in ills hand. A 
hnire sea monster looks up from the water at hla 
feet; an American raccoon, un-llomerie emblem, 
indeed, but well selected for the purpose, peers 
round the coruer of the rocs on which lie lounges, 
witn that stealthy cat-like manner peculiar to felm- 
ity In all its tvpea. American enough, bold (•nough, 
a sutllcieut departure from the classical this ts, of 
course, but it is felicitous, nevertheless, aud proves 
tuat the classical is not always the best that can be 
done under tbe circumstances. The background on 
tlie ricrut is formed by the forest-tul'ted palisades of 
tne Hudson; then shoots off, dimly observable in the 
distance, the figure of a lighthouse, and next, tolling 
aud rocMnz through waves of bronze, emerges the 
little two-tnasted pariagua, the Diver, m.whicn, half 
a ceutury since, Mr. Vauderbilt carried passengers 
to Statcn Island at twenty-live cents apiece. Tne 
.North Star, or 1853 celebrity, and undei; full sail, 
appears next, ploughing along under strong heou- 
war, and the huge Vauderbitt (ateamerj, aUo com- 
pletely ngged'and under full head of steam, com- 
pletes the climax and tells the biography of steam 
navigation from the transition steamer with calls to 
the splendid floating palace of the sea or of the Hud- 
eon river. The details, as respects tho delineation 
of theso craft, are expressed with singular minute- 
ness and accuracy—in lact, with a llteralness almost 
pre-Raphaelic. 
In tbe middle of this foreground lies a black pier 
jutting into the sea. upon which are disposed coils of 
ropes, pine apple3, bananas and oilier tropical pro- 
ducts, togetliesiwith a vigilant aud savage looking 
mastiff, whicu looks as if it might growl even In 
bronze, lying upon "a cotton bale; and in the fore- 
ground neatest to the statue lies a massive capstan, 
witli oilier insignia of navigation. Complicated as 
is this Oaj-ivlief it is still comprehensible enough, so 
easy and clear lu all details has been the disposition 
of its elements which are made up of the prominent 
points in the biography of Mr. Vanderbllt as the 
exponent of steam navigation. 


The extreme left of the left Tias-reUef, representa- 
tive of Mr. Vanderblit's career as a railroad man 
begins witu tbe figure of Liberty, to balance that oi 
Neptune oa tne extreme left. As guardian of the 
scene and emblematic of tne republic she appears 
with flowing flair and drapery, bat in a strange 
attitude. The left uand holds a sword, emblematic 
or eternal vijjitauee, while tee right rests easily upoa 
tae American shield, from behind which, an easle is 
emerging. 
A Woody slope appears in the back- 


ground, in front of which is disposed a fence of ths 
ordinary pattern enciosiug.a couple of cows, one of 
wtuct idly whisis her tall, ine otuer lying down with 
a ruminant atr ana almost a rnmtnant motion of 
tue jaw. Tnan the sleepy expression of this latter 
head nothing could be more natural, as every one Is 
aware who has had any opportunities of studying 
tne expression of these animals in ruminant atti- 
tudes. It a one of the master points or skill ou tue 
part of the modeller, and betrays unusual felicity of 
haud In the plastic art. Beyond thess lumbers an 
engine drawing sue cars, Justin the act of entering 
a tunnel bored out under a forest-tufted Hill, and 
still further In the background, on a gentle eminence, 
stands a villa of modern pattern, putting the 
observer somehow or other m mind of tne old quo- 
tation:— 


In ihe greenest of our valleys, 
By good aogels teuamed. 


Once a fair and stately palace, 
Radiant palace rearea Its hcad- 


This forms the extreme left. In tiie middle fore- 
ground oi this left bas-relief, a. railroad otilcial, flag 
in hand, is jnst emerging from the uttle caboose or 
Liliput nonse near we tracs, along which, tugging 
from the depot a long train of cars, appears toe 
locomotive C. Vanderbilt In tho background next to 
tbe statue, serving the double purpose to carry out 
the allegory and to ideatffy the adjoining statue 
itself, if identification were ever to be needed. The 
foreground at this point is made up of a rustic group 
emblematic of fertility. 
Two harvesters, 
witu 
sleeves rolled up, are binding and shocking sheaves 
of wheat, oue 01 wfuch has accidentally latlen upoa 
a baSKet loaded with melons, grapes and other agri- 
cultural iruits. 
Nearer yet to the statue, in 
the 
loreground, 
appears 
a- heap 
of 
imple- 


ments indicative of material progrehs, among which 
may be noted a liuge boiler, a colossal cogwheel, a 
tall derrick, all rigged with pulleys and ropes, and a 
collection of tools and cmblainatic pieces. Tua upper 
part of tne oas-rrtic/". on both sides, the atmosoherlc 
effect is simulated. Birds wing their way through a 
bronze ether, through wmcti swim lazily clouds as 
fleecy aud natural as clouds manulactured from 
bronze can bo supposed to be; and this serves for 
aerial perspective. 


Tne history or the work is already too familiar to 
admit of repetition. To Captain Aloert Degroot, an 
old steamboat man and a gentleman well acquainted 
with the biography ol his subject—sympatheti- 
cally acquainted, In 
fact—Is 
due 
the honor 


of the splendid conception and tbe drawing of the 
plana, By him tne subscription was started, and by 
Iitm tho progress of the work has been superin- 
tended in alt its successive steps. To Mr. Flassman, 
on the other hand, is aue tlie praise or uaving made 
the most of tue drawings, in bringing out tbe ex- 
pression of the conception, m iurasiug into it a sort 
of art-vitality; and to ihe brothers Ftsciier cannot 
be awarded moru praise than is due to tiie masterly 
accuracy wltb which ttie casting of all details Uaa 
ouon ov,.r.,,iu,i. tjaotalu Degroot aad confreres in 
the worz Have, in lact, mcioSmnin erected a monu- 
ment to themselves which will last as IUUK T»»-OIO 
name of Vanderbilt, tue steamboat and railroad 
king of the century. 
In shipping and naval, as wall as railroad circles, 
tne day was observed with the demonstrations inci- 
dent to a holiday. Flags Hosted bigulrom all points 
in the harbor, as if the national colors had all come 
to the conclusion to exhibit themselves simulta- 
neously. The various government buildings in the 
city flung out tlie national ensign, as also the various 
municipal departments, several of the hotels and the 
different railroad depots in the vicinity, in honor or 
the occasion, or rather of the man who flad occa- 
sioned the occasion. • 


A grand banquet had been prepared for the termi-

There was rare fan at the 8tock Exchange at the 
came liour tliat the bronze statue of the illustrious 
Commodore Vaudornilt wa.s being unveiled. Pre- 
cisely at Half-past twelve o'clock tho brokers assem- 
bled In the Stock Exchange, and amid great lannhter 
and applause went through tho farce of unveiling a 
"stattoo," wlilch, in the person of a hideously ugly 
broker, in a wig and mask, purported to rep- 
resent the hero of tlie day. The oaremony took place 
in the gallery of tae Long Room. The master of the 
ceremonies, Mr. E. H. Van Scbalck, was president, 
and Mr. S. V. Whits spouted ail tha oratory de- 
manded by tiie laughing brokers. All Wall street 
was in or about the Stock Exchange, and the wildest 
fun prevailed during tho ludicrous ceremoay of the 
unveiling of tns "stattoo." 


Witli a profound bow the chairman began his 
address, but waa stopped almost at tae Brst word 
by gn entuuslaatic aud facetious broker, who ad- 
vanced with a genufmenou ana presented him with 
a huge cabbage.

great service* of the Commodore to the Board of 
Brokers. 


A member of tae Board, who waa addressed aa 


Monsieur Blank by the chairman, tlieu delivered an 
address, in which he alluded with great humor and 
effect to the waterfng operations of Commodore Vau- 
derbilt, who was ongmallv a waterman, and had 
made water the "Central" idea of his life. For- 
merly men Had been made to see double by other 
liquids besides water, but the Commodore had made 
the grand discovery that water, simple and pure, m 
the Hands of a nnauclal genius, possessed ttte extra- 
ordinary power not only oC uiaklug one see a tunic 
double, but also of making tlie thing itself double. 
(Roars oc laughter and long continued applause.) 
The orator did not display the least sign of fatigue at 
this point, though the vociferous enthusiasm or the 
audience almost took away bis breath. He alarted 
in uirected amazement as the veil wliich covered the 
"stattoo" was withdrawn, and the assembled 
brokers found themselves in the presence of a brazen 
burlesque on the Vauderbilt bronze. 


The face was partially concealed by a mask, from 


beneath which a long lolling tongue challenged at- 
tention. Tae eyes were piercing in tfieir expression, 
the left arm was folded over the breast, and in tha 
right, which was encased m a boxing glove; was an 
immense watering pot, bearing upon its front the 
consolidation Sgurea of Central stock, 207. The ap- 
parition was greeted with roars oflaugliter and ap- 
plause, wiiicli did not subside tor several minutes. 
The ceremonies were closed by tho managers sing- 
ing m chorus, "My country 'tis or tuee," followed by 
a declaration, in miserable melody, that the stout 
commodore was a right jolly good fellow, and that 
anybody who dared to deny tnat fact deserved to 
have bis stock watered beyond drying. Nobody do- 
med the assertion.

After a long and eveutful career on eartb General 


Vfool quietly passed away yesterday ruorning, at 
tis residence in tho city of Troy. He was m tlie 
eighty-second year of his age. 


EARCY CAREER OF THE DECEASED. 


General wiol belonged to that class of men vcriosa 


distinction opove their fellows was the work of tlielr 
own abilities uoaltied by birth or fortune, or By the 
influence or men iu higa places. Ills ancestors took 
part in the war for independence, but were com- 
paratively oiscuro persons. We are unable to state 
the exact nitinta and year In whicn lie was born. 
The year is liiriously Used at from 1787 to 1790, wnile 
tte 
despatch 
from 
Troy 
announcing 
his 


death plaoej nis age as liigh as eighty-six. Tlie 
most reilabK biographies of him tliat we have seen 
state that He was born in Newburg, Orange county, 
N. Y.. durlns the year 1788. His father died m 1792, 
leaving hiiaa child of four years, dependent npon 
his relatlvei for a support. He was accordingly 
takencliargsof-by his grandfather, James Wool, a 
resident of ileasselaer county, himself in indigent 
circumstances and illy able to meet' the additional 
expense entiled upon him. To the credit of ttte old 
inan 06 it sid tliat no did his best for tne boy. At 
this time our present system of free schools traa not 
been established, and cheap educational institutions 
were few and wretchedly managed, thus making 
tne prospect ror a poor boy. as wretched as it pos- 
sibly couldjbe. 


When, at! the age of twelve, the boy was sent into 


the world I'to make a living" his mental acquire- 
ments were few. He could read and write, bat very 
little more: The first employment he obtained was 
in the capacity of a clerk in a store at Troy. Here 
he passed a few years, applying himself diligently to 
the business, making many friends and saving some 
money. Before he had attained to mannood bo was 
able to open a book and stationery establishment la 
Troy. In tne intervals of time between attending on 
customers he applied himself to tae improvement of 
His mind by reading the books lie had for sale. In 
this praiseworthy manner ho acquired a fund of 
information wMcn was subsequently turned to good 
account. In either 1810 or 1811 a Ore destroyed his 
shop, wltb. its stock, and although he received 
numerous offers of aid to re-establlsti nis business 
lie declined them all, having determined to adopt 
tne law as a profession. He accordingly began nis 
legal studies, and had nearly completed them when 
the prospect of war wita Great Britain changed tlie 
course of nis career. 


ENTRANCE INTO THE AB5IT. 


Wkile a very young man General Wool had ui.ifls 


the acquaintance of GovernorDe Witt Clinton, and be- 
tween taem nad sprung up a warm friendship which 
lasted tnrongh many years. When it became evi- 
dent That war was inevitable the Governor suggested 
hla entering tne army, walctt he agreed to do; where- 
upon Mr. Clinton obtained him a commission aa 
captain in tbe regular army of the United States. 
He was assigned to duty with the Thirteenth regi- 
ment of Infantry, which had been organized witu a 
view to the opening or hostilities. 
Although his 


commission bore date of March 14,1812, lie was the 
senior captain of the regiment, which was com- 
manded in its first action by Colonel Solomon Van 
Kensselaer, wttose serious wounding during the 
early hours of the engagement at Queeastown 
Heights, coupled with the unavoidable absence of 
Lieutenant Colonel Cbrystie, gave to Captain vv ool 
his first chance of wianine reputation on tho bat tie 
field. 


THE STORMING OF QUEEXSTOWN HEIGHTS. 
Before daybreak on the morning of October 13, 


1812, the American forces had crossed the Niagara 
river, and npou their landing being discovered tho 
British opened fire upon them. A severs engage- 
ment, though of short duration, ensued, aud resulted 
In tbe enemy being driven back upon Queeustowu, 
but not before he had inflicted serious luss upon tha 
Americana. Seven of the ten ollicers of ttie Thir- 
teenth regiment were Killed or wounded, among tne 
latter being Captain Wool, through both of wnose 
thighs a bullet passed. About the same time Colo- 
nel Van Keusseiaer was so seriously injured tnat he 
was compelled to leave the Held, and, Lieutenant 
Colonel chrystie not having arrived, the command 
devolved upon Wool by riant or seniority. Wounded 
aud bleeding as he was he refused to leave the 
Held. The situation had now become critical, in- 
volving, as it aid, either a desperate assault or a. dis- 
graceful abandonment or die movement. General 
Van Renasciaer chose the former alternative and 
ordered an assault. Along a most precipitous path, 
which the enemy had neglected to cover, believing 
it impassable. Captain Wool lert his men .to the rear

llttle reslstauca was offered, and in a faw minutes 
the flag or the republic floated over ijueenatown 
Heights. In a little while, however, tne British, 
heavily reinforced, returned, and it teamed as if the 
handful of Americans would be overwhelmed. At 
the first cnarge they were thrown into confu- 
sion 
and 
driven 
to 
tho 
margin 
of 
the 
river. 
Then 
it waa 
that 
Captain 
Ogilvie 
hoisted a nag of, truce in token of surrender. 
Caotain Wool rushed forward, tore down the flag and 
appealetl to the men to continue the contest. Ani- 
mated by tiie heroic example he set the troops 
recovered confidence, rapidly reformed their line 
and, impetuously charging the enemy, succeeded m 
repulsing him with heavy loss. For several hours 
the engagement continued, but nothing could drive 
tbe Americans from the heights tliey had won. 
Until late in the afternoon the gallant young com- 
mander remained on the field, and ic was with reluc- 
tance that he tlieu returned to the American side of 
the river to have liia wounds dressed. 


PLATTSBURG AND AFTER CAREER. 
For ms gallantry on the occasion referred to 
above Captain Wool was promoted to tne rank of 
major, ana was transferred to the Twenty-ninth. 
regiment during tha jear following. During the 
five days' engagement at j?lattsburg he again greatly 
distinguished mmsfir, as also at ueekmantown; for 
which services 
he was brevetted a lieutenant 


colonel. A lew months later the war ended, and 
npon the reduction of the army he was one of tbe 
few officers retained by tne government. 
Until 


September, 1818, he was on duty with the Sixtn regi- 
ment of infantry, and during tliat month was 
appointed inspector 
General of the Northern 


Division, with tha brevet ranS of colonel. 
Eighteen 


months later ne waa returned to the infantry with a 
full commission as lieutenant colonel, and m 1S-.U 
was made Inspector General of the Army. On tne 
26th or April, 1828, He was commissioned a briga- 
dier general by brevet for ten years laithlul services 
in the United States Army. During these years or 
peace hts reputation as an able, energetic onlcer 
continued unimpaired. The manner lu which he 
performed all the duties to which he waa asaijael 
gave general satiBfaction to bis superiors. 


'VISIT 10 ECKOPE. 


In 1832 General Wool was sent to Europe by the 


government -lor ttte purpojs ol inquiring into ttte 
military system of the various nations. Uis recep- 
tion in France aud Balgium was most nattering. On 
one occasion in Paris he attended a review of 70,000 
men, fornilnc one of the suite or Louis Philippe, by 
special invitation. By orders of the King he was 
the recipient of marked attention at the hand of JUar- 
aual Soult. wno was then Minister of War- In Bel- 
gium General Wool was the guest of ttte King, wliu 
whom he reviewed an army of 100,000 men. At a 
later date tte accompanied the Kitttt to Antwerp aud 
made a thorough inspection of the fortifications of 
tnat and adjacent places. The knowledge gained by 
nim was transmitted to the government in a series 
of very Interesting and reliable notes. 


On ufs return to the United States ttte General waa 


ordered to inspect tlta coast defences of the repub- 
lic from Maine to Louisiana. At this time there was 
a strong prospect of a war with France, which waa 
happily averted. 
In 1S38 he was assigned to tne 
task of removing tha Cherokee Indians from ttie 
Territory of Arkansas to tneir present Territory, 
wliicttduty us performed in a thorougnly satisrac- 
torv manner. 
Upon tue outbreak of the Canadian 
rebellion, in 1SS8, tte was ordered to the frontiers of 
Maine. 
While here he made a tour through ttte 
northern wilds of the State with a view of establish- 
ing defensive works along the border. Hla position 
was a very delicate one, a false step being sufficient 
to plunge the country iuto another war with Great 
Britain. Tlie sympathies of the people were with tbe 
Canadian rebels, and they endeavored to aid them aa 
much as • possible. By pursuing a strictly impartial 
course, General Wool 
succeeded in preventing 
breaches m the neutrality laws, without giving 
offence to American popular sentiment, and for bis 
tact and judgment during these trying times was 
much praised, and added greatly to ins reputation. 
Early in 1S11 General Scott was promoted to ttte 
rank or Major General, and placed In command of 
all the Uni.ed States. He lert a brigadier general- 
ettip vacant, wmclx was tilled by ttte appointment of 
General Wool, who nad hitherto held hla commis- 
sion as »uch only by brevet. It was an evidence of 
tbe high opinion entertained of his military skill by 
the government tliat tte waa tbua singled out from 
amid numerous officers of distinction for promo- 
tion to oue of ttte highest positions in ttte army. 


THE WAR WITH MEXICO. 


Immediately upon tue outbreak of tn» war witu 
Mexico, ttte General waa ordered to tho West for the 
purpose of organizing the volunteers assembling 
tuere. Ttte vigor and energy wtticu tte brought to 
bear npon all under him m nla work undoubtedly 
saved the United States from a series of terrible 
disasters, within six weeks from ttia a rrival tte ha d 
thoroughly equipped, armed and sent forward some 
12,000 men to tno field of operations. This duly 
accompiutiad he organized a division of 3,000 men 
at Baa Antonio, ttte immediate command of which ho 
assumed, and on October 8 crossed tbe Rio Grands 
lor tbe purpose or Joining ttte United States Army 
under General Tavlor. Tuts involved a marcu ol 
900 miles, during wblett he succeeded in preserving 
tue discipline ot his army and In preventing Ills men 
from depredating upoa itteneoplc. The difficulties 
ibat attended tins march and tbe Importance of its 
luccossful termination cannot be overestimated. In 
Frost's history of ttte Mexican war we find tne fol- 
lowing just trlbuto to General Wool, accompanying 
an account of ttte advance from Sail Antonio;—

ellortu of a gentua whose energy and consequent success up- 
per to the common mind as almost miracles. 


Wool entered upon his duties without prospect of much 


reward, with everything to accomplish and noiblng to win. 
J-.ven tho men he iras destined to make soldiers looked 
upon him as tyrannical and incapable. The press teemed 
with censures of his conduct, written by ignorant volunteers, 
whoso only Ideas of discipline was to tight when they 
met iho enemy, to do as • they pleased 
to neutrals 
and to behave In camp as though on a Western prairie. A 
portion of the press, always too careless on such occasions, 
echoed these censures. Vet aeainst all this torrent of injug- 
tice wool bore up, conscious of superior ability, and indiffer- 
ent to any other reward than tbe approbation of conrclence. 


Tho correspondence which he carried on while organizing 
too volunteers was itaelf a gigantic task, yet at the same time 
discipline wan smelly enforced, supplies were collected, and 
preparations for marcnliig were carried on. Durlng.the 
march the persona and rights of tbe Mexicans were scrupu- 
lously respected, and it is worthy of remark that Wool seems 
to be almost the only American general who has succeeded 
in gaining the permanent good will of tho inhabitants of 
Meiico. 
A remarkable pioor or thla is afforded fcy

much h« was obliged to leare there; and when the division 
had marched for Saltitlo these wives aud daughters of the 
enemy nursed their feeble invaders with Hie most affecting 
tenderness. But the greatest euloglum which can be given to 
Wool is tbe report of the conduct of bis column at Buena 
vista. Amid any command his troopa wo-ild have there bceu 
conspicuous; bat when Worth's, Twlgg's and Qttitman's 
divisions were withdrawn to the Rio urande it was upon 
Wool's troops that General Taylor relied in his terrible 
struggle with Santa Anna. Fortunate was ft that his able 
auxiliary was not withdrawn with the others. Fortune, 
hitherto averse to Wool's reward, seemed at length to relent; 
and when only disarjnolntmeixt seemed to await his long 
laborious exertions she unexpectedly opened to him a more 
glorious Geld of triumph than Chihuahua—the wrestlings for 
victory with the greatest chief Of Mexico amid the clilfa 
and gorges of Buena Vista. 
There his men learned the valuo of those duties which they 
bad once despised; there they were enabled to meet regular 
troops and grapple with them as regulars; and there, also, 
tbvman who had formerly appeared harsh and unreasonable, 
was regarded, while moying from rank to rank, as a con- 
trolling spirit—be who, with the commander-in-chief, would 
maintain bis position until cut to pieces. It is stated, on 
goodauthority, that Ions before the battle Wool chose Euena 
' t a as a position admirably situated for defensive opera- 
tions, and that It was upon his suggestion General Taylor fell 
back to it on tbe afternoon of February 21. 


From the above extract it appears tnat at this 
time General Wool was rattter "under the cload." 
He was too much the disciplinarian to become popu- 
lar wlttt volunteers. Ttte baptle of Buena Vista, 
however, restored him to public confidence. In Ins 
offlcial report of this engagement General Taylor 
speara of General wool's "vigilance and arduous 
services beiore the action, and his caiiantry and 
activity on the field," as contributing greatly to the 
achievement of success. For fcis conduct oa this 
occasion he was brevetted major general, His commis- 
sion bearing date of February 23,1847. In November 
of the same year ne returned to Saitillo, and alter ttte 
departure of General Taylor for the Dmted states 
succeeded to the command of the army of occupa- 
tion, with headquarters at Monterey. His adminis- 
tration of affairs was admirable. 
The States of 


Leon, (Joahualla and Tamaultpa?, wtticli were under 
ttid Immediate supervision, were cleared of robbers 
and guerillas, and an era of law and order intro- 
duced, which had never before and nas never since 
been known tttere. 


FROU 1848 TO 1SCO. 
In July, 1848, tiie Ueneral returned home, and was 
placed in command of ttte Eastern Military Division 
or the United States, with headquarters at Troy, 
which city had been his place of private residence 
for many years. Upon the reorganization or the 
army in 1853 tte was assigned to the command of 
the Department of ttte East, with headquarters at 
Baltimore. It was not until ttte monttt of January, 
1864. that Congress saw fit to officially recognize the 
services the Genera! hail rendered to the country. 
The taauks of Congress were then tendered to ttlm, 
together with a handsome sword, in appreciation of 
the gallantry and ability displayed by him in Mexico. 
Sot long after this event ueneral Wool came 1:1 


conflict with the then Secretary of War, wfio was 
none otner than Jefferson Bavis. He was ordered 
to tue Department of the Pacific, with instructions 
to "use all proper means to detect the fitting out of 
armed expeditions against countries wlttt whicn the 
United States are at peace," and to co-operate 
with the civil authorities in the enforcement of 
the neutrality laws. It is an open question 
whether General ft ool understood that these fnstruc- 
tlous were of a purely diplomatic character, but it 
is certain that he obeyed them to the letter. Mr. 
Davts was mnch-anndyed at this, as the policy of 
the government was in lavor of a further enlarge- 
ment of territory, 
lie accordingly ordered tne 
removal of Department headquarters from San Fran- 
cisco to the inland town of Benicia, where ulibitster- 
lug expeditions could aot be so readily detected. 
in 1850 General Wool made a three months' cam- 
paign against the hostile Indians in Oregon and 
Washington Territories and succeeded lu putting 
tuem down and restormc peace aud safety to tne 
settlement.

Pierce tie was recalled from tlie I'acific aad restoreu 
to the command of the Eaa:rfru Department, with 
headquarters at Troy. . 


CAKEElt Df'Kl>'(J TBE REBELLION. 


The public are so familiar with the career of Gen- 


eral Wool during tne rebellion that we shall conilne 
ourselves to a brier sketch of it. At au early day 
he perceived a conflict imminent and lie took his 
stand on the side of tha Onion. As early as Decem- 
ber 5,18GO, lie wrote a letter to lion. Lewis (,'ass, 
then Secretary of State, urging ihe necessity ot 
throwing a strong force into tue foru-at Charleston. 
Why this advice was not taKen Mr. Unchauan 
subseauently 
endeavored to explain, bu£ with, 


little success. 
Upon

he 
hastened 
to >ew 
YorK

to Washington. TVUn- 


out waiting for orders he threw reinforcements 
into Fortress Monroe, and tims saved a position 
to the Union, the loss of wttfch would have trans- 
ferred tns war from Virginia to Maryland. In 
August, 1861, ne was ordered to the command of 
the Department of Virginia, and during ttie cam- 
paign before Torktown co-operatea with McClellan. 
Hla most noticeable exploit was the capture of Xor- 
lolk. which elicited ttte followiajf order of tlianKs 
from the Secretary of War:— 


The skilful and gallant movements of Major General John 


E. Vfool and the forces under his command, which resulted 
m tbe surrender of Norfolk and the evacuation of utrong 
batteries erected by tbe rebels on Sewall'd r^olnt and Craney 
Island, and the destruo tion of tbe rebel iron-clad steamer 
Mcrrimac, are regarded by the i'resident as jimong the most 
important successes of tbe present war- He thcraforo orders 
that his thanks, as Commander in-Ohief of the Arm? and 
Navy, be communicated by the War Department to Major 
General John B. Wool and the oQIcers and soldiers of his 
command for their gallantry and good conduct In the bril- 
liant operations mentioned. 


In recognition of this service ttie General was com- 


mlssioneu a full major general in the regular army. 
In June, 1882, he was transferred to the Middle De- 
partment, witli headquarters at Baltimore. Before 
long a combination of politicians was formed against 
him. He sternly refused to gratify partisan ani- 
mosity by imprisoning citizens without cause. In 
au order dated September 1, 1862, tte directed taat 
"as many persons nave been arrested and con- 
fined upon frivolous charges aua otliers UDOII 
rumor or suspicion, no citizen or other person not a 
soldier within the limits of this department will 
hereafter ba arrested or confined upon charges of 
disloyalty or treasonable practices unless the charges 
and specifications shall nave Urst been submitted in 
writing to ttte Provost Marsttal, * * * and the 
truttt or which, attested under the solemnity of an 
oath, by the person preferring them." 


This impartiality was distasteful to the super-loyal 
politicians who had personal revenges to eke 
out against 
individuals. After 
a brief strug- 
gle they 
effected 
Ills 
transfer 
to

partment of tae East, wittt 
headquarters 
at 


New York. He waa ia command here during 
the riots, aud after order bad been restored was re- 
lieved. Again was ttis removal from command 
caused by politicians, and the veteran appeared 
to feel deeply the action of ttte government. He 
wrote several letters defending himself against the 
charges of incapacity which flad been brought 
against ttlm, aud averred that they were Drought 
because tte had refused to become a party to tno 
persecution of political opponents. Wttatever truth 
there is in this It is certain that he did the best he 
could daring ttte nota to restore peace and tranquil- 
lity to the city. 
Tttrouahout ttte war General Wool gava the gov- 


ernment au unwavering support. He opposed the 
candidature of General MuUiellan, as well as of the 
other democrats, on ttte ground that the Chicago 
platform was a surrender to tha South. But as 
soon 
as 
the 
rebellion 
was 
suppressed he 


advocated a liberal and 
magnanimous policy, 
and was a strong advocate and supporter of 
President Johnson's administration. 
In a letter 


written bv him late in 1SCT ne spoke of the course 
pursued by the radicals in strongest terms of con- 
demnation, and avowed ttimself once more in ayni- 
pattty with the democratic portr. He had at this 
time been several years retired from active service, 
and was quietly passing ttte remainder of his dava 
at nis pleasant home in Troy, surrounded by ma 
family. 


THE GAUSS OP SIS DE.YTIT. 


Until tns soth tilt. General Wool aad enjoyed ad- 


mirable health, notwithstanding ills advanced age. 
On that day, while walking on toe piazza ot his 
house, he tripped and reli, iiurtmg uimseif severely. 
He was promptly conveyed to Uis chamber aud 
medical aid summoned. 
Upon examination it 


was ascertained tuat, altaonga the injuries were not 
of themselves of a character calculated to endanger 
life, tne shock to his system at his ags was 
sufficient to threaten serious consequences. He had, 
as soon as tto recovered consciousness, expressed 
tne conviction that his days were drawing to a cioso, 
and upon an> attendant expressing a belief in his re- 
covery the General replied, "No. Tina is the last 
flickering of a lamp that lias lone been burning." 
He slowly sank, retalnlne ins consciousness and ttis 
faculties unimpaired to the last, and died without a 
struggle at half-past two o'clock yesterday niomuiE. 


COStCLCSIOX. 


If after events In the history of tne republic 
seemed to dwarf tne services of General Wool in 
earlier days, tuey do not and cannot lessen their 
importance. H« was, like tne late Admiral Stewart, 
one of -the heroes of tna United States; a pure, 
ardent patriot, and an able, gallant soldier, ttte 
memory of whose deeds win uover bo forgotten.

Governor Pratt was a 
good, sound lawyer, a practical uoiitlclan and nt» 
deattt will be regretted by. a numerous circle ot 
friends, on ilia news of his demise being received 
and pronounced in the courts ol Baltimore, they 
Immediately adjourned. 


SPAIN AND CUBA. 


Opinion of tbe Madrid Press Upon the Note of 


General .Sickles iu Reference to Cuba—Imme- 
diate Action on the Fart of the Government 
called for. 
The Impartial of Madrid recently published the 


following article in reierence to the action of ttiB 
United states government respecting Cuba:— 


During the whole day of yesterday serious and 
painful reports were circulated in this camtal res- 
pecting the Cuban question. It was Baid.tuat tha 
representative of the United States, General Sickles, 
ttatt handed our government a note from ttte Wash- 
ington Cabinet, ui which it was stated that the state 
of opinion in the Sorth American republic would 
probably force it to make a recognition as belliger- 
ents in tavor of the rebels of Cuba. We received thia 
miormation with reserve, and deterred giving it in 
our provincial edition until we had assured our- 
selves of the fact. Other journals mentioned tne 
report as certain, and prepared, wltn their usual 
warrntaand enthusiasm, to excite the patriotism of 
all parties aud all classes, in order to agitate 
opinion and to offer resources to the government 
witu waich to combat ttte new danger that threatens 
us. General Sickles Has not given any account to 
our government of tbe note referred to by our contem- 
porary. Tue' representative, of the United States, 
v.'aen once accredited to our government, immedi- 
ately made declinations in. the feeuse of the supposed 
note, but at me same tune stated that when nubile 
opinion, whicn in no country nas suca mltuence as 
tners, would obiige the Washington CaBiaet, then 
only would it adopt such serious measure* 
la reference to the Cabaa insurgents. On how 
many occasions we have not discussed the affairs of 
tnac coioaj, now often have we not called attention 
to the danger that threatens ua, in case the 
revolution is not quelled within a short space ot 
tuae? because tlie cause of the revolution daily gains 
ground ia the opinion ot tne people of iior.ii Ame- 
rica, aad especially in the democratic party, ever 
ready to avail themselves of ail pretences against 
the government of ueuerai Grant. But we have 
aiways thought tttat, whatever might ba tae prog- 
ress made by Slibustertsrn in tne opinion or that 
country ttte government of General Grant, on ac- 
count of its own prestige, and paying just tribute to 
tne treaties and the prescriptions of international 
ngat, would not decide to recognize the insurgents 
as belligerents until public opinion became manl- 
iest tarough tne medium of tne legitimate orcans of 
a free country—that is, through the medium or 
the 
Chambers—a 
belief

waica 
we 
still 
persist. Ko iresii reasons exist—at least 
aot 
lor ths present—to believe tttat ttte Cabinet of Wash- 
ington wiU decide upon taking such a serious deter- 
mination, and modiiying tbe sentiments expressed 
to our government by ueneral riickles. However, 
evei; if tne note in question does not exist, it seetus 
beyond doubt that the ilinisteis of State ana tlae 
colonies have received serious communications 
from, our representatives in Xorttt America, m nrtttctt 
meutiou is made o' the great progress made by flli- 
ousterism in that country, aad ttte agitation raised 
by parties to oblige General Grant, sooner or later, 
to recognize the Cuban insurgents as belligerents- 
It is useless to Etate bow terriaie such a blow would 
prove to our cause. 
If now, notwithstanding 


ttte sincerity with wttich that government hau acted 
and which we duly appreciate; if, notwithstanding 
tlie means it has adopted m. order to preserve tna 
movement in our province any other character than 
strictest neutrality, and notgiviug the insurrectional 
that of a rebellion against a legitimate government; 
if, notwithstanding this, we repeat, the Cuban insur- 
rection has received fraudulent assistance irom the 
United States, both of men and resources, to the ex- 
tent even of tlieir becoming its chief support, an esti- 
mate can easily be formed of ttte importance that the 
Insurrection would acquire If orovidea wittt equal 
means of fighting as ourselves. The same means to 
foment the war in the interior or the island aa to 
commie hostile acts against our shioa of war, by 
arming corsaira that would enjoy eiual rights aud 
protection as our marine in ali tne ports orjSortn 
aud South America. 
There can be no doubt respecting thia danger, it 
is not. illusory, counteuanced by me political organ- 
ization of that great uaubn, anu avrure of tbe irre- 
sistable impulse obtained there by parties when by 
fores of aalvity and perseverance tuey succeed in 
gaining the interest of public opinion, it is possible 
tnat tne Cuban insurrection will not '.ermmata 
during tne present year, ueneral Graut's govern- 
ment will flnd itself driven to adopt a measure, by 
Congress, that 13 in open contradiction of the prin- 
ciples of neutrality accepted by all civilized nations, 
but which will not prevent that nation, as ou pre- 
vious occasions, from cuiuaiittnig similar acts, 
jleanwhile, aud previous to ttte meeting of Con- 
gress, can it be feared that General Grant will 
recognize the insurgents aa belligerents? We 
tttmK not. The 
North American government 


cannot have forgotten, tne line ot conduct observed 
by spaiu during tue vrar vf itu ttie Sout'u- 1 lie organ- 
ization of the Confederate States was relatively inde- 
pendent, aud the war iroui tue outbreak was con- 
ducted by regular disciplined troops, who based 
their operations ou ttte principles ol humanity and 
tue rignta of man. Tho rebels or Cuba in the coursa 
ol a year have not been able to orjranlze more than 
numerous parties, whose principal arms are incen- 
diarism, robbery and murder. The confederate 
states Held entire provinces, large cities and impor- 
tant strong places, wnereas the Cuban insurgents 
have not been able to retain one plot of ground in 
security—not a town, not even a small village. 
The coufetierate States from the first moment had a 
regular government organized, tliat acted orderly 
with all tne prealige and power of 'the confederate 
States, having their own resources tu cover ttteir 
expenses. So far tlio Cuban Insurgents have not 
been able to organize the least shadow of a govern- 
ment, and the most complete auarcny rcigus among 
their chiefs. We repeat again, is it possible that 
General Grant, under tnese conditions, will recog- 
nize them as belligerents? Even ttte mere suspicion, - 
would inter an insult to tha goverumeut nut at pro- 
sent rules the destiny of that republic. However, 
before the moment of real danger comes, before ths 
Congress meets, government must not lose sight of 
public opinion in tnat country, aud strain every 
uerve in order tnat when the American Congress 
meets the revolution shall nave received its deatu 
blow, wttictt at the same time will crush tne Hopes 
or ttte Sorttt American fliibusters.

12ngineer»—flow to Avoid Disaster.. 


Tlie ordinary monthly meeting of this society was 


held last night In tne rooms of ttte Geographical 
and Statistical Society, Cooper Union Buildings. 
The chair was taken by ttte President, James A. 
Whitney. The second part of a paper on "Railway 
Disasters—Tneir Causes and Means of Prevention" 
was read by Mr. Williams. In referring to the best 
description of railroad ttte paper stated that 
it 
had been lound by experience that tns 


best description or railroad, both for safety 
and 
economy, was 
a 
properly 
constructed 


compound roll—viz., 
ttte rail 
known as the 


Trail—ttte reason of whlctt was that tne top or head 
being of steel and tne nut aud flange of iron, it was ' 
next to an impossibility that a fracture should occur 
in oath metals precisely at ttte same point. As to 
safety braKes, Mr. Williams liked ttte Longbrldgo 
brake, wttictt will ston a train going at the rate of 
thirty miles an hour ia sixteen or eighteen seconds, 
and ttte Ingliss Walker patent, by wttlcb the mo- 
mentum of a train Is applied by means of a rack 
acting to turn a pinion, to the shaft of which la 
attached the chain wiiicn operates ttte brakes. 
Both these devices lessened tlie liability to accidents 
as roads are now operated. As to safety wheels 
and axles tnere was considerable liabliiiy to acci- 
dent by tne breaking up of wheels wnen running at 
a nigh rate of speed. The apathy of railroad compa- 
nies was tne great cause that prevented the adop- 
tion of efficient inventions, one of which was tne 
compounding of wheels and axles of Iron and steel, 
and another m encasing the whole or certain por- 
tions of tho axle—wttera fracture generally takes 
place—In an outer enclosing cylinder, wttictt 
amounted practically to a continuous bearing. Tills 
last 
device 
originated 
wlttt 
Mr. 
WHUams. 
Accidents at draw-bridges could tte prevented by 
signalling. A great many railway accidents wera 
attributable to ttte want of properly constructed 
cars, and to the entire disregard of safety in ttteir 
equipment. He suggested that the cars could be 
made of mdla rubber or gutta perctta in some of their 
various rorms of manufacture, or, what would ba 
better still, straw paper. He also recommended in 
this connection the use 01" the "Miller platform," 
and instanced the recent accident at Mount Mope 
on ttte Erie road m illustration. There ttte train wan 
made up of nine cars, eight of which had fuller's 
platform and the nmtn had not. It was to tills ex- 
ceptional car ttiat tne accident was attributed. 
The paper then referred at length to telegraph- 
ing, and recommended more perfect arra'meineuts. 
The cttief recommendation lor preventing accidents 
tnat ilr. Williams submitted was a mode of stoppfng 
the train by its own momentum without iiijury 
either to cars or passengers, and ne supposed tliat 
tno space of the action or resistance was so multi- 
plied tttat It would amount m tne aggregate to fifty 
feet or more, which could be done saiely by- having 
the buffers at each end of ttie car ace through a. 
spaco of even 
four 
or more feet. 
At 
a 
ttiffu rate of 
speed ttte momentum 
of 
ttto 
train could bo so checked as not even to frac- 
ture the fastenings about the car. This could bo 
done by the cars carrying long pneumatic, hydraulic 
or other buffers. Mr. Wtlllams explained wltn con- 
siderable minuteness tho detail by whlctt this could 
be accomplished. He had designed and proposed a 
nractical plan by wttioU ttte momentum whicn ii 
BOW expended In crushing the cars and dracelns 
.them along the track u mechanically taken up ana 
ueutrallzeu and substituted for the orushincprocesa, 
winch was not only oTangerbQa, but expensive, Tha 
drawings were th«u explained and the use of safety 
brakes on tmrd rails, »nd tho paper concluded by 
urging the economy of preventives to accldenta 
boiiic adopted by railroad companies. A short dia- 
cussion followed, after which tUO Chairman declared 
tbs meeting udjoui noct.

On .Monday we appeared before the Kio-h Council 
at tue City Hal), wluca ~:a dsaseiy packed wall the 
authorities of the Cburcn—no ordmarv members, 
except those who appeared as witnesses or were 
specially invited, being allowed, to be present. The 
following is a brier synopsis of tiie trial, from min- 
utes made on the spot:— 


Alter the charge or apos;acy has been preferred 
by Klder George 4. Cannon, 011 tue ground of articles 
In the JUitgazifLC' contain!3% views on financial ques- 
tions differing with those of tne President, as we!I as 
on account of En expressed belie! tiiat members or 
the Church held not only a right to think but to ex- 
press their ideas on sucn subjects, t.1e question was 
put to Elder Cannon whether -it was apostacy to 
differ honestly with the measures of the President, 
tn which lie replied, "it is apoKtacy tu differ honest!? 
with tne measures of trie President. A man may be 
honest even in hell.-' This Wen President Wells ton- 
firmed by remarking that we "might as well a-st tne 
question whether a mnu had the right to diner hur.- 
estiy with the Almigntv." Thus tiie doctrine was 
uiKiuaiiliedly asserted that the Almighty and me 
priesthood, so far as us official dictates were con- 
cerned, were to be acoeateii as one and the same 
thing, on pain of excommunication from the Church. 


William S- Godbe stated that bis claim to con- 
scientiously dlifer with the views or the leaders of 
the church on certain questions could nut be apos- 
tacy. Inasmuch as he had always believed that such 
were his rights. While he bore testimony t.o me 
dlvme mission ot Joseph' Smith tmd to the ap- 
pointment, of Brighasu \ oung as his successor in the 
Presidency ot the Church, he denial his right tu 
eniorce unquestioning obedience upon all subjects 
secular and spiritual irom its members- lie believed 
the preservation 01 yur unit v lias worth anv price 
short of the concession or the right of thought and 
speech or aay o! her true principle. Thai price he 
•was not willing to pay even for unity. He claimed 
tlidt he entertained uoay but tiie Kindest feelings 
towards the Presidency and pnesLUijou severally, 
and trusted, however much they mi^ut object to hie 
views, that they would ut least concede to him 
honesty and purity of purpose. 
E. L. T. Harrison tncu mam: tliat if it was apos- 
tacy to ditfer coraselentiu:!^y witn the pnestuoo 1 of 
the Church he muht be cun-iuercd an wpustufy, for 
he certainly did uilfer with I lieru on t-ouie matters. 
The point upon wiiic^ he most particularly diirered 
was their right to expel people from i.he cirurch be- 
cause of a difference ol opinion on matters of 
Church policy, iie admitted that they had a right 
to demand of hiinimpllcit obedience or every Gospel 
ordinance, as well as to every condition of a pure life. 
All that he claimed as his right was reypecuully and 
temperately to discuss any difference of opinion he 
might entertain wituout being cut on" irum the 
Charch lor to dulng. 
ins reasons for considering that this was his privi- 
lege as a member ol the Church were rhat it was 
part of the Gospel oilerad to him in loreign lanus. 
lie was told that m this Church thu utmost freedom 
of speech would be permitted. Popery and other 
systems had muzzled ireedom of speech, bat In this 
Churcn such oppression was to be crushed forever, 
and never raise again us accursed head. ±ie accepted 
the Gospel on these terms, not sinnily because the 
elders told him these were his rights, but because 
the Holy Spirit bore testimony that they but ultt:r;-d 
tlie truth when they so taught, anil he was there t!ii»t 
dav to claim these privileges of tun Gospel. 


When exainmlng tut doctrines o" thiu Church ha 


vraa advised by the elders to use his judgment and' 
Intellect to the iullest extent and dispute every prin- 
ciple that he cotilu not understand. This had re- 
sulted in his entrance into the Church, if he hud 
mounted up1 the ladder of his own reason and jaog- 
meut to get into the Church, w:iy should he now be 
called upon to icicle that down by •nhicti he had as- 
cended and go along without It ? ft IE n as agouti 
thing and had brought him blessing to use his own 
opinion at the uist, why should he not continue the 
use of that wlitcli had dunu "him eo much good ? 
iie objected to the remus'timi lor anv man to ac- 
cept any doctrme or principle that ho did not fully 
understand, buclm dugiua could nut be faupportad 
by sound reason. 
We could on y be expected 10 
accept any principle because it was beautiful and 
true. \\'o were not requneti to accept Goil or Jesus 
because they were Cou or Jesus, bjt because ihey 
3>resent5d teachings higher, holleninti moie heavenly 
than an:, other beings. How could we tell that auv 
principle came from Uod. except it was tDat it was 
better to our intellect and jutlgmeni. than ulhtr doc- 
trines. Beyond tais w>tnfths of the light of truth 
within us we had nothing to fall bscE upon to auide 
us. 


Jt had been argued that we must passively and 


unmqnirmgly obey the prieatuou'.l. bacause othei- 
wn,e we could not bni.d ui> '/Aon. Re could not see 
this. A nation buiit up on such a principle could bo 
no ZIOD. The only giory or beauty that there could be 
lu aZion mustresuitfrom its oeuig composed ol peu- 
ple all of whom acted intelligently in alf their opera- 
tions, fnty tflouaana people acting in concert, 
building UB eicellejit cities or domg any thing else 
ti ell. but domir it rueo-haiiicaily, because ihey were 
told, was no sight to bs adiiured. A dozen persons, 
not operating half as perfectly as to the nature of 
their work, but doing wiiac hula they did mtslli- 
gently, must be a far more duilclitrul exhibition to 
uoa ahd Intelligsnces. 


These were his views. If ther cousi ituted apos- 
tacy. the Council must deal with" him according to 
tneir laws. One thiug, nowever, they could not do. 
They might cut Mm off from his brethren, but they 
should never cut Ins brethren on' from his affections, 
iiehadheen twenty years a member of this Church, 
and he intended to live ana die with them auu no 
one should ever drive aim from their midst. 


l>e knew and could bear testimony that Joseph 


Smith wasaprophetof-God. iie could bear tesu- 
inony that Enghara Young was divinely called to 
succeed Joseph ^mlth in the Presidency or the 
church, and he Knew that tha President was in- 
spired to brme this people to these uiuumnms. 
lie tnen read the following

Speeches on me question were then made by Presi 
dents Brlgham Young and George A. Smith, also tr 
Elder Cannon and members of the Council, and s 
verdict of excommunication ngalnst W. S. Godot 
ami E. L. T. Harrison finally rendered. 


For replying in the affirmative to the question 
whether he sustained the above brethren m thet 
course, Elder Ell U. Kclsoy was summarily cut 01 
from tiie Church. 


During tao above trial remarks were made 


various speakers, comparing us to every foul flpos 
tate—the Laws, tne nigbees and Fosters, and every 
debauchee, drunkard, whoremonger and gambler— 
that ever left tbe Church for his own iniquitous pur 
pose. In reference to this I have only to say that 
our past lives are before the people, and the future 
will show whether there is any difference between 
men who come out in the assertion or a principle 
aud men or tne class referred to. 


Jt was also asserted, without tne first fraction of 


proof, that we were seeking: Gentile influence and 
aid to the injury of the religious interests of our 
community. 
Inasmuch as this statement will, 
doubtless, be reiterated In order to arouse the feel- 
ings of the people or the Territory agnmst ns, while 
we boldly avow that we respect all men, Gentiles or 
otherwise, tn exact proportion to their private vir- 
tues, we dare any Gentile In this Territory or out of 
It to come forward, from whom, up to this very 
moment, we have ever sought the Brst particle of 
assistance or co-operation, and challenge any man 
in existence to produce such a person. The tics of 
lalth. and principle necessarily unite the hearts of 
men closer together than they can bs without these 
bonds; and to this extent we love oar brethren 
more than all other -men; bnt independent of this 
consideration, and viewing meu as men alone, we 
respect Gentile as much as Mormon, provided they 
act as -well, and better than Mormon if- they act 
better. 


We nave sought no Gentile co-operation, and 
Ehail sees none rarther than we shall desire and 
seet the friendship of all good men, because wo be- 
lieve that, as a people, we need no aid beyond our 
own. 
And at once and forever to crush out this 
aiaader we publish now to tbe whole Gentile world 
our sentiments uooa this subject. We wish them 
to understand that wo have intelligence, manliness 
ana divinity enough among our people and in our 
system to correct our own evils where we have any. 
u'e gratefully accept, as all men should, the syin- 
lattnes of our fellow men in every good word and 
wor£, but our faith is that God is m onr svstem and 
that Zion is perfectly capable of purifying" her own 
fountains and presenting herself before the world 
model or freedom and a centre of light ana truth. 
There is another subject noon which we wish to 
say a word. Daring the investigation of our case 


civil rights are concerned. We have no quarrel with 
him or auy other man m the priesthood on the qn"s- 
tlonor^our civil rlgut to speak and publish in Utah. 
So one has iitteriered witn us in thi^ respect. This 
is not uuj- difficulty. Ours is a Church question— a 
question of onr ngnt to speafc and publish and retain 
our positions as members of the Church, ineverv 
ptlier respect wa have all the freedom we want. We 
mate this statement now to all because an effort 
was and will be made to prove that we want tae 
outslile world to believe that there Is no free- 
dom of speech in Utah, and thus bring on a col- 
lision with our people. This Is a charge as false 
as it is unscrupulous. What we complain of is 
that there K 110 freedom to think and speat 
within the limits of the Church. What a farce 
to say, "Brethren, you have ail the freedom to 
speak and publish what you please," and in tho nest 
breath remark, '-But I shall cut YOU off from the 
Church au-1 send you aotvn to" hell if you do. 
Brethren, uss your privileges." What freedom is 
this •' Who, ainons even despots, does not give as 
much? All roonarctis say, •• Chink and speas as you 
please; but we will imprison and punish yon, not- 
withstanding." President young says we are free 
to dllfer witu him, but lie wiil cut us off from the 
society ol God and holy beings; separate us from all 
we holu near in the Church, aud witncr up all our 
hopes of eieruai life if we attempt it, Who USES tho 
greatest amount of compulsion or Intimidations 
There is no force or coercion lite that applied to 
men's hopes and rears or a future life, and this is 
the lacs of freedom we complain of.

Youag admits our right to speatoutside the Church. 
On that point he neither tries nor wants to coerce 
us; what we want is our right to speuK. withm it.

Was tins principle practically ackuow- 
euged by President Young, as mach as theoreti- 
a:ly, he woul/1 concede ail wu claim; but It is not 
so, tor, immediately upon the top of this statement 
tiiat tha priesthood only assumes to "help ua to

This, every sensible person will see, is not "help- 
ing,1' but forcing ua to thluK, whether we will or not.

chier hupe of this country lie^ in its minerals, 
but there irf no invitation hrrem for the outside 
world to develop our mines, in that article we spe- 
cially urge our own people to develop ihem. it was 
to urge our people to wort riieir minerals them- 
selves, Instead of letting capitalists from every part 
ol creation couie ia aud take their rights out of 
tneir hands, as they will do unless they bestir them- 
selves. that we wrote that arricle. Every impartial 
reader w ill see this; aud the lalse charge attempted 
to bo fabiened upon as will fall Harmless to the 
ground. 


It will be seen that we have borne testimony to the 
legality of the appointment or lirigham Young as 
President of the Ounrch. even while we object to 
some of nis views. We do this consistently, for we 
Hold it IB a lalse docirlue, because God In His 
providence calls 
any 
man 
to 
preside, that 
that man necessarily is tho will and voice 
of the Lord m all he chooses to do ana sav. It 
is a manifest truth and agreeable to all experience 
that God can only inspire a man to the extent 
that his orgunUailon and spiritual character will ad- 
mit. A man may have a strong aud determined 
bias, and conscieutiously believe that hi? projects 
are the will of Heaven when tie is only following 
the bcut of his own organization. God never did 
or can wort through any man further than that 
man's character and will may permit. On this 
account all urophets or presidents must be fallible 
In their dictation, and to build upon them— even the 
greatest and thu best, independent of the light of 
God within — is 10 build upon the sand. Priesthoods 
and presidents are not given for man's iafalllbie 
guWes, they 
arc merely aids or "helps" lor 
the cultivation oi the greater and more absolute 
light within the >u;n. That light, is infallible, be- 
causs it travels Ei vend all earthly weaknesses and 
drinks directly ar;.; immediately from the torone of 
God itself. 


With these exp:anations I present my case ana that 


of my friend, W;lliain S. Goflbe, before the Church 
and the world at large. We cave no intention of sus- 
pending the issue of this magazine, but from time to 
time shall in lis columns tate up this question ami 
analyze it in every light nnr.il our brethren under- 
stand 1 he question thoroughly. We should, and will, 
yield oar judgment to that of a child, If it can point 
out to us an error of thought or spirit, but we will 
not bow to lorcc. The day has gone by lor that, and 
there daw as upon the hilltops or utan a bright and 
radiant star of ecclesiastical 
as well as civil 


freedom. Let every heart rejoice, God reiirns ! 
The day of darkness flies before the era 01" ad- 
vancing thought. From out our mountain" valleys 
shall yet be borue a banner emblazoned with a 
Wiuer creed, a nobler Christianity, a purer faith than 
eartn has ever seen. Men shall yet learn that the 
true mission of priesthood is to teach and not to 
control, and in our midst shall stand the same pnest- 
huud that we believe in to-day, but whose greatest 
glory shall be that they represent a spirit from which 
etery principle of coercion has ceea wiped away.

Jn response to this communication I presented 


mjself at the School ou last Saturday and staled, 
lu answer to the charge contained therein that, 
with very few exceptions, l ^ad beea punc- 
tual in 
attendance at 
<J:c School ever since 
I became a member, excepting when absent from 
the city or Territory, or when Illness m my family 
prevented me; consequently wag innocent of anv 
wroug in not having been always present at their 
meetings. 


What lurther transpired on that occasion the rules 


of the School will not permit mo to state; but on the 
same night I received a notice to appear ror trial on 
iionday. October 26, on a charge of apostacv, which 
charge was sustained on the ground of my having 
endorsed the sentiments contained in the -Uta/i 
Jlayctzme, or which f am one of tne publishers, ad- 
vocating freedom of speech and the press, and differ- 
ing Irora the authorities of the Church on the ques- 
tion of unconditional obodienco to tnolr require- 
ments, although nothing bordering on immorality or 
nnchriatmnUke conduct was brought against me, 
bat, on the contrary, a gre»t amount of testimony 
was volunteered by the speakers to iho purity.™ my 
ll/cana correctness of mj course up tothe pmSt 


I will now give some of my Tlowa in retard to the 
action taken and the principles involved in it 


According to my knowlsdj-e or the rules 'of tne 


Church no man or number of men—Irrespective o 
their position In tho priesthood—Uavo a rlcht to dls 
fellowship a man for such dereliction. Had I nee 
guilty of Irregular attendance at the School of th 
prophets without justifiable cause I shouia oul 
nave broken one of Its rules, the penalty of if hicii 
at most, could not have exceeded uisoieuitershli 
from the School, 


Jn attempting to discharge this dnty I desire to b 
guided by the inspiration ol Heaven, that my rtadert 
may have a correct understanding of iny views am 
appreciate tue hieh motive that now prompts me ti 
give them expression. 


In the arst place, I wish it distinctly nnderatood 
that I will speak about principles and not peisous, 
let there bo In your minds a clear line c-I detnarca- 
tion between thorn, for while I feel solemnly imiress 
ed to speak with the utmost freedom concerning 
somo principles that mav reflect unfavorably en Hit. 
judgment of the authorities, let it bo remembered 
that 1 do not Impugn their motives, question their 
integrity or attack them as men; but it certaiily Is 
my risrnt to judge as to the correctness of the princi- 
ples taught by all men, whether they belusid: the 
pale of Hie Church or not. 


It is proper for me to state m this connectiot that 
I possess only the kindest feelings toward! my 
brethren In the priesthood and to ail mankind and 
especially so towards President Voung, with vhom 
none but the most friendly and intimate relations 
have existed since. In tiie -days of my boyhood, I 
first came to this Territory; and whatever errowous 
opinions I think he possesses, I regard them as iui- 
perfecttoas of the judgment or a great man. 
instead of enumerating tne measures mciy 
adopted that my judgment cannot endorse, I wjl at 
once call attention to the fundamental principle tuey 
involve, the soundness of wnich justifies or con- 
demns them, 1 refer to tlie doctrine of uncondi- 
tional obedience—implicit obedience of one portion 
of the priesthood to the edicts of another portion of 
It who may be called to fill the leading positions in 
the Church. For it is well known that they claim 
the prerogative of absolutely dictating the people 
as to where they shall live and what thsy shall do. 
•n*at they shall eat and what they shall drink, That 
they shall accept as true and what they shall ryect 
as false, and this assumption of priestly power goes 
as far as to determine what we snail think In rejard 
to thinas temporal as well as things spiritual, as 
much as with reference to where we shall pure-use 
our goods as to the most cardinal points in our most 
holy faith; m a word, in regard to everything Unit 
interests us here or hereafter—that pertains to time 
now or time to come. 


To minds unshackled by superstition and fres to 
think, the bare statement of such a principle would 
be sufficient to show us fallacy, its dwarfing influ- 
ence on the intellect. Its feanul and dangerous ten- 
dency. 


Vet this doctrine is asserted and enforced, and 
those wao dare question us divinity do so at the 
imminent risk ot their standing In the Churcti, in 
losing which thev become banished from s.icisl 
circles, positions o'f public trust and Honor, an'i to 
some extent froal business patronage. Neither does 
the mischief end here, for In nearly all such cases 
the verdict against the parties cut off is that they 
are grossly immoral, and. therefore, have got into 
spiritual darkness and allowed the Oevll to lead 
them as his will, no matter how long their stanumg 
in the Church, how much they may have done for 
tho advancement of Us cause or now Irreproachable 
their lives. 


Inasmuch, then, as snch vital interests are in- 


volved lu this principle, it will not be wondered at 
that 1 should have realized how important it was to 
arrive at a correct conclusion in regard to it: for 
so strong is the force of Urstimpresstons: with suah 
tenacity do early trainings—especially religious 
ones—cling to the mind that, although my reason 
always taught me tnat the doctrine of uncondi- 
tional obedience was false, yet, until within the last 
few years, I aid not dare to trust wholly to that rea- 
son, for I was taught that "the wisdom of man is 
foolishness with God." and that there was safety 
only in following the dictates of tne servants of tub 
Almighty, whetner 1 could- see their utllltv or not. 
Moreover, of late years I have been more" or less 
interested financially in some of the enterprises of 
the Church, and thought it probable I might be re- 
quired, to be more so. I deemed it,;therefore, to be 
absolutely necessary that I should have my faith in- 
telligently based, iny principles clearly defined, and 
settle this question of obedience to au Infallible 
priesthood forever. 
I looked above and sought for light from. Its great 
fountain, and the light catue, aud with it a diiect 
testimony that Joseph Simla was a prophet, seer 
and revt-lator, ana fulfilled a divine mission, aod 
BnghaTi Young became President of the Church by 
:he will of the people and the approval of Heaven. 
Sut did it follow of necessity that all his schemes were 
raught with heavenly wisdom, or that obedleuce to 
:!iem must be rendered under pain of excommuni- 
cation: that his voice was the voice of God to the 
people" in all things, and that there was no access to 
:hc illimitable fountain or truth but through him f 
.Jy no means; but, on the contrary, it bore tcati- 
uony that trie ll<rht wiphm the soul, however faint It 
night be, TV.<IS a divine spark that coulJL only have 
been Kindled by its Creator ana its God, and that it 
was the privilege of all so to live as to possess sufil- 
icnt of its brightness to guide them In toe true 
iath: and that while, ou the one hand, obc- 
leuce to tho counsels of the servauts of God, Tree 
.cceptaace of their doctrines aud a whole-souled 
esnonsc to their requisitions, are sound proposl- 
lons ana essentially conducive to the good of the 
ommunity, yet, on the other hand, should such 
ousels, doctrines or requisitions come m£couulct 
with what, by history, experience, revelation or rea- 
on we know to be right—when conscience tells us 
hey are wrong, then response to them is idolatry, 
ana those who .render it violate the noblest instincts 
circumstances, Irrespective of their priesthood, be- 
comes disobedience to God. 


But u is urged by some that such liberty of cou- 
icieuce suould only be exercised by advanced mmds: 
hat it is only natures enriched bv the influences of 
continued virtue that can enjoy tais freedom with- 
t»t abusincr it; tliat people In a low state ofprogress, 
•cligiousiy us well as politically, have to be governed 
y authority and, like children, be required to conform 
6 a rigid discipline. The force of this "objection I am 
rec to admit, and, so far as the principle it involves 
naa application to us as a people, let it bo carried 
ut; but il will not by any means apply to the Whole 
ommimitv. For I Enow by personal experience 
Sat there "are thousands among ns whom the truth 
as made free and who see in the Gospel ol Jesus, 
'a perlect law of liberty," not liberty to ao wrong, 
ut who. In ihe consciousness of their integrity, 
mrity of purpose and love of humanity, dare to 
hluk for themselves in regard to all principles, 
whether they emanate from the priesthood or not. 
'o all such the severe regime to which we are sub- 
ected is terribly oppressive; their condition de- 
mands a more liberal one, their souls are faint for 
spiritual food, and they thirst for the waters of that 
unfailing fountain that was opened up by the meek 
and lowly Jesus. 
To such as believe that all the measures Instituted 


by the President are iraugnt with dlvme wisdom, I 
will say tnat many of them have resulted In failures 
oo well known to need enumerating. 1 will, how- 
ever, mention the building of a warehouse on the 
Colorado, in 1S64, at a cost of about Sl8,ooO, which 
has' never realized any income, and Is now next to 
worthless. 
I give this as my opinion, but am aware 
liat the President disagrees with me, for he said at 
.he High Council that the Colorado warehouse 
vouid yet be a success and that he would yet buy 
>ut the stockholders. Now, to prove my sincerity 
u this statement, I will thank tne President or any 
'lie else to give me twenty-Uve cents on the dollar 
m the amount I Lave invested therein—namely, 
33,000. 


The Utah Produce Comniny, for the purpose of 
hipping Hour and home products to Montana, 
-?as originated and 
controlled by tne Presi- 
dent, and cost the stockholders, of whom I was 
me to the amount 
of $1.000, not 
only all 


he money they invested in stock, but half as much 
more besides. I wish it distinctly understood that 
hese failures do not necessarily prove President 
Young to be a bad financier, but simply that ills 
udginent, being human, is liable to err like that of 
jther men, and that, in such matters at least, he is 
lot infallible. But the deienders of the belief that 
'the Pope can do no wrong" tell us we are incom- 
jetens to judge in such matters, even if they do re- 
ult in apparent failure; for, say they, the Lord may 
eslgn to try the people by such means, and it is 1m- 
lossible to tell what hidden motive or purpose ex- 
sted In His mind in regard to them. This is very 
rue and the logic is Inesistible when based on the 
assumption, in the first place, that all such mea- 
sures, whetner according to human judgment they 
are succesful or not, are nevertheless Inspired by 
God. 
But how can we accept any auch assump- 
tion 
when 
by so' doing we ignore the light 


of reason 
and 
have no further use tor the 
faculties with which we are endowed by the Great 
Creator? Is it not wiser and safer to judge a tree 
by its fruits and the wisdom of enterprises and poli- 
cies by their manifest results? 


I will now call attention to what I regard as tha 
most baneful effect of iorced compliance to such 
doctrines and rules of church discipline, which first 
engender and then roster hypocrisy. Hundreds of 
good men in this Territory are guilty of evasion and 
dissimulation; they cannot see tne wisdom of some 
things they are reijuired to accept under pain of 
being disfellowsliipped; and this is not the worst of 
it; they are not even permitted to thinic differently 
Irom the appointed way, for, as is well known, they 
are visited by tsacners, who, as n class, are made up 
ol our most faithiui men, who are themselves com- 
pelled to put such 
inquisitorial questions 
as 


will force tha questioned either to a.truthful 
avowal of their views (m which case, siiouid 
they 
be 
heterodox, 
excommunication 
would 


be certain), oi» evade the objectionable points, 
failing 
in 
which 
they resort 
to 
dissimula- 
tion. In nothing Is this hypocrisy so much mani- 
fested as in onr so-called voting. It is a principle 
well understood tnat. in order thai people should 
enjoy the right of voting in its true sense, they be 
influenced neither by fear nor favor; and yet with 
us, if a man raises his hand against any measure 
emanating from the priesthood, he does so at the 
almost certain low of His fellowship. Neither is be 
permitted to withhold his vote; he mnst sustain the 
measure or oppoie It. the effect ol which is to make 
good men conscientiously hypocritical; for, much 
as they may hate dissimulation—far as their natures 
may be removed from hypocrisy—they believe it to 
better to submit to tuts sorter comoulitlon, quieting 
their consciences for the time being with mental 
reservations, than come out m opposition to 
their brethren, whom, notwithstanding their dif- 
ferences of opinion, they both love and respect. 
This accounts, in a measure at least, for the una- 
nimity so universal In our voting. One case illus- 
trating this fact occurred tlie other day. A friend 
deeply interested in my welfare expressed regret 
that he would have to bo present at my trial; for, 
although his views la regard to certain measures of 
church. • policy and government correspond with 
mine, ho Knew that, In cose l did not renounce those 
views, he would be required to vote -lor my seve- 
rance from the Churcn; refusing to do which would 
be noticed and an explanation called lor which 
would probably result in the loss or his standing In I In) 
tbe Onuron. Another instance bearing on tiup sub-1 amw?, & Hundreds, an 
siH

Somo twenty years ago I bccamo identified with 
this people, because the principles presented to me 
appealed to my reason as belog true, and the sweet 
Influence that accompanied them told my heart that 
tho work muse be divine. Since then, the weak 
nesses of human nature permUtluz, I have been 
faithful to the truth 1 tlieu embraced and have 
learned to love it more and more as my nature uu- 
foUieaaisd my appreciation of its beauties increased; 
and it never was so priceless, so dear to my soul as 
It is to-day. I have responded to the requisitions of 
the auttioritlos frequently, because I have seen their 
utility and felt myself luterested ui their accomplish- 
ment; but sometimes I have done so at the cost of 
thousands of dollars, when 1 was of opinion that the 
measures 
were 
not 
wisely planned, and the 
results have proved that 
my judgment 
was 


not at fault. I obeyed, 
In 
those 
cases, to 
preserve unity of 
action, 
believing 
then 
as 
now, that our union Is worth more tnan money, that 
It should be maintained at the cost ot Individual 
interests. Indeed, I regard union as a gem of such 
worth that we should do everything but wroug to 
maintain it; thatwe must not do even to preserve 
us from disunion; and a man does wrong when he 
acts contrary to the dictates of conscience, God's 
monitor in the soul, for then he violates the divine 
part of Ins nature and sins against light and truth. 
i have not done these things simply because 1 was 
told to do so, but because the light or Deity within 
me testified ir, was right. 


This issue has been by me unsought; It has been 


forced upon me. I have endeavored to meet it like 
a true man, who, although valuing most dearly the 
Irlendslup or this people, which has been so long 
and uninterruptedly enjoyed by me, and fully appre- 
ciating all the advantages resulting therefrom. wouW 
rather incur the temporary displeasure ol some and 
and its consequences, than do violence to his sense 
of right, disregard the holiest promptings of the 
soul, ana thus, tn sinning against nature, gin against 
nature's Goa. 


With regard to apostacy I know myself to oe 


wholly innocent, the trnth of which. God will in the 
early future make fully apparent. I mighc as con- 
sistently be charged with the violation of a trust 
that I never accepted. To apostacise from religion 
s to abandon it. This I have not done. It is be- 
cause of my arm adherence to iny religion that I 
have been thus dealt with. My faith at the outset 
was accepted on tne basis or my understanding of 
the trutn; it rests there now, and there it will con- 
tinue to rest while reason holds Her sway or immor- 
tality endures. 


l am charged with no crime dr Immorality of any 
tlnd. My only fault is in being one of the publishers 
jf the Utah Magazine and for endorsing the senti- 
ments and principles set forth in Its columns. 
Whether these be true or false, treated upon in a 
temperate and respectful manner or not, you will be 
:he judges. You can read the articles; they speak 
or themselves. 
The 
magazine 
was 
started 
with the consent and approval or President 
Y'oung, although lie then expressed serious doubts 
as to Its financial success, in which I did not 
very much differ; but money-making was not the 
object for which it was started. Its aim was to dis- 
seminate liberal ideas and advocate broad, generous 
principles; bht such only as were compatible with 
our lalth. at. least, in its most nuiversalian aspect; in 
a word, to do good to the people with whom onr lot 
as cast; aud it has been devoted faithfully to that 
ibject ever since, 
we have taken the privilege of freely advocating 
inr views in its pages, as an inalienable right, that 
no man can riehteousiy dispossess us ot; and unless 
Uey conllict with truih or militate against progress 
no action of an ecclesiastical character can justly be 
akcn against us for so doing. Am I wrong la this 1 
Let the future, witu its irresistible logic of facts, 
aaswer. 


Meantime, would you have me false to my convic- 
ions, to the holiest impulses of my being, and 
lueQctt the divlnest aspirations or my soul ror reli- 
gious liberty? ir i would, I dare not, for am I not 
accountable to the Great God for so mucli of light 
and so much of trutn as he has blessed me with, and 
iew can 1 am agatust Him who is tne periectton of 
goodness, the embodiment of love?

To THE EDITOR OP THE UBRALD:— 


The present depressed condition of the trade and 


commerce or Our country with Europe and our West 
ern Statos will justify, if u floes not call for, a care- 
ful examination into tho causes that have produced 
it; aud that may, ana no doubt will, continue, like 
an incubus, to' oppress all the producing interests 
of our 'people. 
A brie! retrospect may serve to 


throw some light upon the Hue of policy pursued by 
our Treasury managers, ana enable us to avoid in 
our future course the .disasters which have overtaken 
us. To manage the finances of a great nation, when 
they are properly understood, requires no more 
skill, labor and judgment than Is necessary to con- 
duct successfully a retail store In a country village. 
The accounts are debtor and creditor; and while the 
creditor side is well provided for and a surplus 
added to it yearly all -will go well and prosperous. 
But when the debtor side shows unmistakable evi- 
dence ot loss, then comes trouble and sorrow—lor it 
Is qulta plain that some one must suffer—and it is 
generally evidence of bad management aud incom- 
petent or dishonest managers. 


When the tlrst note of war soundea m 18G1 we 
were exporting to Europe annually from the South- 
ern States cotton, tobacco and rice—that produced 
more than $200.000,000. The war put a stop to tins 
export, but our .Northern merchants continued 10 
Import as much Irom Europe during tlie war as they 
had done before it commenced. At ths same time 
our Northern States did not Increase the volume of 
exports, because the war drew into the army a large 
portion of the best laborers in the country, aud this, 
of course, increased tue home value 01 all our pro- 
ducts. Thus exports were diminished aud imports 
increased. To enable our merchants tnus to exceed in 
imports the regular exports of the country the expe- 
dient of using railroad and other Interest paying 
securities at low prices was resorted to m Europe, 
and thus so large a debt -was created aud was press- 
ing lor payment when our war drew to a close that 
the rate of exchange and gold rose in our market to 
more than 250. Here was an overwhelming evidence 
of great and reckless overtrading, and how was this 
condition met» The country will rememuer that tti e 
then Secretary of the Treasury requested and author- 
ized Robert T. Walker to go abroad and to write and 
talk up the credit of the United States, aud try to in- 
duce capitalists m Germany and elsewhere to purchase 
the bonds of the federal government at about sev- 
enty cents on the dollar. Mr. Walker did go abroad, 
and reports that he influenced a demand from FranK- 
tort and other COWUB in Germanv. through mer- 
cnants and bankers here, that resulted in s-uea of 
near 359,000,001) ot our five-twenty oouds within a 
few months from the time he arrived in Europe. 
The sales tuns produced brought so large a volume 
of exchange upon oar market that the price of gold 
aud exchange tell from 2SO to 145. ilere we record 
one of the great mistakes made by the Treasury, 
and also show that the price of gold depends upon 
the price of exchange and not ou the volume oi our 
currency. The lawj of trade, or supply ami de- 
mand, invariably indicate the comliUou'or debt and 
credit accounts bv the premium or discount on ex- 
ch,tnge and goU.' The price of exchange beli:g 280 
on Europe, "viio was bcnell ted aud who injured by 
tho act of the Treasury f The buyer, not the seller, 
of exchange must be benefited. Who are the buy- 
ers? The merchants who import. The legitimate 
bills in regular trade should be orawu against the 
products of the country, shipped to be so:d in for- 
eign mancets. 
Then tbe farm produce, or the 
exchangeable produce of other branches of indus- 
try, matte the farmers aud mccliamcs the real own- 
ers or exchange sol.l in our mar'cet. Then tne lar- 
mers are 
the sellers of exchange wben the 
market is m 
a 
nurmai 
condition. 
It 
fol- 
oirs, 
then, that 
the merchant wno Imports 
was benefited by this act of Ihe Treasury to iho ex- 
:eut ol arty per cent, or several hundred millions of 
iollars; and it is equally plain that the farmers and 
otner producing Interests in our country were 
njured by a reduction or tae price of the products of 
;helr labor llfty per cent, or several hundred mil- 
lous or dollars. Thus these hundreds of millions 
taken irom the farmers and given to foreign Import- 
ers was tho effect of the 'ignorance <»'• tnuvprv of the 
i'rettsury. 
It Is dinioult to conceive of an act that has or could 


produce so great au Injury to a suffering people. 
1'lie Bttmulua ol 2SO for exchange would have set all 
the ploughmen and other luoorers In motion: our 
returned soldiers would have found full employ- 
ment at remunerative prices; our railroads and ca- 
:ials would have been occupied, and our shipping 
argely increased to do the Vast exporting tnat would 
save been required to meet the demand; aud aa the 
icople grew ricti and more able to export the large 
nipply would have gradually reduced tne price of 
exchange to par, when, there being no Inrtherde- 
naud for gold to export, it would ere this have be- 
come a drui£ in our market, and the banks could 
lavo resumed specie payments without indicting an 
iijury upon the public. These severe cousequeuces 
lave nowed from a violation oi God's own law ol 
egitimate supply and demanq. 
Thus we have 


bliuwn oue great and fatal mistake made through 
gnorance or Iraud by the Treasury.

We are promised, during the nillleninra that "the 
Ion and the laino shall lie down together," and 
hat all manner of wild and tame beasts will consort 
n peace and amity, Manager Wood, however, lias 
brought together a collection of wild animals, 
which, being only separated by sundry bars and 
cages-in two apartments, peacefully tolerato each 
others society, day and night, for the admiration 
and amusement or the museum patrons—thus some- 
vhat anticipating the Scriptural prophecy. Two 
arge rooms adjoining the museum have been fitted 
np expressly lor their reception; and here the lordly 
rhmoscerons can be seen wallowing gracefully In a 
jox just sufficiently large to allow me huge beast to 
.urn itself round in, aud e'enwhlle nlacmg its ele- 
gant proboscis in contact with the snouts of the two 
elephants adjoining, between whom and itself quite 
an au'ection seems to have sprung up. Two immense 
African lions, in opposite corners of the apartment, 
roar at each otner occasionally in friendly rivalry as 
o who can roar the loudest, while the miscellaneous 
other animals lisieu m admiration. Leopards, tigers, 
jears, hyenas, camels, sacred bulls, cynocephalus 
and pautheis, in as easy positions as their coudition 
vill permit, stare placidly back at Ihe visitors who 
stare at them. A lioness aud her cabs iorin rather 
a pretty picture or a mother and her children, while 
a large cage of monkeys (assorted) are an unfailing 
ourceor amusement to tne Juveniles. Tliucollec- 
lon comprises a larire number of magnificent speci- 
mens of the brute creation, aud cannot fail to prove 
or the manager a strong-additional attraction to 
he mutenm,'lor a menagerie like this at once com- 
jiiics amusement and instruction.

New York Ahead of the World—Redemp- 


tion of Its Past Kceonl—A Vast and 


Grand Undertaking—The Largest 


' 
and Finest Market 
in the 


World to Be Erected 


in This City. 


Year by year tne question advances itself to a fora- 


most rank lu public consideration Miat a f uperiol 
class of market accommodations Ia imperatively de- 
manded in this great city, and is bound In BOIU« 
manner to be secured. Hitherto, as Is well known, 
this Immense emporium of tlie commerce of a con- 
tinent has been atlllcted with the vilest and most 
Inefficient system of market accommodation on the 
whole broad earth. Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago, 
and especially San Francisco, have kept immaasure- 
ably ahead of New York In this regard, aud yet no 
city could so well afford or was under so great an 
obligation to furnish market conveniences as this. 
The products of thirty-seven Statea make New YorB 
their objective point. The cattle of Texas and ot 
the Illinois prairies make their way here. The othei 
day from the distant valleys ol California a cargo oi * 
zrapes and pears came rolling across tha Continent - 
and glutted the fruit stands of Washington and Fnl- 
ton markets. North, South, East and West con- 
tribute the supplies that feed a million months aud 
satisfy the countless demands of taste ana luxury. 
0nder tlie circumstances New 
Torlc slioald 


have the grandest and largest receptacles and dis- 
pensing places or these multifarious and endiesslj 
arriving products which her citizens are desirous oi 
trafficking in and to a large extent consuming. 
Above all should the market accommodation be am- 
ple and complete, clean, light and spacious. Here 
tofore we found that the people of New York were 
apparently satlsfled with such markot accommoda- 
tion as could be found at Fulton or Washington. The 
moment, however, that an innovation was attempted 
and its results somewhat appreciated a general destra 
sprang up to make tne convenience more extended 
and to give to the community at large its beueilta 
and Its blessings. The city government nas deci- 
dedly failed to furnish that necessary and complete 
convenience of supply ana arrangement of supplies 
that the requirements of this large population de- 
mand. Private corporations have In many instances 
come to the rescue, and in the case of the Thirty- 
fourth Street Market, which this notice embraces, 
show the vast superiority or onvate over public 
enterprise. 


Tew York is at last to nava a market which will 


be worthy oi the coaimercial capital or tae conti- 
nent. A company of enterprising gentlemen, organ- 
ized under tne name of the Manhattan Building 
Company, is about erecting a magnificent structure, 
at the foot ot Thirty-fourth street, North river, to be 
called Manhattan Market. Tha propersy secured tor 
this purpose Is bounded by Thirty-fourth and Thirty- 
tilth streets, Eleventh avenue and the North river, 
and comprises about eighty city lota, with bulkhead 
and river front of 200 feet, with all tho water privi- 
leges. The main market will cover the whole block; 
from Eleventh to Twelfth avenues, aud between 
Thirly-rourlh and Thirty-mth streets, being sou feet 
by 200, or 100,000 square feet. This will be the 
largest building under ono roof ou this continent. 
The open market will be bounded by Thirty-fourtn 
and Tmrty-iiitti streets. Twelfth avenue aod the 
Bulkhead line, being 200 feet loas by 100 feet broad, 
and presenting a superficial area of 20,000 square 
feet. This will be covered by a roof of felt and 
gra\el, with abundant ventilation, aud .is to be 
floored with pavement flagging. 
The dock to be used constructed for the special 
use of the market will be 'MO feet long from the cen- 
tra of the bulkhead, and :j3 leet wide, thus giving 
ample lacllities lor the loading and unloading of 
market produce. Ko liner location could be round 
lu this city for ttio purpose, as ere many years TU 11 ty- 
Iou.-l.li street will be the central linis of the metropo- 
lis. The foundation will be on piles aud concrete; 
tbe sill course of LocKport stouo or granite; tho 
halls, ol brick, -24 inches thick and faced witu tho 
best Philadelphia, ^a leet. inch at the Eleventh 
avenue oud and 54 leet high at the Twelfth avenue, 
on lug to the grade of the street. There will be 108 
doors aud wiudows ou Thirty-fourth and Ttiirt\-fifth 
streets and 3n on Eleventh and Twellth avenues, the 
centre ones being the laigcst, the whole arched witli 
brick a-ju LocKport stone Imposts and, keystones; 
the doors of ornamental iron and the windows of 
Ki*ww, 
LUW mi-iiwo or omamcuuil brickwork aud 
metal Ciivo troughs; the lour corners Hanked with, 
towers of ornamental ironwork 70 ieel high. 
The centre of tao Tiiirty-ioui-tii and Thirti-nrth. 
street 
elevations 
will 
bu eanied 
up 
threu 
stories 
or 70 feet lug.'i 
and be. 110 Ieel liiug 
by 30 feet deep, to be reached by iron spiral 
staircases ana to be used as offices, restaurants 
or for other purposes. The centre, oa Eleveulu aud 
Twelfth avenues, will also be carried up threa 
stories, with an iron cupola, the whole being 112 feet 
[ilgh, anu 100 feet long by 2tt feet deep. These eleva- 
tions being supported" from thu inside by Iron 
columns will not interfere witu the mam noor of 
tho marker. The rocf will consist of three spans or 
arches of wrought Iron lattice work, supported on 
iron columns. The contru spaa of loo leet, dome 
shape, aad 75 feet from the iloor; the side spana 
50 feet each, and 3S leet from the noor. A continu- 
ous range of circular headed ventilating windows, 
eight aud tea fuet high respectively, around tho 
whole building, both on the centre of the side spaus 
and ou the crown of the main roof; six patent ven- 
tilators, eight feet square, at equal distances alone 
tin; ridge: thus makmg not only a grand and ele- 
gant ruor but affording abundance or light and 
ventilation. 


The clock tower, of iron, which will rise from 
the centre to the mam roof, to be 34 feet at the 
base and IB.: feet high. The covering of uhe roof 
to consist or narrow Inch ami a uiiarter tongueU 
aud grooved while pine, covered with English felt 
aud roollaij till. 


Tiie whole building to bo lighted inside bv 700 gag 
burners and outside br 13U globes over the centres 
of tlie doors and windows. Tun mam iloor laid with 
French xspiiaite, with all the proper arrangements 
for water and drainage. Tne number of stalls on 
the mam noor iusidu the building 1,200 m round 
numbers. 


Tlio building will bo of the Byzantine style or 
architecture, simple in construction and grand lu 
effect, eclipsing all previous market structures. Tho 
work will Us commenced as soon as the property is 
vacated by some parties now on a portion of it. on 
the 1st July, l»70. Ia tho meanwhile the company 
of gentlemen, alter having had before them phius 
ind drawings from, a number of prominent archi- 
-ects, have adopted the plans submitted by Mr. 
ti. G. Harrison, aud the designs are certainly very 
graud aua Imposing, and udiuiiubly adapted for the 
Hirposes intended. 


Too much praias cannot be extended to the gen- 
tlemen who have Inaugurated this movement, which 
s certain to prove a liuaucial success. The good 
judgment they have displayed m the selection of 
tueir designs, so well adapted to meet the purposes 
aud wants of a large body of people, give a guar- 
antee of the support and- encouragement which will 
be given them, and at the same time give to our city 
aa ornament as well as.a long needed improvement. 


The whole outlay wlh be in the neighborhood of 


M,0i»,ooo. It is not too much to claim for this 
building an exlent greater than auy oilier of u simi- 
ar character. On its ample nuor an entire army 
coips could be paraded auu rOjm left for 2u,o<>i) spoc- 
ators besides. The vastucss ol the spac* might be 
realized by any one wao lias been within the Coli- 
seum at Boston, and beiug told th.it this market us 
o excaed that structure by lo.OOj feet. The spaco 
of an ordinary block is something of vast and stnk- 
ng eirect when built, on, but this is what peoplo 
popularly kuow, as an avenue block, which haa a 
•ectangular stretch lour siuies as great and corre- 
ipondingly imposing. 


Agreeably to invitation representatives of tho 
press in this city assembled at tiie office.of thu 
aanhattaa Building Company last eveamg, wnen 
he plans for this great structure were submitted to 
heir examination by the trustees of that Institution, 
and much of tho information given above furnished 
pectmg ins purpose of cho association.

BrigLam Young Holds it^Apostacy 


to Differ with the Priesthood, 


The Excommunicated Tnrned Orer to "the 


Bnffetings of Satan." 


The last number of the Utah Magazine, dated Octo- 


ber so, contains the following appeal to tiie people 
on the part or the Mormons wno were recently ex- 
communicated oy the High Council for publishing ia 
their magazine certain articles obnoxious to the 
policy of Brigbam Young against such escomrjivun- 
catlon. We give the appeal and protects In tall, as 
it is evident toot there is a crisis in tne" history ol 
Mormonism winch threatens to. become of great gen- 
eral interest. 


An Appeal to the People. 


Since the date of writing my last editorial a 
startling cnaagu has taken place In mv situation, 
althougii not ;n my feelings or sentiments towards 
the members or oar Churca. For writing sucn arti- 
cles as "Our Workmen's Wages," "Tne True Dey>l- 
opraent of tne Territory,': -steadying the Ar£," &c., 
a charge has beea preferred against me or apostacv, 
on the ground that I have no right to publicly discuss 
the wisdom or any measure or policy "or tas priest- 
hooa and expect to retain a membership in the 
Church at the same time. For asserting my bellel 
that the Gospel gives me the freedom to differ with 
The leaders or tae CtiurcH and the privilege ol stating 
my difference of opinion, provided I do it honestly 
ami respectfully. I have been deprived of my mem.- 
bersnip m the Churcu — ma doctrine being positively 
laid down on the occasion or my trial bv President 
Bngham Young and Blder George Q. Cannon, that 
"it is apostacy to honestly differ with the priesthood 
in any of their measures." 


If this definition of apostacy be correct, of course. 
1 am an apostate, because it is trne that 1 do not see 
eye to eye with our ecclesiastical leaders on the sub- 
ject of the reduction ol our workmen's wages, tne 
mineral development of the Territory and similar 
matters. 


I wish to Rive In a brie" way a statement of the cir- 
cumstances attending my expulsion and toe reasons 
by which 1 have been guided m the course I have 
taken, so that all my rnends mr.v jutlgs ror tnera- 
srtves. In doing this I shall LavG to omit most of 
ti;e preliminaries connected with the case, inasmuch 
ss tney occurrred at the -school or trie -Prophets." 
fcuillce it to say that on Saturday. 16th October, an 
announcement that we had been violently denounced 
by President Younsr reached oar eats and on the fol- 
lowing Saturday we were publicly citea to appear 
before the High CouucU ana "ae tried lor our 
standing." 


On .Monday we appeared before the Kio-h Council 
at tue City Hal), wluca ~:a dsaseiy packed wall the 
authorities of the Cburcn—no ordmarv members, 
except those who appeared as witnesses or were 
specially invited, being allowed, to be present. The 
following is a brier synopsis of tiie trial, from min- 
utes made on the spot:— 


Alter the charge or apos;acy has been preferred 
by Klder George 4. Cannon, 011 tue ground of articles 
In the JUitgazifLC' contain!3% views on financial ques- 
tions differing with those of tne President, as we!I as 
on account of En expressed belie! tiiat members or 
the Church held not only a right to think but to ex- 
press their ideas on sucn subjects, t.1e question was 
put to Elder Cannon whether -it was apostacy to 
differ honestly with the measures of the President, 
tn which lie replied, "it is apoKtacy tu differ honest!? 
with tne measures of trie President. A man may be 
honest even in hell.-' This Wen President Wells ton- 
firmed by remarking that we "might as well a-st tne 
question whether a mnu had the right to diner hur.- 
estiy with the Almigntv." Thus tiie doctrine was 
uiKiuaiiliedly asserted that the Almighty and me 
priesthood, so far as us official dictates were con- 
cerned, were to be acoeateii as one and the same 
thing, on pain of excommunication from the Church. 


William S- Godbe stated that bis claim to con- 
scientiously dlifer with the views or the leaders of 
the church on certain questions could nut be apos- 
tacy. Inasmuch as he had always believed that such 
were his rights. While he bore testimony t.o me 
dlvme mission ot Joseph' Smith tmd to the ap- 
pointment, of Brighasu \ oung as his successor in the 
Presidency ot the Church, he denial his right tu 
eniorce unquestioning obedience upon all subjects 
secular and spiritual irom its members- lie believed 
the preservation 01 yur unit v lias worth anv price 
short of the concession or the right of thought and 
speech or aay o! her true principle. Thai price he 
•was not willing to pay even for unity. He claimed 
tlidt he entertained uoay but tiie Kindest feelings 
towards the Presidency and pnesLUijou severally, 
and trusted, however much they mi^ut object to hie 
views, that they would ut least concede to him 
honesty and purity of purpose. 
E. L. T. Harrison tncu mam: tliat if it was apos- 
tacy to ditfer coraselentiu:!^y witn the pnestuoo 1 of 
the Church he muht be cun-iuercd an wpustufy, for 
he certainly did uilfer with I lieru on t-ouie matters. 
The point upon wiiic^ he most particularly diirered 
was their right to expel people from i.he cirurch be- 
cause of a difference ol opinion on matters of 
Church policy, iie admitted that they had a right 
to demand of hiinimpllcit obedience or every Gospel 
ordinance, as well as to every condition of a pure life. 
All that he claimed as his right was reypecuully and 
temperately to discuss any difference of opinion he 
might entertain wituout being cut on" irum the 
Charch lor to dulng. 
ins reasons for considering that this was his privi- 
lege as a member ol the Church were rhat it was 
part of the Gospel oilerad to him in loreign lanus. 
lie was told that m this Church thu utmost freedom 
of speech would be permitted. Popery and other 
systems had muzzled ireedom of speech, bat In this 
Churcn such oppression was to be crushed forever, 
and never raise again us accursed head. ±ie accepted 
the Gospel on these terms, not sinnily because the 
elders told him these were his rights, but because 
the Holy Spirit bore testimony that they but ultt:r;-d 
tlie truth when they so taught, anil he was there t!ii»t 
dav to claim these privileges of tun Gospel. 


When exainmlng tut doctrines o" thiu Church ha 


vraa advised by the elders to use his judgment and' 
Intellect to the iullest extent and dispute every prin- 
ciple that he cotilu not understand. This had re- 
sulted in his entrance into the Church, if he hud 
mounted up1 the ladder of his own reason and jaog- 
meut to get into the Church, w:iy should he now be 
called upon to icicle that down by •nhicti he had as- 
cended and go along without It ? ft IE n as agouti 
thing and had brought him blessing to use his own 
opinion at the uist, why should he not continue the 
use of that wlitcli had dunu "him eo much good ? 
iie objected to the remus'timi lor anv man to ac- 
cept any doctrme or principle that ho did not fully 
understand, buclm dugiua could nut be faupportad 
by sound reason. 
We could on y be expected 10 
accept any principle because it was beautiful and 
true. \\'o were not requneti to accept Goil or Jesus 
because they were Cou or Jesus, bjt because ihey 
3>resent5d teachings higher, holleninti moie heavenly 
than an:, other beings. How could we tell that auv 
principle came from Uod. except it was tDat it was 
better to our intellect and jutlgmeni. than ulhtr doc- 
trines. Beyond tais w>tnfths of the light of truth 
within us we had nothing to fall bscE upon to auide 
us. 


Jt had been argued that we must passively and 


unmqnirmgly obey the prieatuou'.l. bacause othei- 
wn,e we could not bni.d ui> '/Aon. Re could not see 
this. A nation buiit up on such a principle could bo 
no ZIOD. The only giory or beauty that there could be 
lu aZion mustresuitfrom its oeuig composed ol peu- 
ple all of whom acted intelligently in alf their opera- 
tions, fnty tflouaana people acting in concert, 
building UB eicellejit cities or domg any thing else 
ti ell. but domir it rueo-haiiicaily, because ihey were 
told, was no sight to bs adiiured. A dozen persons, 
not operating half as perfectly as to the nature of 
their work, but doing wiiac hula they did mtslli- 
gently, must be a far more duilclitrul exhibition to 
uoa ahd Intelligsnces. 


These were his views. If ther cousi ituted apos- 
tacy. the Council must deal with" him according to 
tneir laws. One thiug, nowever, they could not do. 
They might cut Mm off from his brethren, but they 
should never cut Ins brethren on' from his affections, 
iiehadheen twenty years a member of this Church, 
and he intended to live ana die with them auu no 
one should ever drive aim from their midst. 


l>e knew and could bear testimony that Joseph 


Smith wasaprophetof-God. iie could bear tesu- 
inony that Enghara Young was divinely called to 
succeed Joseph ^mlth in the Presidency or the 
church, and he Knew that tha President was in- 
spired to brme this people to these uiuumnms.

For replying in the affirmative to the question 
whether he sustained the above brethren m thet 
course, Elder Ell U. Kclsoy was summarily cut 01 
from tiie Church. 


During tao above trial remarks were made 


various speakers, comparing us to every foul flpos 
tate—the Laws, tne nigbees and Fosters, and every 
debauchee, drunkard, whoremonger and gambler— 
that ever left tbe Church for his own iniquitous pur 
pose. In reference to this I have only to say that 
our past lives are before the people, and the future 
will show whether there is any difference between 
men who come out in the assertion or a principle 
aud men or tne class referred to. 


Jt was also asserted, without tne first fraction of 


proof, that we were seeking: Gentile influence and 
aid to the injury of the religious interests of our 
community. 
Inasmuch as this statement will, 
doubtless, be reiterated In order to arouse the feel- 
ings of the people or the Territory agnmst ns, while 
we boldly avow that we respect all men, Gentiles or 
otherwise, tn exact proportion to their private vir- 
tues, we dare any Gentile In this Territory or out of 
It to come forward, from whom, up to this very 
moment, we have ever sought the Brst particle of 
assistance or co-operation, and challenge any man 
in existence to produce such a person. The tics of 
lalth. and principle necessarily unite the hearts of 
men closer together than they can bs without these 
bonds; and to this extent we love oar brethren 
more than all other -men; bnt independent of this 
consideration, and viewing meu as men alone, we 
respect Gentile as much as Mormon, provided they 
act as -well, and better than Mormon if- they act 
better. 


We nave sought no Gentile co-operation, and 
Ehail sees none rarther than we shall desire and 
seet the friendship of all good men, because wo be- 
lieve that, as a people, we need no aid beyond our 
own. 
And at once and forever to crush out this 
aiaader we publish now to tbe whole Gentile world 
our sentiments uooa this subject. We wish them 
to understand that wo have intelligence, manliness 
ana divinity enough among our people and in our 
system to correct our own evils where we have any. 
u'e gratefully accept, as all men should, the syin- 
lattnes of our fellow men in every good word and 
wor£, but our faith is that God is m onr svstem and 
that Zion is perfectly capable of purifying" her own 
fountains and presenting herself before the world 
model or freedom and a centre of light ana truth. 
There is another subject noon which we wish to 
say a word. Daring the investigation of our case 


civil rights are concerned. We have no quarrel with 
him or auy other man m the priesthood on the qn"s- 
tlonor^our civil rlgut to speak and publish in Utah. 
So one has iitteriered witn us in thi^ respect. This 
is not uuj- difficulty. Ours is a Church question— a 
question of onr ngnt to speafc and publish and retain 
our positions as members of the Church, ineverv 
ptlier respect wa have all the freedom we want. We 
mate this statement now to all because an effort 
was and will be made to prove that we want tae 
outslile world to believe that there Is no free- 
dom of speech in Utah, and thus bring on a col- 
lision with our people. This Is a charge as false 
as it is unscrupulous. What we complain of is 
that there K 110 freedom to think and speat 
within the limits of the Church. What a farce 
to say, "Brethren, you have ail the freedom to 
speak and publish what you please," and in tho nest 
breath remark, '-But I shall cut YOU off from the 
Church au-1 send you aotvn to" hell if you do. 
Brethren, uss your privileges." What freedom is 
this •' Who, ainons even despots, does not give as 
much? All roonarctis say, •• Chink and speas as you 
please; but we will imprison and punish yon, not- 
withstanding." President young says we are free 
to dllfer witu him, but lie wiil cut us off from the 
society ol God and holy beings; separate us from all 
we holu near in the Church, aud witncr up all our 
hopes of eieruai life if we attempt it, Who USES tho 
greatest amount of compulsion or Intimidations 
There is no force or coercion lite that applied to 
men's hopes and rears or a future life, and this is 
the lacs of freedom we complain of. 
President 


Youag admits our right to speatoutside the Church. 
On that point he neither tries nor wants to coerce 
us; what we want is our right to speuK. withm it. 


In the course of President loung's speech he

10 our limiting." llestated that tills was true, ana 
aid, "The priesthood is only intended to help us to 
Hint." 
Was tins principle practically ackuow- 
euged by President Young, as mach as theoreti- 
a:ly, he woul/1 concede ail wu claim; but It is not 
so, tor, immediately upon the top of this statement 
tiiat tha priesthood only assumes to "help ua to 
think" comes the doctrine that unless, when they do 
••help" us. we ihlnt exactly aa they direct us on 
every subject, we snail bo expelled from the church. 
This, every sensible person will see, is not "help- 
ing,1' but forcing ua to thluK, whether we will or not.

chier hupe of this country lie^ in its minerals, 
but there irf no invitation hrrem for the outside 
world to develop our mines, in that article we spe- 
cially urge our own people to develop ihem. it was 
to urge our people to wort riieir minerals them- 
selves, Instead of letting capitalists from every part 
ol creation couie ia aud take their rights out of 
tneir hands, as they will do unless they bestir them- 
selves. that we wrote that arricle. Every impartial 
reader w ill see this; aud the lalse charge attempted 
to bo fabiened upon as will fall Harmless to the 
ground. 


It will be seen that we have borne testimony to the 
legality of the appointment or lirigham Young as 
President of the Ounrch. even while we object to 
some of nis views. We do this consistently, for we 
Hold it IB a lalse docirlue, because God In His 
providence calls 
any 
man 
to 
preside, that 
that man necessarily is tho will and voice 
of the Lord m all he chooses to do ana sav. It 
is a manifest truth and agreeable to all experience 
that God can only inspire a man to the extent 
that his orgunUailon and spiritual character will ad- 
mit. A man may have a strong aud determined 
bias, and conscieutiously believe that hi? projects 
are the will of Heaven when tie is only following 
the bcut of his own organization. God never did 
or can wort through any man further than that 
man's character and will may permit. On this 
account all urophets or presidents must be fallible 
In their dictation, and to build upon them— even the 
greatest and thu best, independent of the light of 
God within — is 10 build upon the sand. Priesthoods 
and presidents are not given for man's iafalllbie 
guWes, they 
arc merely aids or "helps" lor 
the cultivation oi the greater and more absolute 
light within the >u;n. That light, is infallible, be- 
causs it travels Ei vend all earthly weaknesses and 
drinks directly ar;.; immediately from the torone of 
God itself. 


With these exp:anations I present my case ana that 


of my friend, W;lliain S. Goflbe, before the Church 
and the world at large. We cave no intention of sus- 
pending the issue of this magazine, but from time to 
time shall in lis columns tate up this question ami 
analyze it in every light nnr.il our brethren under- 
stand 1 he question thoroughly. We should, and will, 
yield oar judgment to that of a child, If it can point 
out to us an error of thought or spirit, but we will 
not bow to lorcc. The day has gone by lor that, and 
there daw as upon the hilltops or utan a bright and 
radiant star of ecclesiastical 
as well as civil 


freedom. Let every heart rejoice, God reiirns ! 
The day of darkness flies before the era 01" ad- 
vancing thought. From out our mountain" valleys 
shall yet be borue a banner emblazoned with a 
Wiuer creed, a nobler Christianity, a purer faith than 
eartn has ever seen. Men shall yet learn that the 
true mission of priesthood is to teach and not to 
control, and in our midst shall stand the same pnest- 
huud that we believe in to-day, but whose greatest 
glory shall be that they represent a spirit from which 
etery principle of coercion has ceea wiped away. 


In the rail assurance that, the time is at hand I 
subscribe myself a brother to all who do right, and 
no leas a mend to all wao ijpiorantly err.

Jn response to this communication I presented 


mjself at the School ou last Saturday and staled, 
lu answer to the charge contained therein that, 
with very few exceptions, l ^ad beea punc- 
tual in 
attendance at 
<J:c School ever since 
I became a member, excepting when absent from 
the city or Territory, or when Illness m my family 
prevented me; consequently wag innocent of anv 
wroug in not having been always present at their 
meetings. 


What lurther transpired on that occasion the rules 


of the School will not permit mo to state; but on the 
same night I received a notice to appear ror trial on 
iionday. October 26, on a charge of apostacv, which 
charge was sustained on the ground of my having 
endorsed the sentiments contained in the -Uta/i 
Jlayctzme, or which f am one of tne publishers, ad- 
vocating freedom of speech and the press, and differ- 
ing Irora the authorities of the Church on the ques- 
tion of unconditional obodienco to tnolr require- 
ments, although nothing bordering on immorality or 
nnchriatmnUke conduct was brought against me, 
bat, on the contrary, a gre»t amount of testimony 
was volunteered by the speakers to iho purity.™ my 
ll/cana correctness of mj course up tothe pmSt 


I will now give some of my Tlowa in retard to the 
action taken and the principles involved in it 


According to my knowlsdj-e or the rules 'of tne 


Church no man or number of men—Irrespective o 
their position In tho priesthood—Uavo a rlcht to dls 
fellowship a man for such dereliction. Had I nee 
guilty of Irregular attendance at the School of th 
prophets without justifiable cause I shouia oul 
nave broken one of Its rules, the penalty of if hicii 
at most, could not have exceeded uisoieuitershli 
from the School, 


Jn attempting to discharge this dnty I desire to b 
guided by the inspiration ol Heaven, that my rtadert 
may have a correct understanding of iny views am 
appreciate tue hieh motive that now prompts me ti 
give them expression. 


In the arst place, I wish it distinctly nnderatood 
that I will speak about principles and not peisous, 
let there bo In your minds a clear line c-I detnarca- 
tion between thorn, for while I feel solemnly imiress 
ed to speak with the utmost freedom concerning 
somo principles that mav reflect unfavorably en Hit. 
judgment of the authorities, let it bo remembered 
that 1 do not Impugn their motives, question their 
integrity or attack them as men; but it certaiily Is 
my risrnt to judge as to the correctness of the princi- 
ples taught by all men, whether they belusid: the 
pale of Hie Church or not. 


It is proper for me to state m this connectiot that 
I possess only the kindest feelings toward! my 
brethren In the priesthood and to ail mankind and 
especially so towards President Voung, with vhom 
none but the most friendly and intimate relations 
have existed since. In tiie -days of my boyhood, I 
first came to this Territory; and whatever errowous 
opinions I think he possesses, I regard them as iui- 
perfecttoas of the judgment or a great man. 
instead of enumerating tne measures mciy 
adopted that my judgment cannot endorse, I wjl at 
once call attention to the fundamental principle tuey 
involve, the soundness of wnich justifies or con- 
demns them, 1 refer to tlie doctrine of uncondi- 
tional obedience—implicit obedience of one portion 
of the priesthood to the edicts of another portion of 
It who may be called to fill the leading positions in 
the Church. For it is well known that they claim 
the prerogative of absolutely dictating the people 
as to where they shall live and what thsy shall do. 
•n*at they shall eat and what they shall drink, That 
they shall accept as true and what they shall ryect 
as false, and this assumption of priestly power goes 
as far as to determine what we snail think In rejard 
to thinas temporal as well as things spiritual, as 
much as with reference to where we shall pure-use 
our goods as to the most cardinal points in our most 
holy faith; m a word, in regard to everything Unit 
interests us here or hereafter—that pertains to time 
now or time to come. 


To minds unshackled by superstition and fres to 
think, the bare statement of such a principle would 
be sufficient to show us fallacy, its dwarfing influ- 
ence on the intellect. Its feanul and dangerous ten- 
dency. 


Vet this doctrine is asserted and enforced, and 
those wao dare question us divinity do so at the 
imminent risk ot their standing In the Churcti, in 
losing which thev become banished from s.icisl 
circles, positions o'f public trust and Honor, an'i to 
some extent froal business patronage. Neither does 
the mischief end here, for In nearly all such cases 
the verdict against the parties cut off is that they 
are grossly immoral, and. therefore, have got into 
spiritual darkness and allowed the Oevll to lead 
them as his will, no matter how long their stanumg 
in the Church, how much they may have done for 
tho advancement of Us cause or now Irreproachable 
their lives. 


Inasmuch, then, as snch vital interests are in- 


volved lu this principle, it will not be wondered at 
that 1 should have realized how important it was to 
arrive at a correct conclusion in regard to it: for 
so strong is the force of Urstimpresstons: with suah 
tenacity do early trainings—especially religious 
ones—cling to the mind that, although my reason 
always taught me tnat the doctrine of uncondi- 
tional obedience was false, yet, until within the last 
few years, I aid not dare to trust wholly to that rea- 
son, for I was taught that "the wisdom of man is 
foolishness with God." and that there was safety 
only in following the dictates of tne servants of tub 
Almighty, whetner 1 could- see their utllltv or not. 
Moreover, of late years I have been more" or less 
interested financially in some of the enterprises of 
the Church, and thought it probable I might be re- 
quired, to be more so. I deemed it,;therefore, to be 
absolutely necessary that I should have my faith in- 
telligently based, iny principles clearly defined, and 
settle this question of obedience to au Infallible 
priesthood forever. 
I looked above and sought for light from. Its great 
fountain, and the light catue, aud with it a diiect 
testimony that Joseph Simla was a prophet, seer 
and revt-lator, ana fulfilled a divine mission, aod 
BnghaTi Young became President of the Church by 
:he will of the people and the approval of Heaven. 
Sut did it follow of necessity that all his schemes were 
raught with heavenly wisdom, or that obedleuce to 
:!iem must be rendered under pain of excommuni- 
cation: that his voice was the voice of God to the 
people" in all things, and that there was no access to 
:hc illimitable fountain or truth but through him f 
.Jy no means; but, on the contrary, it bore tcati- 
uony that trie ll<rht wiphm the soul, however faint It 
night be, TV.<IS a divine spark that coulJL only have 
been Kindled by its Creator ana its God, and that it 
was the privilege of all so to live as to possess sufil- 
icnt of its brightness to guide them In toe true 
iath: and that while, ou the one hand, obc- 
leuce to tho counsels of the servauts of God, Tree 
.cceptaace of their doctrines aud a whole-souled 
esnonsc to their requisitions, are sound proposl- 
lons ana essentially conducive to the good of the 
ommunity, yet, on the other hand, should such 
ousels, doctrines or requisitions come m£couulct 
with what, by history, experience, revelation or rea- 
on we know to be right—when conscience tells us 
hey are wrong, then response to them is idolatry, 
ana those who .render it violate the noblest instincts 
circumstances, Irrespective of their priesthood, be- 
comes disobedience to God. 


But u is urged by some that such liberty of cou- 
icieuce suould only be exercised by advanced mmds: 
hat it is only natures enriched bv the influences of 
continued virtue that can enjoy tais freedom with- 
t»t abusincr it; tliat people In a low state ofprogress, 
•cligiousiy us well as politically, have to be governed 
y authority and, like children, be required to conform 
6 a rigid discipline. The force of this "objection I am 
rec to admit, and, so far as the principle it involves 
naa application to us as a people, let it bo carried 
ut; but il will not by any means apply to the Whole 
ommimitv. For I Enow by personal experience 
Sat there "are thousands among ns whom the truth 
as made free and who see in the Gospel ol Jesus, 
'a perlect law of liberty," not liberty to ao wrong, 
ut who. In ihe consciousness of their integrity, 
mrity of purpose and love of humanity, dare to 
hluk for themselves in regard to all principles, 
whether they emanate from the priesthood or not. 
'o all such the severe regime to which we are sub- 
ected is terribly oppressive; their condition de- 
mands a more liberal one, their souls are faint for 
spiritual food, and they thirst for the waters of that 
unfailing fountain that was opened up by the meek 
and lowly Jesus. 
To such as believe that all the measures Instituted 


by the President are iraugnt with dlvme wisdom, I 
will say tnat many of them have resulted In failures 
oo well known to need enumerating. 1 will, how- 
ever, mention the building of a warehouse on the 
Colorado, in 1S64, at a cost of about Sl8,ooO, which 
has' never realized any income, and Is now next to 
worthless. 
I give this as my opinion, but am aware 
liat the President disagrees with me, for he said at 
.he High Council that the Colorado warehouse 
vouid yet be a success and that he would yet buy 
>ut the stockholders. Now, to prove my sincerity 
u this statement, I will thank tne President or any 
'lie else to give me twenty-Uve cents on the dollar 
m the amount I Lave invested therein—namely, 
33,000. 


The Utah Produce Comniny, for the purpose of 
hipping Hour and home products to Montana, 
-?as originated and 
controlled by tne Presi- 
dent, and cost the stockholders, of whom I was 
me to the amount 
of $1.000, not 
only all 


he money they invested in stock, but half as much 
more besides. I wish it distinctly understood that 
hese failures do not necessarily prove President 
Young to be a bad financier, but simply that ills 
udginent, being human, is liable to err like that of 
jther men, and that, in such matters at least, he is 
lot infallible. But the deienders of the belief that 
'the Pope can do no wrong" tell us we are incom- 
jetens to judge in such matters, even if they do re- 
ult in apparent failure; for, say they, the Lord may 
eslgn to try the people by such means, and it is 1m- 
lossible to tell what hidden motive or purpose ex- 
sted In His mind in regard to them. This is very 
rue and the logic is Inesistible when based on the 
assumption, in the first place, that all such mea- 
sures, whetner according to human judgment they 
are succesful or not, are nevertheless Inspired by 
God. 
But how can we accept any auch assump- 
tion 
when 
by so' doing we ignore the light 


of reason 
and 
have no further use tor the 
faculties with which we are endowed by the Great 
Creator? Is it not wiser and safer to judge a tree 
by its fruits and the wisdom of enterprises and poli- 
cies by their manifest results? 


I will now call attention to what I regard as tha 
most baneful effect of iorced compliance to such 
doctrines and rules of church discipline, which first 
engender and then roster hypocrisy. Hundreds of 
good men in this Territory are guilty of evasion and 
dissimulation; they cannot see tne wisdom of some 
things they are reijuired to accept under pain of 
being disfellowsliipped; and this is not the worst of 
it; they are not even permitted to thinic differently 
Irom the appointed way, for, as is well known, they 
are visited by tsacners, who, as n class, are made up 
ol our most faithiui men, who are themselves com- 
pelled to put such 
inquisitorial questions 
as 


will force tha questioned either to a.truthful 
avowal of their views (m which case, siiouid 
they 
be 
heterodox, 
excommunication 
would 


be certain), oi» evade the objectionable points, 
failing 
in 
which 
they resort 
to 
dissimula- 
tion. In nothing Is this hypocrisy so much mani- 
fested as in onr so-called voting. It is a principle 
well understood tnat. in order thai people should 
enjoy the right of voting in its true sense, they be 
influenced neither by fear nor favor; and yet with 
us, if a man raises his hand against any measure 
emanating from the priesthood, he does so at the 
almost certain low of His fellowship. Neither is be 
permitted to withhold his vote; he mnst sustain the 
measure or oppoie It. the effect ol which is to make 
good men conscientiously hypocritical; for, much 
as they may hate dissimulation—far as their natures 
may be removed from hypocrisy—they believe it to 
better to submit to tuts sorter comoulitlon, quieting 
their consciences for the time being with mental 
reservations, than come out m opposition to 
their brethren, whom, notwithstanding their dif- 
ferences of opinion, they both love and respect. 
This accounts, in a measure at least, for the una- 
nimity so universal In our voting. One case illus- 
trating this fact occurred tlie other day. A friend 
deeply interested in my welfare expressed regret 
that he would have to bo present at my trial; for, 
although his views la regard to certain measures of 
church. • policy and government correspond with 
mine, ho Knew that, In cose l did not renounce those 
views, he would be required to vote -lor my seve- 
rance from the Churcn; refusing to do which would 
be noticed and an explanation called lor which 
would probably result in the loss or his standing In I In) 
tbe Onuron. Another instance bearing on tiup sub-1 amw?, & Hundreds, an 
siH

anything he aid not want to know, meaning any 
thing that did not accord wlta the President's views. 


Somo twenty years ago I bccamo identified with 
this people, because the principles presented to me 
appealed to my reason as belog true, and the sweet 
Influence that accompanied them told my heart that 
tho work muse be divine. Since then, the weak 
nesses of human nature permUtluz, I have been 
faithful to the truth 1 tlieu embraced and have 
learned to love it more and more as my nature uu- 
foUieaaisd my appreciation of its beauties increased; 
and it never was so priceless, so dear to my soul as 
It is to-day. I have responded to the requisitions of 
the auttioritlos frequently, because I have seen their 
utility and felt myself luterested ui their accomplish- 
ment; but sometimes I have done so at the cost of 
thousands of dollars, when 1 was of opinion that the 
measures 
were 
not 
wisely planned, and the 
results have proved that 
my judgment 
was 


not at fault. I obeyed, 
In 
those 
cases, to 
preserve unity of 
action, 
believing 
then 
as 
now, that our union Is worth more tnan money, that 
It should be maintained at the cost ot Individual 
interests. Indeed, I regard union as a gem of such 
worth that we should do everything but wroug to 
maintain it; thatwe must not do even to preserve 
us from disunion; and a man does wrong when he 
acts contrary to the dictates of conscience, God's 
monitor in the soul, for then he violates the divine 
part of Ins nature and sins against light and truth. 
i have not done these things simply because 1 was 
told to do so, but because the light or Deity within 
me testified ir, was right. 


This issue has been by me unsought; It has been 


forced upon me. I have endeavored to meet it like 
a true man, who, although valuing most dearly the 
Irlendslup or this people, which has been so long 
and uninterruptedly enjoyed by me, and fully appre- 
ciating all the advantages resulting therefrom. wouW 
rather incur the temporary displeasure ol some and 
and its consequences, than do violence to his sense 
of right, disregard the holiest promptings of the 
soul, ana thus, tn sinning against nature, gin against 
nature's Goa. 


With regard to apostacy I know myself to oe 


wholly innocent, the trnth of which. God will in the 
early future make fully apparent. I mighc as con- 
sistently be charged with the violation of a trust 
that I never accepted. To apostacise from religion 
s to abandon it. This I have not done. It is be- 
cause of my arm adherence to iny religion that I 
have been thus dealt with. My faith at the outset 
was accepted on tne basis or my understanding of 
the trutn; it rests there now, and there it will con- 
tinue to rest while reason holds Her sway or immor- 
tality endures. 


l am charged with no crime dr Immorality of any 
tlnd. My only fault is in being one of the publishers 
jf the Utah Magazine and for endorsing the senti- 
ments and principles set forth in Its columns. 
Whether these be true or false, treated upon in a 
temperate and respectful manner or not, you will be 
:he judges. You can read the articles; they speak 
or themselves. 
The 
magazine 
was 
started 
with the consent and approval or President 
Y'oung, although lie then expressed serious doubts 
as to Its financial success, in which I did not 
very much differ; but money-making was not the 
object for which it was started. Its aim was to dis- 
seminate liberal ideas and advocate broad, generous 
principles; bht such only as were compatible with 
our lalth. at. least, in its most nuiversalian aspect; in 
a word, to do good to the people with whom onr lot 
as cast; aud it has been devoted faithfully to that 
ibject ever since, 
we have taken the privilege of freely advocating 
inr views in its pages, as an inalienable right, that 
no man can riehteousiy dispossess us ot; and unless 
Uey conllict with truih or militate against progress 
no action of an ecclesiastical character can justly be 
akcn against us for so doing. Am I wrong la this 1 
Let the future, witu its irresistible logic of facts, 
aaswer. 


Meantime, would you have me false to my convic- 
ions, to the holiest impulses of my being, and 
lueQctt the divlnest aspirations or my soul ror reli- 
gious liberty? ir i would, I dare not, for am I not 
accountable to the Great God for so mucli of light 
and so much of trutn as he has blessed me with, and 
iew can 1 am agatust Him who is tne periectton of 
goodness, the embodiment of love?

To sir FRIENDS IN UTAH AMI KLSEWHBP.E:— I 
was, at the meeting of tne High Council iwld la tho 
City Hall, Salt Lake City, Monday, the 25th tnst.. 
umrnarily cut on irom the Church of Jesus Clirist of 
jatter Day Saints, and "handed ovor to the buffet- 
ngs of the devil," because I voted m the negative 
ivnen the vote was taket< to cut off Elders Harrison 
and Uodbe, who were then ou trial for apostacy. I 
eel it not oaly my privilege, but a dnty I owe to 
myself and those interested in my trellare, to plainly 
dellne my position with regard to the faith l have 
clung to and advocated so strongly for n period of 
over twenty-six years or my life.

To THE EDITOR OP THE UBRALD:— 


The present depressed condition of the trade and 


commerce or Our country with Europe and our West 
ern Statos will justify, if u floes not call for, a care- 
ful examination into tho causes that have produced 
it; aud that may, ana no doubt will, continue, like 
an incubus, to' oppress all the producing interests 
of our 'people. 
A brie! retrospect may serve to 


throw some light upon the Hue of policy pursued by 
our Treasury managers, ana enable us to avoid in 
our future course the .disasters which have overtaken 
us. To manage the finances of a great nation, when 
they are properly understood, requires no more 
skill, labor and judgment than Is necessary to con- 
duct successfully a retail store In a country village. 
The accounts are debtor and creditor; and while the 
creditor side is well provided for and a surplus 
added to it yearly all -will go well and prosperous. 
But when the debtor side shows unmistakable evi- 
dence ot loss, then comes trouble and sorrow—lor it 
Is qulta plain that some one must suffer—and it is 
generally evidence of bad management aud incom- 
petent or dishonest managers. 


When the tlrst note of war soundea m 18G1 we 
were exporting to Europe annually from the South- 
ern States cotton, tobacco and rice—that produced 
more than $200.000,000. The war put a stop to tins 
export, but our .Northern merchants continued 10 
Import as much Irom Europe during tlie war as they 
had done before it commenced. At ths same time 
our Northern States did not Increase the volume of 
exports, because the war drew into the army a large 
portion of the best laborers in the country, aud this, 
of course, increased tue home value 01 all our pro- 
ducts. Thus exports were diminished aud imports 
increased. To enable our merchants tnus to exceed in 
imports the regular exports of the country the expe- 
dient of using railroad and other Interest paying 
securities at low prices was resorted to m Europe, 
and thus so large a debt -was created aud was press- 
ing lor payment when our war drew to a close that 
the rate of exchange and gold rose in our market to 
more than 250. Here was an overwhelming evidence 
of great and reckless overtrading, and how was this 
condition met» The country will rememuer that tti e 
then Secretary of the Treasury requested and author- 
ized Robert T. Walker to go abroad and to write and 
talk up the credit of the United States, aud try to in- 
duce capitalists m Germany and elsewhere to purchase 
the bonds of the federal government at about sev- 
enty cents on the dollar. Mr. Walker did go abroad, 
and reports that he influenced a demand from FranK- 
tort and other COWUB in Germanv. through mer- 
cnants and bankers here, that resulted in s-uea of 
near 359,000,001) ot our five-twenty oouds within a 
few months from the time he arrived in Europe. 
The sales tuns produced brought so large a volume 
of exchange upon oar market that the price of gold 
aud exchange tell from 2SO to 145. ilere we record 
one of the great mistakes made by the Treasury, 
and also show that the price of gold depends upon 
the price of exchange and not ou the volume oi our 
currency. The lawj of trade, or supply ami de- 
mand, invariably indicate the comliUou'or debt and 
credit accounts bv the premium or discount on ex- 
ch,tnge and goU.' The price of exchange beli:g 280 
on Europe, "viio was bcnell ted aud who injured by 
tho act of the Treasury f The buyer, not the seller, 
of exchange must be benefited. Who are the buy- 
ers? The merchants who import. The legitimate 
bills in regular trade should be orawu against the 
products of the country, shipped to be so:d in for- 
eign mancets. 
Then tbe farm produce, or the 
exchangeable produce of other branches of indus- 
try, matte the farmers aud mccliamcs the real own- 
ers or exchange sol.l in our mar'cet. Then tne lar- 
mers are 
the sellers of exchange wben the 
market is m 
a 
nurmai 
condition. 
It 
fol- 
oirs, 
then, that 
the merchant wno Imports 
was benefited by this act of Ihe Treasury to iho ex- 
:eut ol arty per cent, or several hundred millions of 
iollars; and it is equally plain that the farmers and 
otner producing Interests in our country were 
njured by a reduction or tae price of the products of 
;helr labor llfty per cent, or several hundred mil- 
lous or dollars. Thus these hundreds of millions 
taken irom the farmers and given to foreign Import- 
ers was tho effect of the 'ignorance <»'• tnuvprv of the 
i'rettsury. 
It Is dinioult to conceive of an act that has or could 


produce so great au Injury to a suffering people. 
1'lie Bttmulua ol 2SO for exchange would have set all 
the ploughmen and other luoorers In motion: our 
returned soldiers would have found full employ- 
ment at remunerative prices; our railroads and ca- 
:ials would have been occupied, and our shipping 
argely increased to do the Vast exporting tnat would 
save been required to meet the demand; aud aa the 
icople grew ricti and more able to export the large 
nipply would have gradually reduced tne price of 
exchange to par, when, there being no Inrtherde- 
naud for gold to export, it would ere this have be- 
come a drui£ in our market, and the banks could 
lavo resumed specie payments without indicting an 
iijury upon the public. These severe cousequeuces 
lave nowed from a violation oi God's own law ol 
egitimate supply and demanq. 
Thus we have 


bliuwn oue great and fatal mistake made through 
gnorance or Iraud by the Treasury.

New York Ahead of the World—Redemp- 


tion of Its Past Kceonl—A Vast and 


Grand Undertaking—The Largest 


' 
and Finest Market 
in the 


World to Be Erected 


in This City. 


Year by year tne question advances itself to a fora- 


most rank lu public consideration Miat a f uperiol 
class of market accommodations Ia imperatively de- 
manded in this great city, and is bound In BOIU« 
manner to be secured. Hitherto, as Is well known, 
this Immense emporium of tlie commerce of a con- 
tinent has been atlllcted with the vilest and most 
Inefficient system of market accommodation on the 
whole broad earth. Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago, 
and especially San Francisco, have kept immaasure- 
ably ahead of New York In this regard, aud yet no 
city could so well afford or was under so great an 
obligation to furnish market conveniences as this. 
The products of thirty-seven Statea make New YorB 
their objective point. The cattle of Texas and ot 
the Illinois prairies make their way here. The othei 
day from the distant valleys ol California a cargo oi * 
zrapes and pears came rolling across tha Continent - 
and glutted the fruit stands of Washington and Fnl- 
ton markets. North, South, East and West con- 
tribute the supplies that feed a million months aud 
satisfy the countless demands of taste ana luxury. 
0nder tlie circumstances New 
Torlc slioald 


have the grandest and largest receptacles and dis- 
pensing places or these multifarious and endiesslj 
arriving products which her citizens are desirous oi 
trafficking in and to a large extent consuming. 
Above all should the market accommodation be am- 
ple and complete, clean, light and spacious. Here 
tofore we found that the people of New York were 
apparently satlsfled with such markot accommoda- 
tion as could be found at Fulton or Washington. The 
moment, however, that an innovation was attempted 
and its results somewhat appreciated a general destra 
sprang up to make tne convenience more extended 
and to give to the community at large its beueilta 
and Its blessings. The city government nas deci- 
dedly failed to furnish that necessary and complete 
convenience of supply ana arrangement of supplies 
that the requirements of this large population de- 
mand. Private corporations have In many instances 
come to the rescue, and in the case of the Thirty- 
fourth Street Market, which this notice embraces, 
show the vast superiority or onvate over public 
enterprise. 


Tew York is at last to nava a market which will 


be worthy oi the coaimercial capital or tae conti- 
nent. A company of enterprising gentlemen, organ- 
ized under tne name of the Manhattan Building 
Company, is about erecting a magnificent structure, 
at the foot ot Thirty-fourth street, North river, to be 
called Manhattan Market. Tha propersy secured tor 
this purpose Is bounded by Thirty-fourth and Thirty- 
tilth streets, Eleventh avenue and the North river, 
and comprises about eighty city lota, with bulkhead 
and river front of 200 feet, with all tho water privi- 
leges. The main market will cover the whole block; 
from Eleventh to Twelfth avenues, aud between 
Thirly-rourlh and Thirty-mth streets, being sou feet 
by 200, or 100,000 square feet. This will be the 
largest building under ono roof ou this continent. 
The open market will be bounded by Thirty-fourtn 
and Tmrty-iiitti streets. Twelfth avenue aod the 
Bulkhead line, being 200 feet loas by 100 feet broad, 
and presenting a superficial area of 20,000 square 
feet. This will be covered by a roof of felt and 
gra\el, with abundant ventilation, aud .is to be 
floored with pavement flagging. 
The dock to be used constructed for the special 
use of the market will be 'MO feet long from the cen- 
tra of the bulkhead, and :j3 leet wide, thus giving 
ample lacllities lor the loading and unloading of 
market produce. Ko liner location could be round 
lu this city for ttio purpose, as ere many years TU 11 ty- 
Iou.-l.li street will be the central linis of the metropo- 
lis. The foundation will be on piles aud concrete; 
tbe sill course of LocKport stouo or granite; tho 
halls, ol brick, -24 inches thick and faced witu tho 
best Philadelphia, ^a leet. inch at the Eleventh 
avenue oud and 54 leet high at the Twelfth avenue, 
on lug to the grade of the street. There will be 108 
doors aud wiudows ou Thirty-fourth and Ttiirt\-fifth 
streets and 3n on Eleventh and Twellth avenues, the 
centre ones being the laigcst, the whole arched witli 
brick a-ju LocKport stone Imposts and, keystones; 
the doors of ornamental iron and the windows of 
Ki*ww, 
LUW mi-iiwo or omamcuuil brickwork aud 
metal Ciivo troughs; the lour corners Hanked with, 
towers of ornamental ironwork 70 ieel high. 
The centre of tao Tiiirty-ioui-tii and Thirti-nrth. 
street 
elevations 
will 
bu eanied 
up 
threu 
stories 
or 70 feet lug.'i 
and be. 110 Ieel liiug 
by 30 feet deep, to be reached by iron spiral 
staircases ana to be used as offices, restaurants 
or for other purposes. The centre, oa Eleveulu aud 
Twelfth avenues, will also be carried up threa 
stories, with an iron cupola, the whole being 112 feet 
[ilgh, anu 100 feet long by 2tt feet deep. These eleva- 
tions being supported" from thu inside by Iron 
columns will not interfere witu the mam noor of 
tho marker. The rocf will consist of three spans or 
arches of wrought Iron lattice work, supported on 
iron columns. The contru spaa of loo leet, dome 
shape, aad 75 feet from the iloor; the side spana 
50 feet each, and 3S leet from the noor. A continu- 
ous range of circular headed ventilating windows, 
eight aud tea fuet high respectively, around tho 
whole building, both on the centre of the side spaus 
and ou the crown of the main roof; six patent ven- 
tilators, eight feet square, at equal distances alone 
tin; ridge: thus makmg not only a grand and ele- 
gant ruor but affording abundance or light and 
ventilation. 


The clock tower, of iron, which will rise from 
the centre to the mam roof, to be 34 feet at the 
base and IB.: feet high. The covering of uhe roof 
to consist or narrow Inch ami a uiiarter tongueU 
aud grooved while pine, covered with English felt 
aud roollaij till. 


Tiie whole building to bo lighted inside bv 700 gag 
burners and outside br 13U globes over the centres 
of tlie doors and windows. Tun mam iloor laid with 
French xspiiaite, with all the proper arrangements 
for water and drainage. Tne number of stalls on 
the mam noor iusidu the building 1,200 m round 
numbers. 


Tlio building will bo of the Byzantine style or 
architecture, simple in construction and grand lu 
effect, eclipsing all previous market structures. Tho 
work will Us commenced as soon as the property is 
vacated by some parties now on a portion of it. on 
the 1st July, l»70. Ia tho meanwhile the company 
of gentlemen, alter having had before them phius 
ind drawings from, a number of prominent archi- 
-ects, have adopted the plans submitted by Mr. 
ti. G. Harrison, aud the designs are certainly very 
graud aua Imposing, and udiuiiubly adapted for the 
Hirposes intended. 


Too much praias cannot be extended to the gen- 
tlemen who have Inaugurated this movement, which 
s certain to prove a liuaucial success. The good 
judgment they have displayed m the selection of 
tueir designs, so well adapted to meet the purposes 
aud wants of a large body of people, give a guar- 
antee of the support and- encouragement which will 
be given them, and at the same time give to our city 
aa ornament as well as.a long needed improvement. 


The whole outlay wlh be in the neighborhood of 


M,0i»,ooo. It is not too much to claim for this 
building an exlent greater than auy oilier of u simi- 
ar character.

he Xew York Custom House has Been disposed of. 
The dissatisfaction, it ia said, arises not at Collector 
Grlnnell, but at a custom for which he is not re- 
sponsible and which has grown up Trader previous 
republican administrations. It commenced under 
Lincoln, but was then practised only to a very 
imiied extent, tinder Johnson It became quite 
common, through, tbe necessity for conciliating 
doubtful Senators wane the Impeach merit Umnim!; 
•was In progress. 
It is said that some half dozen. 


Senators were thus "secured" to vote, "m case of 
necessity," for Andy Johnson's acquittal. 


Tiie present dissatisfaction grows out of the prac- 


:ice of dividing the patronage of the New Yonc 
3ustoia House not merely among the Senators and 
Representatives of that State, but amonz the Sena- 
tors and Representatives of ail the States In the 
Onion. In the good*old times the federal patronage 
of each State belonged to the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives of each State, no matter how larjre or 
how small such patronage miaht be. 
Each State 


was given its share—no more ana no less. Xo 
Senator or Representative ever thoagnt ot going 
fieyond the sovereign limits of his own State to 
demand patronage, and if he did thinfc of such 
a thing it would do him little good, for it would not 
ba allowed for an instant by the 
Senators or 


representatives of any other State. The theory then 
held was that the patronage of each State fairly 
represented its power, influence ami popu'ation 
ainontr the family or Slates, and, therefore, that the 
Senators anil Representatives of each State were 
entitled to control its patronage and nothing more.

New TorS republican politicians are by no means 


sacisfle'l with the manner in which tlie patronage of 
he Xew York Custom House has Been disposed of. 
The dissatisfaction, it ia said, arises not at Collector 
Grlnnell, but at a custom for which he is not re- 
sponsible and which has grown up Trader previous 
republican administrations. It commenced under 
Lincoln, but was then practised only to a very 
imiied extent, tinder Johnson It became quite 
common, through, tbe necessity for conciliating 
doubtful Senators wane the Impeach merit Umnim!; 
•was In progress. 
It is said that some half dozen. 


Senators were thus "secured" to vote, "m case of 
necessity," for Andy Johnson's acquittal. 


Tiie present dissatisfaction grows out of the prac- 


:ice of dividing the patronage of the New Yonc 
3ustoia House not merely among the Senators and 
Representatives of that State, but amonz the Sena- 
tors and Representatives of ail the States In the 
Onion. In the good*old times the federal patronage 
of each State belonged to the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives of each State, no matter how larjre or 
how small such patronage miaht be. 
Each State 


was given its share—no more ana no less. Xo 
Senator or Representative ever thoagnt ot going 
fieyond the sovereign limits of his own State to 
demand patronage, and if he did thinfc of such 
a thing it would do him little good, for it would not 
ba allowed for an instant by the 
Senators or 


representatives of any other State. The theory then 
held was that the patronage of each State fairly 
represented its power, influence ami popu'ation 
ainontr the family or Slates, and, therefore, that the 
Senators anil Representatives of each State were 
entitled to control its patronage and nothing more. 
Now, however. It seems to nave becomj quite a 
common thing for a Senator aT,-ay off in California, 
Xevada or Oregon to claim lor some of his political^ 
retainers a slice of the spoils belonging to Sew 
York. At tne same time these Pacific slopers enjoy 
all their local patronage, to "the exclusion of all 
other States. They hare the choice of Territorial 
governors, secretaries of State, internal revenue 
officers, custom house officers and persons ap- 
pointed under tiie Land Office—a rich "placer"— 
together TVitii Indian agents, superintendents, &e. 
If, a Xe\v Yors Senator were to put ma clulm lor cer- 
tain appointments m a California custom house the 
California Senators vrouirt open their eyes m holy 
horror and protest with all their might and mam 
against the enormity of such & pretension. If a New 
YorK representative saould take it into his head to 
ast revenue appointments in Oreson or Nevada for 
some of his Ivevr Yort constituents the honorable 
gentlemen from Oregon or Nevada would shout out 
ver^y emphatically, "JVejo, nejro," and laugh to de- 
rtsiou cue impudent and ridiculous claim. Ana yet 
these veiy gentlemen, who are 30 jeatous awl care- 
ful of the rights of their own state?, appear to DC 
tae most encroaching upon the rights 61 others. 
Not alone the 
Pacific 
slopers, however, are 
charged- with doing tins. 
The Eastern, West- 
ern anil Southern Senators and 
Representa- 
tives are 
complained 
of also, 
though

extent. Massachusetts, 
Connecticut 
New Hampshire, Alabama, South Carolina, Obio, Illi- 
nois ami other states unnecessary to mention are siid 
to regard Xevr York as a, at subject for spoliation.

Speaking thus of tlie general system prevailing in 
the distribution of the patronage of me Custom. 
House aud the dissatisfaction it had given rise 10 
among Neiv York republican politiciaua, it may Be 
as (well to say a few words of the "drawback; 
Irauiis" and of the true origin of what Is now known 
as the "Biatchrord scandal." Uumurs about it have 
tieen Hying tines ana last, and round admission into 
Bohemian journals, which live and thrive ouly on 
sensational scandal.

Extraordinary Naval Movements—Have They 


Eefcrcnce to Cubic t 


The unusual activity of the Wavy Depart- 


in ent and extraordinary movements of war 
vessels are not without cause, or they indicate 
precautionary steps, at least, to meet some 
particular or possible contingency. The ques- 
tion naturally arises whether all this has not 
reference to Cuba and the policy the govern- 
ment is about to pursue -with regard to that 
island. It'is- certain UIQ». i^n hp „„ „«,,„ 
reason for these movements ; for there is not 
the least probability of trouble, either at home 
or with foreign nations, except that which 
might possibly arise with Spain relative to the 
Cuban question. Not that we believe or that 
the government thinks feere would be reason 
to apprehend war with Spain should tie 
United States recognize the'belligerent rights 
or independence of Cuba, but if such a step 
be contemplated by the administration precau- 
tionary measures to meet even a contingency 
so unlikely are proper. Besides, a powerful 
naval force in the neighborhood of Cuba, in 
the event of our government resolving on such 
a policy, would impress the Spanish govern- 
ment with a sense of the determination of the 
United States and the futility of using force 
to restrain the action of this country. Indeed, 
instead of leading to war, the display of such 
power and preparation for war ia the way to 
prevent it. We conclude, then, that the activ- 
ity in naval matters—the order for the Mianto- 
nomoh to be ready for sea, the ordering into com- 
mission and fitting out rapidly of the Swatara 
and two other vessels, the sudden transfer of 
stores and army supplies to the Albany, with 
orders for that vessel to sail immediately for 
Cuba, and other important movements—indi- 
cate that the government is about to take a 
decisive course on the Cuban question aad in 
favor of Cuban independence. 


Months ago General Sickles, our Minister at 


Madrid, told the Spanish regency officially, in 
that famous note which created such a stir in 
Spain, that public opinion in the United States 
would soon compel his government to recog- 
nize the 
Cubans. He 
wrote 
what he 


was instructed to write, and what, as 
an experienced and astute public man, he 
knew to rje true. The Spanish government 
has been forewarned and must expect such 
action on the part of the United States. 
It 


knows the irresistible power of public opinion 
in this republic, and it has really more reason 
to thank the administration for great modera- 
tion in delaying to recognize the Cubans so 
long, and that against the popular will, than 
to be surprised or offended at recognition now. 
There is no cause of war in such an act, nor 
do we imagine Spain would be foolish enough 
to make it so. She cannot even subjugate the 
Cubans. 
Indeed, they have been gaining 


strength all along and are stronger to-day 
than ever, in spite of the armies and fleets of 
Spain. What, then, could Spain do in a war 
•with this mighty republic? She could not 
land an army, and if she could it would be 
instantly annihilated. Her navy would be 
swept from the ocean, and as to any damage 
she might do us by letters of marque to pri- 
vateers—which would be very little—we could 
do far more to her in the same way. We 
could extinguish 
Spanish 
commerce 
and 


deprive Spain of her remaining colonies. Such 
a conflict would be child's play, comparatively, 
to the United States. 


But it is folly to talk of war; the Spanish 


government has not the money or other means 
lor such a Quixotic undertaking. Should Prim 
and the other leading men of Spain be insane 
enough to suppose they could reunite the peo- 
ple and consolidate their powor by war, they 
would be much mistaken. Ignorant aa tha 
Spanish people maybe, they must know that 


overwhelming disaster to them. Tho factions 
which aro now rending that unhappy country 
would become more active and stronger, and 
the horrors of civil war would be increased and 
continued. Nor could Spaia hope for any 
assistance from the European Powers. None, 
no, not even France or England would lift a 
finger. They know too well the pwer of this 
country, and the interests they lave at stake 
would prevent their interference. 
Neno of 


these Powers will ever again meddle with 
American affairs 
unless 
drivJB. 
to 
do 


so on their own account and to protect 
their own honor and interests—a contin- 
gency which is not likely to occur till 
the future reveals far greater complications 
than can be foreseen at present. All the talk 
of European sympathy and aid fcr Spain on 
this Cuban question is balderdssh. 
There 


need not be and will not be any war about 
Cuba, though the United States should not 
hesitate to recognize the Cubans aad to take 
any other action to secure their independence, 
even at the risk of war. 


If we be right in our conjectme that the 


naval movements referred to indicate the 
speedy recognition of Cuba by the government, 
the views we have expressed frequoatly as to 
the President's sympathy for aad purpose 
regarding the Cubans will be conirmed. In 
spite of the weakness and timidity of the Sec- 
retary of State on this question, and the Span- 
ish influence operating upon him indirectly 
through those near him and related to him, as 
well as through certain newspapers and Wash- 
ington correspondence under the sume Span- 
ish influence, we have never doubted that Gen- 
eral Grant would in due time take this matter 
in his own hands and show a vigorous and 
determined policy. Any other course would 
be in direct opposition to the broad and 
national views of the 
President, to 
the 


republican and generous impulses of his 
nature, to his love of liberty, to his ardent 
patriotism and desire for American progress 
and the aggrandizement of his country, and, 
in fact, to his whole character and history. 
He has been waiting, probably, 
for the 


assembling of Congress or till he could confer 
with the representatives of the people before 
taking decided action in favor of Cuba, and 
in the meantime has faithfully executed the 
neutrality laws, though acting against his own 
sympathies, so that there should be no stain 
upon the national honor. Now, however, as 
the members of Congress begin to reach the 
capital, he learns what their sentimants are, 
and, if we mistake not, is preparing to recom- 
mend and take a bold course worthy of this 
great republic. The unanimous expression of 
the House of Representatives at the close of 
the last Congress in favor of Cuban recogni- 
tion will be reiterated, no doubt, with much 
more force by both houses as soon as Con- 
gress meets. Tho President will then have 
the full support of that body, and the adminis- 
tration TviH find itself acting in harmony both 
with the representatives of the people and 
public opinion. 
From all the signs of the 


times we think the belligerent rights of the 
Cubans will soon be recognized and the inde- 
pendence of Cuba secured.

"A"despatch from Washington states tnat tue 
place of Assistant United States Treasurer 
in New York, to fill the vacancy created by 
General Butterfield's resignation, has been 
tendered by the President to Mr. Charles J. 
Folger, State Senator from the Twenty-sixth 
district in the last Legislature and re-elected 
for the coming session, and that he will accept 
the place. As a partisan -leader in the State 
Senate Mr. Folger did very well for the party of 
which he was the acknowledged head in the 
Senate Chamber. Pertinacious in debate, but 
violent in temper to a degree that made his 
orations an amusing features to the listeners, he 
has shown none of those solid qualities of char- 
acter which are not only desirable, but abso- 
lutely requisite, in a financial officer. 
His 


honesty may be unimpeachable; indeed, in his 
Senatorial career no breath of suspicion rested 
upon him. Among the few incorruptibles of 
his republican colleagues in the last Senate 
Mr. Folger was always counted. 


A Uitle Job in Books. 


The Brooklyn Board of Education are very 


busy about the contracts for furnishing books to 
the public schools. A number of proposals 
were presented on Tuesday evening by book 
publishers and others, which were referred to 
an appropriate committee. The furnishing of 
books to the common schools of Kings county 
has always been a fat job for somebody. 
Under the old system, which has been only 
recently abolished, the pupils had to pay for 
their own books, while the scholars in the 
schools of New York were supplied with books 
gratis. But lately the pupils in Brooklyn have 
been supplied with books without pay on condi- 
tion that they return them to tbe school when 
they are done with them. 
While" this arrange- 


ment insures the pupil the use of the books 
used in the different classes, it does not deprive 
the committee of a chauce to make a good thing 
out of the job. There is a fat and juicy nut in 
this shell which the committee and the pub- 
lishers and the outside contractors will no doubt 
pick between tliem. Meantime the citizens of 
Brooklyn are very discontented with the way 
the public schools are managed. They com- 
plain that all the teaching has 'to be done at 
home by the parents, while the principals and 
teachers simply give out the lessons to be 
studied by the children. The duty which, 
under the school law, properly belongs to the 
paid teachers, is thus transferred to the homes 
and firesides of the parents, who are taxed for 
the maintenance of the public schools. Brook- 
lyn is in rebellion against this state of things; 
but what does that matter as long as the Board 
of Education can make its little jobs ? 


REPORTED 
EEOOVEBT OP KINO VICTOR 


EMANTFEI,.—By cable we are informed that 
the reports respecting the health of King 
Victor Emannel were rather premature. The 
Emperor Napoleotf,- foreseeing the events that 
would in all probability follow hia death, took 
counsel with his Cabinet Jin order to provide' 
for such a contingency.

In the existing 
unsatisfactory state of government affairs la 
Italy it is to bo hoped that the agitation caused 


States which have ratified the fifteenth amend- 
ment proposed to the constitution of the United 
States, providing for universal nogro (male) 
suffrage, is twenty—viz., Arkansas, Connec- 
ticut, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Lou- 
isiana, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, Mis- 
souri, Nevada, New Hampshire, New York, 
North Carolina, Pennsylvania, South Carolina, 
Virginia, West Virginia and Wisconsin. It 
further appears that the States which have 
rejected the amendment are three—Delaware, 
Georgia and Ohio—and that the States which 
have not yet acted upon it are Alabama, Cali- 
fornia, Iowa, Kentucky, Maryland, Minnesota, 
Mississippi, Nebraska, New Jersey, Oregon, 
Rhode Island, Tennessee, Texas and Ver- 
mont—fourteen. 
The whole number of States 


is thirty-seven, and the nearest that we can 
get to three-fourths of them is twenty-eight 
as the number required to make this amend- 
ment part of the constitution. 


We have twenty; and Vermont, Iowa, Min- 


nesota, Nebraska and Rhode Island are good 
for it, which will make twenty-five. Missis- 
sippi and Texas, as a condition of restoration, 
are required to ratify, and they will increase 
the ratifications to twenty-seyea. One more 
State will yet be wanted, however, and it 
must come from this list—Alabama, Georgia, 
Ohio and Tennessee; for California, Oregon, 
Delaware, Kentucky, New Jersey and Mary- 
land are dead set against this amendment. 
The late Ohio election having secured a repub- 
lican Legislature, however, that State may be 
counted in, and it will give us the required 
number of twenty-eight, provided always that 
all tha 
ratifications still necessary 
and 


regarded as certain are secured before the 
meeting of the new Legislature (democratic) of 
New York. 


But here comes the pinch. Assuming that 


a State in the interval to a complete ratifica- 
tion of a constitutional amendment may 
recall its endorsement, we may find the 
endorsement of this State withdrawn, if by the 
1st of January this fifteenth amendment bs not 
proclaimed duly ratified by three-fourths of 
the States. In the interval, then, to the 1st of 
January, in addition to Vermont, General 
Grant must see to it that Iowa, Minnesota, 
Nebraska and Rhode Island come up to the 
mark, or the new democratic Legislature of 
New York may make some mischief in this 
business. Tennessee is shaky, and Georgia 
and Alabama are watching the course of 
events. 
The democratic party South have 


adopted negro suffrage; but if they can see 
an opening through which they may got rid of 
it after a while they will be apt to move 
towards it. If, then, this fifteenth amendment 
be not hurried up and proclaimed before the 
1st of January, we may look for the rescind- 
ing of the New York ratification, and then for 
a flat refusal from Tennessee, Georgia and 
Alabama, whereby another battle, in the fall 
elections of 1870, will have to be fought on the 
question all over the United States. 


Now, 
as General Grant has made this fif- 


teenth amendment one of the landmarks of 
his inaugural and his administration, we re- 
spectfully submit to him the danger of trusting 
to Inct upon Una matter, unless he may think 
it best to carry this issue of universal negro 
suffrage over to the next fall elections. 
He 


can settle the question before the 1st of Jan- 
uary if be wishes, or by masterly inactivity he 
can revive the agitation again in all the States. 
Our opinion is that the sooner we have this 
thing settled Uio better it will be for all con- 
cerned.

The inaugural banquet of the Lord Mayor 


of London took place on Tuesday night. As is 
customary on such occasions the Premier's 
speech was the event of the evening. Mr. 
Gladstone made a apeoch, the most important 
portion of which appeared in tho HEKALD of 
yesterday; and no one who has read the 
speech will refuse to admit that it was worthy 
of the occasion and worthy of tbe right honor- 
able gentleman himself. Mr. Gladstone is one 
of the finest scholars of the day; he is, by 
general consent, one of the greatest of living 
statesmen; he is unquestionably one of the 
men of the period; and it must on all hands 
be admitted that his words on Tuesday night 
were words of wisdom. 


Mr. Gladstone touched upon the main ques- 


tions of the old themes—home and foreign 
policy. With the home policy of England 
foreigners have but little sympathy. It is not 
their affair. 
Mr. Gladstone is not ignorant of 


the fact. 
With great discretion, therefore, he 


rested his case on Ireland. He knew his 
speech would be telegraphed to all lands, but 
particularly to New York, and he knew that 
the NEW YOEK HEEALD had its eyes upon 
him; and it must be admitted that he made a 
good speech from our American standpoint. 
It is Mr. Gladstone's mission to take away 
from Ireland every causs of complaint against 
England. 
He 
has 
gone into Ms work 


heartily. He has largely, 
by individual 


force of character, abolished the grievance 
which such men as the late Count Cavour and' 
the late Chevalier Bunsen pronounced the only 
grievance of Ireland. This great work done, 
he finds that disaffection remains and brings 
forth deadly fruit. With true bravery he 
seeks out another reason for this disaffection, 
and he finds it in the land tenure system of 
Ireland. As he devoted the last session of 
Parliament to Ireland, so does he intend to 
devote this one. We have no doubt that as 
he was successful last year in abolishing the 
ecclesiastical grievance, so will he be suc- 
cessful this year in abolishing the land tenure 
grievance. When Mr. Gladstone is done with 
Ireland It will be bad for Tammany. Tam- 
many ought to know that he means to. play 
her out. It is our belief that Gladstone is 
Peter Bismarck Sweeny's greatest rival. It 
is for Tammany and Peter B. to make up their 
minds as to what they will do in the premises. 
Ireland, however, was not the only theme on 
which Gladstone dwelt. 
The foreign, depart- 


ment had to be touched upon, and the foreign 
department had but one cloud on its horizon, 
and that cloud was not wholly separated from 
tbe Stars and Stripes. Sir. Gladstone has 
some failh in races and some faith in facts. 
He does not mention the Alabama claims, but 
he mentions George Peabody; and somehow 
ho sees fit to set George Peabody and West- 
minster Abbey against tho Alabama claims. 
War between England and tho United States 
he deprecates above all things, and such war 
he thinks is next to impossible. Mr. Glad- 
stone would bo nearer the point if he proposed 
to pay down at once. 


Altogether, however, WB are disposed to 


regard Mr. Gladstone's speech at Guildhall as 
one of the sensations of the day.

The Schoolship Mercury. 


We published yesterday an interesting ac-

Of 
such stuff are the best sailors made. The 
Commissioners of Charities and Correction 
merit great praise for having successfully 
overcome all obstacles to the execution of a 
scheme that has already been practically real- 
ized in England and at Boston in New Eng- 
land. It is gratifying to record tho inaugura- 
tion at New York of a system which cannot 
fail to supply both our navy and our mercan- 
tile marine with what there is a crying need of 
at present, namely, recruits thoroughly well 
educated for the duties of one of the most 
difficult, most fascinating and most noble pro- 
fessions to which the citizen of a free republic 
and great maritime nation like our own can 
devote his life. 


A Coolie Caae—A Guy oil the 0iffli Seas* 


The annals of' maritime horror have not 


many incidents to match the story that comes 
to us from San Francisco of what happened 
on the bark Margaret Gander. Often enough 
we have heard of the mutiny of coolies and 
the subsequent murder of captain and crew ; 
but never before have we had presented a 
close to the story so complete and dramatic as 
that involved by the action of this very Guy 
Fawkes of a mats. We are informed, that, 
escaping to the hold after the murder of the 
captain, the mate prepared a small mine under 
the main hatch with a keg of gunpowder and 
lighted it by a slow match, and then called 
the coolies to the place just in time to give 
them the full benefit of the blow-up. Upon 
examination there does not seem in this any- 
thing inconsistent with what is called "general 
truth" by those who treat on the poetic art. 
Every part of it might happen. 
We may 


picture in our mind's eye the enraged fellows 
in search of the mate, rushing to the hatch 
and tumbling down it as they hear his voice, 
and again picture the flight of their limbs 
through the air and the flight of the mate to a 
safe distance. 
While we thus employ tho 


fancy on the telegraphic hints we may also 
wait for a fuller account before we determine 
whether this story of the high seas is not 
rather highly seasoned.

Shooting on Sunday is 
forbidden under a penalty of nne and imprisonment. 


The provisions of the law enforcing these penalties 


are very stilngent, authorizing search warrants to 
breaK open doors or packages and the arrest of per- 
sons whose names are not Known. One-half 01 tha 
penalty goes to the Inlormer, and In case of non- 
payment the guilty party la sent to jail for a time 
equal to ona day for every dollar of tho amount of 
tha judgment. Tha Sportsmen's Club will assume 
the labor and expense of all prosecutions In tins city 
on receiving Information of a breach of tlie law, anel 
will hand over the proceeds to the informer, who 
need have no trouble or responsibility further thau 
proving tha case.

ll'rotn the Pittsburg (Pa.) Coiomen'iai, Nov. a.i 
A shocking murder, surrounded with circum- 
stances of more than ordinary brutaii'.y and ferocity, 
was perpetrated in this city on Sunday night or 
Morday morning, at a house on Fifth aveuue, three 
doors east of the tollgate at Sobo riu, tho victim 
being Mrs. Isabella Campbell and tho murderer her 
husband, Thomas J. Campbell, who :or some time 
past h,;s been following the occupation of driver oi 
an express wagon.

The first intimation that a murder liad been com- 
mitted came from Campbell himself, who, while 
going down Firth avenue a little befoix seven o'clock 
Monday morning, carrying a boy in lie arms, aged 
three years, overtook Mayor Brush at the corner of 
Chatham street, and informed him th. t his wife had 
accidentally rallen down stairs and te thought she 
had Silled herself. He further statefl that he was 
afraid some ol hla neighbors might accuse him of 
the murder, and desired to give himself up as a 
prisoner.

They 
concluded 
that Camp-

and at once has'eued to the doctor's oince and tooK 
him into custody; conveying him to the ilaror's 
office and locking him up for a hearing. A number 
of officers then visited the house and made a thor- 
ough examination of It. It is a small brick house 
containing two rooms on the mam floor, a basement 
Kitchen and an attic extending over the two rooms. 
It does cot adjoin any other dwelling, although 
there are numerous tenements m the inruediate vi- 
cinity.

lay in the kitchen, Immediately opposite the 
door. 
It had been stretched upon some old 
•bedclothes and covered 
np, witn 
tne excep- 
tion of the face, which was swollen and distorted 
and exhumed numerous ghastly wounds. The 
room presented a most sickening and squalid ap- 
pearance. Against the wall was a lounge upon 
which were some 'bedclothes, partially saturated 
with blood, and clots of blood were seea on the wall 
above the lounge, showing that the woman had 
been placed there after the murder, or that she had 
been there during some part of the encounter. In 
the tltchen were a few pieces of old furniture, 
greatly disarranged, ana a table with some dishes 
containing remnants of food. On the tab-e were two 
pitchers, both marked wtth blood. The body bad 
evidently been moved about after life was extinct 
and it had probably been placed on the lounge arse 
and then on the floor, under She belief tnat the latter 
pobition would better accord with the story that she 
had lallen down stairs and JxiHed herself. 


WHERE TnE DEATH STRUGGLE OCCmKED. 
Aa examination of the upper rooms left no donbt 
that tne death straggle occurred therein. The 
officers, ascending from the Kitchen bv a narrow 
and illy lighted stairway, entered wnat was used as 
a sitting room. By the aid of a lighted candle blooa 
was traced oa the walls of the stairway from top to 
bottom. In the rooms above everything was m dis- 
order ana betokened murder in its most horrible 
aspect. There was a large pool of thickened blooa 
on a piece of oilclotn in iront of the lireplace and 
here, probably, the wretched woman, afeer having 
been beaten until unable to move, was permitted to 
bleed to death. Here also tne walls were smeared 
with blood, and the overturned furniture sod 
broken dishes showed too plainly that 
vio- 
lence 
had 
been 
witnessed 
in 
this 
apart- 
ment, ihe adjoiaing room, however, bespoKt 
au equally desperate encouater, and It jvas probably 
here that the murderous assault was commeaced. 
The room was uncarpeted, curtaiaed, bat little fur- 
niture, and. haa been used lor stoirng soap and can- 
dlo boxes. 
Some ooxes and an old bureau and 
washstand were the principal articles.

Wife ainrrter in MicSiJEan—Attempted Suicide 


of the Murderer. 


IFrom the Saijmaw (Mich.) jSnt-eprlse, Nov. 1.5 
The quiet little village ot Carrolton. across the 
river, wus last Saturday startled by a tragic occur- 
rence tnat has caused an excitement all aioug the 
Saglnaw river. Between one and two o'clock a man 
named Caarleu Dolau (his name was given as Uolan 
and Nolan), formerly a resident or (Jarrolton, shot 
his wife. Silling her instantly, and then shot himself 
in the head. Justice Miller was summoned, and an 
inquest was held over the dead body of tae wise, 
which developed the particulars given below. 
Nolan is a man between thlrtv-nve and forty 
years of age. He is of Irish descent and very irrita- 
ble in Ins nature. His acquaintances say that wheu 
enrajred or under the influence of Honor he is a per- 
fect demon. He has lived In Carrolton for several 
years aafl married there. His wife was Elizabeth 
MoGinms. At the time oi her death she was about 
twenty-eight years of age. She aad two children 
by Dolan. Tue past year or two of their inarrlad 
life has boen a series of petty quarrels, 
on 
one or two occasions Dolan has beaten his 
wife in a brutal manner, ana twice he has 
been arrested, at the instance of his wife's mother 
and family, ror assault and battery. Once, before 
Justice Miller, he was mmeied with a heavy flue. 
The second 
time—about four weeks -since— 
the warrant was issued at Justice Springer's omce, 
but the case never came to a tflal, A compromise 
was effected oy Mrs. McGtnnls, the wife's mother, 
and JJolan, the latter agreeing to a separation, he 
selling his house and property, giving his wife a por- 
tion or the proceeds. Shortly alter this Dolaa went 
to Canada, whence ha came bacK a aay or two 
since, and has been stopping in this city. Saturday 
he bought a new Shaip's four shooter pistol, and 
took the ooat forcarrolwn. Officer BUgor, of this 
city, who had a warrant to serve at Carrolton, was 
with him. In company with Bilger Dolan went to 
to the house of Mra. iUcGinnis, where he expected to 
find his wire. He there represented that he was 
after the children, so that in case a divorce was ob- 
tjjued he could not be held for the support of them.

pleasures beyond iced brandy and soda water and 
the artificial breezes of the punkah. Let no Ameri- 
can who desires to circumnavigate the world in 
comfort attempt to "do" India in any of the mouths 
between Apni and jrovember, 
"Calcutta, by the general consent of travellers and 
newspaper correspondents, has been christened the 
"City or Palaces," and when, alter a tedious passage 
of fifty miles np the Hooghly, between shores that 
are unutterably dreary and uninteresting, one ob- 
tains a first view of the city the justice of the com- 
pliment is cheerfully acknowledged. The long lines 
of magnificent warenousea, the number of splendid 
residences that stand out in isolated importance, the 
imposing proportions of Government House and the 
other public buildings, the hundreds of stately ves- 
sels that lie moored in the stream, the noise and ac- 
tivity aad bustle that prevail on every side—all im- 
press the spectator with a strong sense of being in 
the presence of vast wealth and po-cer. When

he will no doubt discover that, use the empire of 
which she is the seat, Calcutta loots a great deal 
more stable and imposing than she really is, and 
that most ol these apparently splendid stone bulla- 
ings are. In strict fact, very nimsy structures of 
bricks and plaster. But at first sight Calcutta cer- 
tainly seems, in serious earnest, a "city of palaces." 
The general air and tone of the place, however, 
scarcely correspond with the untravelled idea of an 
Oriental city. It is true that here and there the 
mliiarec of a rnosqud or the tower of a burning ghau: 
snoots up into the sky. Many things, too. arc very 
unfamiliar—the nnge adjutant storks that stand 
like monuments on the corners or the housetops and 
now and then float clumsily away to another "coign 
of vantage;" the humpbacked Indian cattlo, tolling 
along the main thoroughfares with well laden 
drays; the palankeens, and the naked coulies,

Calcutta 
seems at first acquaintance 
merely 


a modern Burapean city. 
The houses would

broad and dusty, and have both sldewalKa ana gas 
tamps, and here ana there one passes by a sailors' 
drinking house, not very dissimilar in appearance 
to a fourth rate lacrpr >>o«- ooLioo^. •»>„, ^^<v-,. 
c^o.i-tGi.0 ot trie town are, of course, very different 
from anything that usually couies uuder tlie uoiice 
of American eyes; but these are hidden carefully 
away, aad a mau might live la Calcutta for weets 
transacting his business aud pnrsulne his accus- 
tomed pleasures, without seeing a single row ol the 
hovels in which the children of the soil are lodged. 
The one thing that • generally atntes the new 
comer moat lorcibiy is the profuse abundance of 
darfc-sfclnned human lire. Wherever one goes uatfed 
natives are seen In dense swarms. The genus Uomjt

A white man iu Calcutta 
soon begias to realue that he is the Caucasian 
centre or a very wide ana inclusive Hindoo circle. 
There are several hotels m Calcutta, and eae of 
them is supposed to be somewhat oa the Ameri- 
can model; 
bat they are 
all 
precty much 
on a dead icve! or badness. Civilized people 
who corno here should expect but little in 
the way of edible rare unless they become the 
guests or a private friend. 
At the hotels the 
table 18 shametully bad, the cooking is reported to 
be disgustingly dirty, and the general arrangements 
are mean and uncomfortable, 
living in a hotel, 
too, in India is a very different thing from what it is 
aaywhere else. Asboonasyou arrive yon will be 
told that you must hire your own servants, of whom 
yon will require four—a knitmagar to' brush your 
clothes and Black your boots and make your bed aad 
wait at table, a bearer to perform mere menial du- 
ties, and a couple of punkah-wallahs to pull your 
bedroom puaKah through tne night. 
Only fl kit- 
ma^ar is really Indispensable; but unless a man has 
the moral courage to be content to be esteemed a 
very mean or a very poor man he had better hue 
the others also. A puntah, however, is a dangerous 
luxury. The coolies, after swinging it until they 
hear you snore, ifoacraily stop pulilujr.. 
Yon waice 
up, 
bathed 
la perspiration, aud set 
them 
ajrala at 
work. 
The cold air 
then 
gives 
you 
a 
chill 
and 
tho morning 
finds you 
in the possession of a severe cold, which 
in 
a tropical country, le apt to become chronic. All 
kinds of devices nave beeu tried to keen the coolies 
to their task, but in vain. A rew blows may, per- 
haps, be of temporary service, but have no lasting 
effect; and dismissal is absurdly useless, as the new 
coolies win certainly be no better than the old ones. 
The carelessness. Indolence and sulky induference 


of native servants is indeed a standing grievance 
with Angio-Iadiaiia. The old stagers tell you that m 
these respects the great mutiny brought about a 
very remarkable change for the worse. The natives 
were never intelligent or cheerrul servants; but 
ever since the grand revolt they have seemed utterly 
careless of findlmz favor in tho eyes of their white 
masters. And almost daily, at any hotel or private 
table where the question is discussed, may be also 
hoard what are undoubtedly the matured opin- 
ions oi nine resideot Europeans out of t«n— 
that not one living Hindoo, mnch less Mus- 
sulman, is, in heart, loyal to the rule of the 
white race; that the sullen discontent 
which 
finds expression in his outward demeanor is but a 
faiLt shadow of the bitter haired he feels toward the 
English; and that, if retribution were a little leas 
certain, there is not a native in Bengal wno would 
not redden his icniro in the Hfeblood of his master- 
yes, even though he had been in his service for a 
dozes years. 


However this may be, it must be admitted thit, 
nnder existing circumstances, it would be strange 
indeed ir native servants were good. The current 
rate of pay m. for a khltiuasar $4 a raontu and lor u 
coolie or bearer $s 50 a mouth—that is from eight to 
thirteen cents a dav. Upon these stipends the poor 
wretches have to clothe and feed and lodge tuem- 
selves and tueir families. No doubt, m India, this la 
quite a possibility, but it can hardly be expected 
that so hard a lot should be accepted with extrava- 
gant gratitude; and- it launt also be taken into 
account that wlino men take palas to show that 
they deapiss and hate the miserable siiuir-coiored 
human 
beings 
whose toil 
is enabling them 
to amass large fortunes. The ordinary treat- 
ment or a Hindoo nigger by an English master 
livery much that of a slave by a careless owner. 
Big-lrameii Anglo-Saxons are not ashamed even to 
publicly beat the puny creatures wno minister to 
their wants. In fact, during the past three weeks 
several case! of the kind nave occurred at the table 
of the hotel m which this letter IB being written. In 
one instance two servants were seriously hurt, and 
as they were not in the employ of the bully who 
struck them they appealed to the maeiatrute, and a 
fine of three- rupees ($1 £0) was Inflicted upon the 
offender for each assault. No word of kindness or 
sympathy ever passes between a Bengalee and rus 
white employer. Tue relations between them aro 
purely and confessedly dependent upon brute force 
aad tho -fear of starvation."

eral drawbridges and through two or three covered 
archways. The garrison consists of whatever Euro- 
pean troops may be stationed in 'Calcutta, togetuer 
with several regiments of Sikh sepoys. Many peo 
pie suppose that somewhere in its precincts is the 
famed Clack Hole; but this m a mistake, as that 
was In the Company's qld factory in what is now the 
business section ol the city and disappeared some 
ilfty years aao. There is, however, a subterranean 
passage upwards of a mile in length, which commu- 
nicates with the Government Douse, so that the 
Governor if threatened with any peril can at once 
ensconce himself tn a place or security. Hut no 
one is allowed to explore this passage without the 
special permission of the authorities. 
ivory one who comes to Calcutta goes as a matter 


of course to see the "Seven TanKs," the residence ol 
a Hindoo gentleman, some three miles from the city, 
and which is courteously thrown open to the public. 
Ihe grounds are very carerully kopt, aud boast a 
rhinoceros and some fish, so tame that, like those or 
Berlin, they eat,out of your hand. But the house 
itself is rar more interesting. Very lar^e suras ol 
money have been expeuded in making It a worthy 
expression of the wealth of its owner. The walls are 
adorned with many really good palntlnes, and tae 
rooms aro filled with costly Huiok knacss, picked up 
during a visit in Europe. It hi, however, curious to see 
how strangely Hindoo cultivated taste has arranged 
theso various treasures. A valunbie oil painting, 
with a great name in its corner, is hung cheek by 
jowl with a cheap French print of "Life at the Ma- 
biile;" a handsome and artistic clock, worth some 
four or five thousand francs, standing on a Beautiful 
buhl cabinet, is flanked on either side bv small 
bookcases, wnose shelves are occupied by cheao aad 
dilapidated English novels, ths spoils of London 
bookstalls. 


Calcutta has a very handsome cathedral and a 
bishop who gets the moderate stipend of $15,000 a 
year. Heber was once bishop of Calcutta, and his 
remains BOW lie in this cathedral beneath a memo- 
rial statue of himself, which bears the simple m- 
scnptlot>c "Heber"—a very striking contrast to 
the truniDet-tougued tablets that cover MS walls of 
the church near by. 


From a commercial point of view Calcutta is, 
beyond all doubt, for the present, the busiest city lu 
India. Bombay Is running neck aud uecs. with her 
in the annual trade statistics, and last year had 
£1,000,000 sterling the advantage; but £14 ooo ooo or 
£15,000,000 or the imports ot Bombay are not mer- 
chandise, but specie, to pay for cotton. There can 
be no doubt that in wealth and •commerce Calcutta 
is the first city in India. "What her population is it is 
impossible to 
estimate 
correctly. 
The 
last 
census made it only 400,000: but 
it is, in 
fact, 
probably nearer 
1,000,000. 
la 
extent 
sue Is about two 
mile? square; one 
side 
fronts the Hoogly, and a canal runs around the 
other three, flowing at each end into the mam river. 
Ihe assessed value or the real estate (which is about 
two-thirds of the real value) is 1«7 lacs (45,000,000), 
and the municipal revenue twenty lacs (511 ooo ooo ) 
Ihere is a bitter fear always lurtiug in the mind 
of a Calcutta magnate that at some time or other 
the Eoogly will silt up, so that some line rooming 
people will find their communication with the sea 
cut off. This uneasiness has lasted for many, many 
years, during which the channel has been constantly 
changing; but navisatiou is no more difilcult thaa 
it has always been. But the Hoogly may, of course 
close up, and when oau sees the holy waters of the 
Ganges, charged as they are with eacrert laud, ii 
Beems almost surprising that they should How at all. 
Some smart speculators a few years ago, oa the 
atreagth ol this alarm, founded a port some twenty 
miles lower down the river, at a place called Can 
ning, and announced their intention of diverting the 
whole trade of Calcutta to their settlement Shares 
ia the company—for, of course, the thing appeared 
in the shape or a company, limited liabilitv—were 
eagerly taken up, and at one time rose to a ridicu- 
lously, high price. Experience, however, has ilmwa 
that, while at Calcutta, inconvenient as she may be 
of access, it Is possible to live, at the new Port Can- 
nine tt Is only possible to dlo. The ships consigned 
there lost almost the whole of their crews with K\ er 
ia a few days; even sailors, reckless as they uHiiaiiy 
are, deserted their vessels rattier than stay tlieie 
and the company Itself has lost its stair over aad 
over again. Ttie bonderbunus, as the inoutbs of tho 
Gaagetic delta are termed, are only habitable by 
tigers and niggers. It is now clear that Europeans 
can exist at no point or the river lower down than 
tho present site of Calcutta. Shares m the I'ort 
Canning Company have snuK to a mere iiymiuiu 
rate.

Dinner parties, tails and ex- 
travagant pereona.1 luxury of even description are 
alnioat the sole aim aud end of an ordinary Calcutta 
life. Glacials, as a rule, are iu coaseuueace heavily 
in debt, and the merchants of Calcutta eujov but u 
doubttul reputation f«» ..tat.utj, *.U.>«BK u,ov ilu...u 
not yet sunk in this respect to the level of Bombay. 
During the hot seasou, when the government ami 
the Governor General hare together removed u> 
aimla, away up ia the Himalayas, and wheu the in- 
clement heat shuts everybody up tn tiielr houses be- 
tween an hour after suariso aud i»u hour before buu- 
sot, tne tone or the place is comparative!? du i- but 
it is, perhaps. 11 v eher than most other Misiisii cuies 
would be under tne same conditions. And ihe grand 
"social ceremony" of Calcutta—the uvemuedrlve on 
the Strand 
and 
the 
stroll about the 
band 
stand in the fiden Gardens—takes, place with 
the same sacred regularity as ever. 
There 
Is scarcely a merchant's cleric in Calcutta who does 
not keep a buggv, and at live or six o'clocK, waeii 
the heat of the day has finally passed, every Uuru- 
pean in the city who Is in good nealtu imd whose 
horse is not sick, turns out ror a '-spin." Neither 
cattlo nor vehicles would make much of a show oa 
the uioomingdale road, but sucn as they are they 
are made tho most of. Aud then alter hall an hour's 
drive moat of the carriages draw up at tho "-ates of 
the Eden Gardens aud the bimne.is of tLe dav 
bejlns lor all those youns ladies who havluir 
proved too poor, or too plain or too "fast" for the 
English market, have been shipped to India to take 
then- last chance or "itoing otf." 


So one Should leave Calcutta without exolorinir 
the native quarters or the town, or at auj- i ,ue tak 
ing a stroll through one or the ba^aara. What he 
will sea will be au instructive commentary upon tue 
ostentatious wealth of tho dominant rac,e aad the 
few lucky Hindoo noblemen aad merchaau who 
have cheerfully accepted the British rule. That 
India has always been the same theatre of. oppres- 
sion is no doubt true; but there must bo 
a great difference between being a beast or burden 
for the aggrandizement of an alien race and uiakimr 
the same or even greiuer sacrulces for the benefit or 
a "born prince," especially when the gains or tnat 
latter were expended m eudunug monuments of the 
national ratth aaa genius. 


How wretched, filthy aad miserable are the hovels 


of the native poor can only be appreciated by a ner- 
sonal inspection. The dwellings consist merely of a 
few poles, supporting a roof of match. The sidea 
are protected from the wind and ram oy martin"-. 
There are ao windows though this 13 but of little 
consequence, as the Iroat is generailv left open 
The floor IB of earth. Beyond a few copper chatties 
and two or three mats there Is no furniture. Every 
house is naed as a store of some kind, tue e"ods 
betas exposed on a few planks, in extent these 
erections are, perhaps, on au average ten to flftueu 
reet sgnare, and each one is the homo of some six or 
more of human beings. The dirt is maescribabie. 
and tne stench disgustingly offensive. On the street' 
in front ttiese dwellings, perhaps one of me most 
common sights that can be witnessed are a couplu 
of Hindoos ireemg each other's hair irom vermin 
This is the happy condition of ninety-nine per coat 
of the 200,000,000 of India.

ence over him, both lu official and private life. She 
has her favorites among her sou's Ministers, and 
fcer personal influence maintains them in omce.

improper one. She has oat of her own purse built 
and endowed a hospital for all classes of the poor 
Irrespective of religion, and rte Christian and Jaw is 
as ireely admitted to It as the Mussulman. Lately 
she has succeeded m getting up a school for the edu- 
cation of teachers or governesses among the ilussul- 
mans, and it is well known tnat sue fully advocates 
the necessity of educating the rising generation of 
Jher own faith. 


When tne Empress made her a visit she was accom- 
panied by tne sultan and an American lady as in- 
lerpretress. The Sultan, ou approaching her,-raspect- 
jnliy wssed her hand, and then, putting it into that of 
the Empress, paid the latter a compliment, which 
caused the oid lady » emorace her as a 
daughter.

lay in the kitchen, Immediately opposite the 
door. 
It had been stretched upon some old 
•bedclothes and covered

The 
room presented a most sickening and squalid ap- 
pearance. Against the wall was a lounge upon 
which were some 'bedclothes, partially saturated 
with blood, and clots of blood were seea on the wall 
above the lounge, showing that the woman had 
been placed there after the murder, or that she had 
been there during some part of the encounter.

The body bad 
evidently been moved about after life was extinct 
and it had probably been placed on the lounge arse 
and then on the floor, under She belief tnat the latter 
pobition would better accord with the story that she 
had lallen down stairs and JxiHed herself. 


WHERE TnE DEATH STRUGGLE OCCmKED. 
Aa examination of the upper rooms left no donbt 
that tne death straggle occurred therein. The 
officers, ascending from the Kitchen bv a narrow 
and illy lighted stairway, entered wnat was used as 
a sitting room. By the aid of a lighted candle blooa 
was traced oa the walls of the stairway from top to 
bottom. In the rooms above everything was m dis- 
order ana betokened murder in its most horrible 
aspect. There was a large pool of thickened blooa 
on a piece of oilclotn in iront of the lireplace and 
here, probably, the wretched woman, afeer having 
been beaten until unable to move, was permitted to 
bleed to death. Here also tne walls were smeared 
with blood, and the overturned furniture sod 
broken dishes showed too plainly that 
vio-

had

apart- 
ment, ihe adjoiaing room, however, bespoKt 
au equally desperate encouater, and It jvas probably 
here that the murderous assault was commeaced.

Wife ainrrter in MicSiJEan—Attempted Suicide 


of the Murderer. 


IFrom the Saijmaw (Mich.) jSnt-eprlse, Nov. 1.5 
The quiet little village ot Carrolton. across the 
river, wus last Saturday startled by a tragic occur- 
rence tnat has caused an excitement all aioug the 
Saglnaw river. Between one and two o'clock a man 
named Caarleu Dolau (his name was given as Uolan 
and Nolan), formerly a resident or (Jarrolton, shot 
his wife. Silling her instantly, and then shot himself 
in the head. Justice Miller was summoned, and an 
inquest was held over the dead body of tae wise, 
which developed the particulars given below. 
Nolan is a man between thlrtv-nve and forty 
years of age. He is of Irish descent and very irrita- 
ble in Ins nature. His acquaintances say that wheu 
enrajred or under the influence of Honor he is a per- 
fect demon. He has lived In Carrolton for several 
years aafl married there. His wife was Elizabeth 
MoGinms. At the time oi her death she was about 
twenty-eight years of age. She aad two children 
by Dolan. Tue past year or two of their inarrlad 
life has boen a series of petty quarrels, 
on 
one or two occasions Dolan has beaten his 
wife in a brutal manner, ana twice he has 
been arrested, at the instance of his wife's mother 
and family, ror assault and battery. Once, before 
Justice Miller, he was mmeied with a heavy flue. 
The second 
time—about four weeks -since— 
the warrant was issued at Justice Springer's omce, 
but the case never came to a tflal, A compromise 
was effected oy Mrs. McGtnnls, the wife's mother, 
and JJolan, the latter agreeing to a separation, he 
selling his house and property, giving his wife a por- 
tion or the proceeds. Shortly alter this Dolaa went 
to Canada, whence ha came bacK a aay or two 
since, and has been stopping in this city. Saturday 
he bought a new Shaip's four shooter pistol, and 
took the ooat forcarrolwn. Officer BUgor, of this 
city, who had a warrant to serve at Carrolton, was 
with him. In company with Bilger Dolan went to 
to the house of Mra. iUcGinnis, where he expected to 
find his wire. He there represented that he was 
after the children, so that in case a divorce was ob- 
tjjued he could not be held for the support of them.

CALCUTTA, Sept. 24.1869. 


Some flve or sis hundred years ago a Mussulman 


traveller, after describing the cheapness of provi- 
sions and slave girls and other luxuries m Bengal, be- 
wailed the discomforts occasioned, by the climate and 
summed up his opinion of the country by saying that 
it was a "hell filled with good things." Many 
changes have taken place in Bengal since the days or 
Ibn Sabuta. A man can no longer live sumptuously 
on a few rupees a month, and slave girls, though 
they are still sold in secret, are reputed to cost much 
more than a couple of gold mlnars; bnt his criticism 
on this "sweet 
Indian laud" applies 
with 


as much force as ever, at any rate during 
the 
hot 
season. Luxurious 
living 
is 
still, 


no doubt, inexpensive; but in this enervating 
climate, which has been aptly described as a "per- 
petual vapor bath," a white man can enjoy but few 
pleasures beyond iced brandy and soda water and 
the artificial breezes of the punkah. Let no Ameri- 
can who desires to circumnavigate the world in 
comfort attempt to "do" India in any of the mouths 
between Apni and jrovember, 
"Calcutta, by the general consent of travellers and 
newspaper correspondents, has been christened the 
"City or Palaces," and when, alter a tedious passage 
of fifty miles np the Hooghly, between shores that 
are unutterably dreary and uninteresting, one ob- 
tains a first view of the city the justice of the com- 
pliment is cheerfully acknowledged. The long lines 
of magnificent warenousea, the number of splendid 
residences that stand out in isolated importance, the 
imposing proportions of Government House and the 
other public buildings, the hundreds of stately ves- 
sels that lie moored in the stream, the noise and ac- 
tivity aad bustle that prevail on every side—all im- 
press the spectator with a strong sense of being in 
the presence of vast wealth and po-cer. When

place 


he will no doubt discover that, use the empire of 
which she is the seat, Calcutta loots a great deal 
more stable and imposing than she really is, and 
that most ol these apparently splendid stone bulla- 
ings are. In strict fact, very nimsy structures of 
bricks and plaster. But at first sight Calcutta cer- 
tainly seems, in serious earnest, a "city of palaces." 
The general air and tone of the place, however, 
scarcely correspond with the untravelled idea of an 
Oriental city. It is true that here and there the 
mliiarec of a rnosqud or the tower of a burning ghau: 
snoots up into the sky. Many things, too. arc very 
unfamiliar—the nnge adjutant storks that stand

Civilized people 
who corno here should expect but little in 
the way of edible rare unless they become the 
guests or a private friend. 
At the hotels the 
table 18 shametully bad, the cooking is reported to 
be disgustingly dirty, and the general arrangements 
are mean and uncomfortable, 
living in a hotel, 
too, in India is a very different thing from what it is 
aaywhere else. Asboonasyou arrive yon will be 
told that you must hire your own servants, of whom 
yon will require four—a knitmagar to' brush your 
clothes and Black your boots and make your bed aad 
wait at table, a bearer to perform mere menial du- 
ties, and a couple of punkah-wallahs to pull your 
bedroom puaKah through tne night. 
Only fl kit- 
ma^ar is really Indispensable; but unless a man has 
the moral courage to be content to be esteemed a 
very mean or a very poor man he had better hue 
the others also. A puntah, however, is a dangerous 
luxury. The coolies, after swinging it until they 
hear you snore, ifoacraily stop pulilujr.. 
Yon waice 
up, 
bathed 
la perspiration, aud set 
them 
ajrala at 
work. 
The cold air 
then 
gives 
you 
a 
chill 
and 
tho morning 
finds you 
in the possession of a severe cold, which 
in 
a tropical country, le apt to become chronic. All 
kinds of devices nave beeu tried to keen the coolies 
to their task, but in vain. A rew blows may, per- 
haps, be of temporary service, but have no lasting 
effect; and dismissal is absurdly useless, as the new 
coolies win certainly be no better than the old ones. 
The carelessness. Indolence and sulky induference 


of native servants is indeed a standing grievance 
with Angio-Iadiaiia. The old stagers tell you that m 
these respects the great mutiny brought about a 
very remarkable change for the worse. The natives 
were never intelligent or cheerrul servants; but 
ever since the grand revolt they have seemed utterly 
careless of findlmz favor in tho eyes of their white 
masters. And almost daily, at any hotel or private 
table where the question is discussed, may be also 
hoard what are undoubtedly the matured opin- 
ions oi nine resideot Europeans out of t«n— 
that not one living Hindoo, mnch less Mus- 
sulman, is, in heart, loyal to the rule of the 
white race; that the sullen discontent 
which 
finds expression in his outward demeanor is but a 
faiLt shadow of the bitter haired he feels toward the 
English; and that, if retribution were a little leas 
certain, there is not a native in Bengal wno would 
not redden his icniro in the Hfeblood of his master- 
yes, even though he had been in his service for a 
dozes years. 


However this may be, it must be admitted thit, 
nnder existing circumstances, it would be strange 
indeed ir native servants were good. The current 
rate of pay m. for a khltiuasar $4 a raontu and lor u 
coolie or bearer $s 50 a mouth—that is from eight to 
thirteen cents a dav. Upon these stipends the poor 
wretches have to clothe and feed and lodge tuem- 
selves and tueir families. No doubt, m India, this la 
quite a possibility, but it can hardly be expected 
that so hard a lot should be accepted with extrava- 
gant gratitude; and- it launt also be taken into 
account that wlino men take palas to show that 
they deapiss and hate the miserable siiuir-coiored 
human 
beings 
whose toil 
is enabling them 
to amass large fortunes. The ordinary treat- 
ment or a Hindoo nigger by an English master 
livery much that of a slave by a careless owner. 
Big-lrameii Anglo-Saxons are not ashamed even to 
publicly beat the puny creatures wno minister to 
their wants. In fact, during the past three weeks 
several case! of the kind nave occurred at the table 
of the hotel m which this letter IB being written. In 
one instance two servants were seriously hurt, and 
as they were not in the employ of the bully who 
struck them they appealed to the maeiatrute, and a 
fine of three- rupees ($1 £0) was Inflicted upon the 
offender for each assault. No word of kindness or 
sympathy ever passes between a Bengalee and rus 
white employer. Tue relations between them aro 
purely and confessedly dependent upon brute force 
aad tho -fear of starvation."

Many peo 
pie suppose that somewhere in its precincts is the 
famed Clack Hole; but this m a mistake, as that 
was In the Company's qld factory in what is now the 
business section ol the city and disappeared some 
ilfty years aao. There is, however, a subterranean 
passage upwards of a mile in length, which commu- 
nicates with the Government Douse, so that the 
Governor if threatened with any peril can at once 
ensconce himself tn a place or security. Hut no 
one is allowed to explore this passage without the 
special permission of the authorities. 
ivory one who comes to Calcutta goes as a matter 


of course to see the "Seven TanKs," the residence ol 
a Hindoo gentleman, some three miles from the city, 
and which is courteously thrown open to the public. 
Ihe grounds are very carerully kopt, aud boast a 
rhinoceros and some fish, so tame that, like those or 
Berlin, they eat,out of your hand. But the house 
itself is rar more interesting. Very lar^e suras ol 
money have been expeuded in making It a worthy 
expression of the wealth of its owner. The walls are 
adorned with many really good palntlnes, and tae 
rooms aro filled with costly Huiok knacss, picked up 
during a visit in Europe. It hi, however, curious to see 
how strangely Hindoo cultivated taste has arranged 
theso various treasures. A valunbie oil painting, 
with a great name in its corner, is hung cheek by 
jowl with a cheap French print of "Life at the Ma- 
biile;" a handsome and artistic clock, worth some 
four or five thousand francs, standing on a Beautiful 
buhl cabinet, is flanked on either side bv small 
bookcases, wnose shelves are occupied by cheao aad 
dilapidated English novels, ths spoils of London 
bookstalls. 


Calcutta has a very handsome cathedral and a 
bishop who gets the moderate stipend of $15,000 a 
year. Heber was once bishop of Calcutta, and his 
remains BOW lie in this cathedral beneath a memo- 
rial statue of himself, which bears the simple m- 
scnptlot>c "Heber"—a very striking contrast to 
the truniDet-tougued tablets that cover MS walls of 
the church near by. 


From a commercial point of view Calcutta is, 
beyond all doubt, for the present, the busiest city lu 
India. Bombay Is running neck aud uecs. with her 
in the annual trade statistics, and last year had 
£1,000,000 sterling the advantage; but £14 ooo ooo or 
£15,000,000 or the imports ot Bombay are not mer- 
chandise, but specie, to pay for cotton. There can 
be no doubt that in wealth and •commerce Calcutta 
is the first city in India. "What her population is it is 
impossible to 
estimate 
correctly. 
The 
last 
census made it only 400,000: but 
it is, in 
fact, 
probably nearer 
1,000,000. 
la 
extent 
sue Is about two 
mile? square; one 
side 
fronts the Hoogly, and a canal runs around the 
other three, flowing at each end into the mam river. 
Ihe assessed value or the real estate (which is about 
two-thirds of the real value) is 1«7 lacs (45,000,000), 
and the municipal revenue twenty lacs (511 ooo ooo ) 
Ihere is a bitter fear always lurtiug in the mind 
of a Calcutta magnate that at some time or other 
the Eoogly will silt up, so that some line rooming 
people will find their communication with the sea 
cut off. This uneasiness has lasted for many, many 
years, during which the channel has been constantly 
changing; but navisatiou is no more difilcult thaa 
it has always been. But the Hoogly may, of course 
close up, and when oau sees the holy waters of the 
Ganges, charged as they are with eacrert laud, ii 
Beems almost surprising that they should How at all. 
Some smart speculators a few years ago, oa the 
atreagth ol this alarm, founded a port some twenty 
miles lower down the river, at a place called Can 
ning, and announced their intention of diverting the 
whole trade of Calcutta to their settlement Shares 
ia the company—for, of course, the thing appeared 
in the shape or a company, limited liabilitv—were 
eagerly taken up, and at one time rose to a ridicu- 
lously, high price. Experience, however, has ilmwa 
that, while at Calcutta, inconvenient as she may be 
of access, it Is possible to live, at the new Port Can- 
nine tt Is only possible to dlo. The ships consigned 
there lost almost the whole of their crews with K\ er 
ia a few days; even sailors, reckless as they uHiiaiiy 
are, deserted their vessels rattier than stay tlieie 
and the company Itself has lost its stair over aad 
over again. Ttie bonderbunus, as the inoutbs of tho 
Gaagetic delta are termed, are only habitable by 
tigers and niggers. It is now clear that Europeans 
can exist at no point or the river lower down than 
tho present site of Calcutta. Shares m the I'ort 
Canning Company have snuK to a mere iiymiuiu 
rate.

Glacials, as a rule, are iu coaseuueace heavily 
in debt, and the merchants of Calcutta eujov but u 
doubttul reputation f«» ..tat.utj, *.U.>«BK u,ov ilu...u 
not yet sunk in this respect to the level of Bombay. 
During the hot seasou, when the government ami 
the Governor General hare together removed u> 
aimla, away up ia the Himalayas, and wheu the in- 
clement heat shuts everybody up tn tiielr houses be- 
tween an hour after suariso aud i»u hour before buu- 
sot, tne tone or the place is comparative!? du i- but 
it is, perhaps. 11 v eher than most other Misiisii cuies 
would be under tne same conditions. And ihe grand 
"social ceremony" of Calcutta—the uvemuedrlve on 
the Strand 
and 
the 
stroll about the 
band 
stand in the fiden Gardens—takes, place with 
the same sacred regularity as ever. 
There 
Is scarcely a merchant's cleric in Calcutta who does 
not keep a buggv, and at live or six o'clocK, waeii 
the heat of the day has finally passed, every Uuru- 
pean in the city who Is in good nealtu imd whose 
horse is not sick, turns out ror a '-spin." Neither 
cattlo nor vehicles would make much of a show oa 
the uioomingdale road, but sucn as they are they 
are made tho most of. Aud then alter hall an hour's 
drive moat of the carriages draw up at tho "-ates of 
the Eden Gardens aud the bimne.is of tLe dav 
bejlns lor all those youns ladies who havluir 
proved too poor, or too plain or too "fast" for the 
English market, have been shipped to India to take 
then- last chance or "itoing otf." 


So one Should leave Calcutta without exolorinir 
the native quarters or the town, or at auj- i ,ue tak 
ing a stroll through one or the ba^aara. What he 
will sea will be au instructive commentary upon tue 
ostentatious wealth of tho dominant rac,e aad the 
few lucky Hindoo noblemen aad merchaau who 
have cheerfully accepted the British rule. That 
India has always been the same theatre of. oppres- 
sion is no doubt true; but there must bo 
a great difference between being a beast or burden 
for the aggrandizement of an alien race and uiakimr 
the same or even greiuer sacrulces for the benefit or 
a "born prince," especially when the gains or tnat 
latter were expended m eudunug monuments of the 
national ratth aaa genius. 


How wretched, filthy aad miserable are the hovels 


of the native poor can only be appreciated by a ner- 
sonal inspection. The dwellings consist merely of a 
few poles, supporting a roof of match. The sidea 
are protected from the wind and ram oy martin"-. 
There are ao windows though this 13 but of little 
consequence, as the Iroat is generailv left open 
The floor IB of earth. Beyond a few copper chatties 
and two or three mats there Is no furniture. Every 
house is naed as a store of some kind, tue e"ods 
betas exposed on a few planks, in extent these 
erections are, perhaps, on au average ten to flftueu 
reet sgnare, and each one is the homo of some six or 
more of human beings. The dirt is maescribabie. 
and tne stench disgustingly offensive. On the street' 
in front ttiese dwellings, perhaps one of me most 
common sights that can be witnessed are a couplu 
of Hindoos ireemg each other's hair irom vermin 
This is the happy condition of ninety-nine per coat 
of the 200,000,000 of India.
